But yer, for that the chaine of this colleion hath alinke of dependency with thoſe 
former times,we ſhall ſhew the paſſyac of things the better : if we take but a ſuperfici- 
all view of that wide and vncertainly-related fate of this Land,fince the candle of let- | 
ters paue vs ſome little light thercof,Which was , finceahe Rowan made ita tributary || 
Prouince to their Empite.For before ,as it lay ſecluded out of the way Joit feerned our: 
of the knowledge of the world. For [n/a Ceſar,being but on the other fide in Gen!, | 
could not attaine to any particular information of the ſtate of Bretzaine by any meancs 
he could vſe,but by certaine Merchants(of whom he got together as many ashe-could) | 
who told him ſomething of the coaſt-townes, bur efthe ſtate , and condition of the 
in-dwellers, they could ſay nothing : cither ſo incurious were they of turther knowledg 
then what concerned their trade , or the people hcere ſo wary te keepe their Rate rc- 
{crued and vnknowne to ſtrangers. And yet Caſar gaue out, that ws ſub-ayded lie 
Gawles againſt him, and made it the occaſion of his quarrell,and inusfien of the Land, 
whercot he onely {ubducd the South parts,and rather ſhewed it then won it to the Ko- 
man Empire. 

But now, what was the ſtate,apd forme of gouernment awonrg the Brictaines, be- 
fore this ſubieon,the firft certaingggtice we haue ( is alſo by the ſame Ceſar ) who 
tells vs how they were divided into mary ſeucrall ſtates : nominates fower Princes of 
Kent by the title of Kings : how Caſſenelawwnr, by the Common Councell way eleQed, 
in this their publique danger , to have the principall a&miniftration of F Stare, 
with thc buſineſſe of warre : and afterward , how the Cirries ſent their hoſtages vnto 
him. Whereby wee perceiue it was no Morarchy, as it is 1cponted to haue beene, 
bur like to the Gawles , with whom it was then one in religion ( and much alike in 
faſhon and langyage) deuided ipto a multitude of petty regiments, without any en- 
tire rule or combination. As now, wee feeall the weſt world (lately diſcouered ) 
ro bee,and generally all other countries are in their firſt, and natural) free nakedneſſe, 
before they come to bee taken in ; either by ſome predominant power from abroad, or 
grow to head within themſclues, of firength, and ynderitandirg to over-maiſter, and 
diſpoſe of all abcuttbem; introducing ſuchforn.es of rule, as ambition, or theit other 
neceſſities ſhall beget. And ſuch was then the ſlate of Brittaime, Gawle, Spame,Ger- 
many,and all the weſt parts of Exrope, before the Reman: ( ouer-growing fiſtthe peo- 

e of /taly inlike manver diuided ) dd by firength , and cunning , vnlocke thol h- 

ies of theirs. And ſuchas were then tearmed Kings,were but as their General!s in 
warre , without any other great juriſdition , within thoſe ſmall limits they beld. So 
that to tell vs of the ſtate of a Monarchie in this Land before that time ( as if alone | 
vulike, or more in State then all other nations )isto giuc entertainement to thoſe nar= 


the invention of ſuch, as take alltheir reaſon, from thoqxample, and /dea of the preſent 
Cuſtomes they ſee in vie. © For had there beene an abſolute Monarchin theſe parts, 


beene impoſſible for them(hauing oftentimes much to do,cuen withicme poore Prince 
of 2 ſmall territory)to haue circumuented,or confounded( with alltheir firatagems,and 
iniuſtice; the peace,and liberty ofthe world in ſuch ſort as they did. And Fees the Brit. 
rames were then fimple,and had nor the fire- brand of letters, yet tecmed they more iuſt, 
and honeſt,and brought forth on the ſtzge of aGion men as magnanimous(and touche 
with as true a ſence of honour, and nn) =, 9 Jas themſclucs, 

Fur hauing no firme combinementsto chayne them together intheir publique dan- 
gers, they lay looſe to the aduantage of the common enemy ; working ypon the faQti- 
ons, and cmulations,vſuall to ſuch divifhons, and were made theinftuments of their 
owne ſubicion: for whileſt cuery one defended them apart, the whole was ouer- 
Come. 

So that with what credit , the accompt of aboue a thouſand yearesficm Brwte to | 
Caſſeellannw(an a line of abſolute Kings )can be clea:ed, I Coe nor ſee; and therefore 
will leaue it on the booke to ſuch as willbee creditors, according tothe fubliance of 
their ynderſtanding. And yet, let me craue parden,Jez{tbeing burtotepor, I might

| ſeeme to contend, if I make this inquirie: how the memorie of thoſe former times, 


came to be preſcrued and deliuered to poſteritie, if they had not the vie of letters in 
this Land (as it ſeemes by all probability they had nt) before they were introduced 
by the Romans ; who (fure would haue giuen vs notice thereof) had they found them 
here at their comming, and eſpecially of ſchooles and the Greeke tongue, reported to 
haue beene planted here for many ages before : but a—_ vs of no ſuch thing : they 
informe vs how the D-#ydes, who were the miriſters © 

ciall men of knuwledge) committed not their myſteries to writing, bur delivered them 
by tradition, whereby the mcmone of them after their ſupprefſion (firſt by Augaſtre, 
and after by Cla«di-« ) came wholly to periſh with them, Whichhad they had letters 
and bookes, could neuer by ali the power and authoritic of the Reman State, beene ſo 
ytterly extjnct, but that we ſhould haue heard ſomething more of them.

that ſhut vpthe world many ages after, for paſſing that way. It by Land Germany,and 


other Countries on that ſide, would haue taken ſome part in the paſſing : but Germany ſunt;partim 


then,we finde had ny letters at all;only Aderſcilres, a Colome of the Greekes being in the 
midway,might be a gate,to let it into Gawle, and ſo hither : but they ſay the Mer ſerllans 
vied onely Greeke Characters at firſt, but for their priuate accompts and contracts in 
traffique, and no otherwiſe, So that it ſeemes then, the Brittaines receiued firſt letters 
(with their ſubieion) from the Rowenres, and Agricele, Prefect of the Prouince vnder 
Domitian, cauſed them heere to be taught, (as Corneline Tacite, his ſonne inlaw) re. 
© ports ypon this occaſion. Adwice was taken,ſayth he, that the people diſperſed. rude and 
« (7 apt to rebellon, ſhould bee inwred to eaſe and quiet by ther pleaſures: and therefore they 
« exhorted prinatly and ayded them publikely to the building of Temple :,Bources, Palaces: 
= yew ry oh whom they ſound forward andcorretimg the unwilling ſo that the emulation 
&« of honor was for neceſſity:then they cauſed the principall mens ſons to be taught the liberal 
&© Sciences, ax'olmg therr wits for learnmg aboue the Gaules, in ſo wnch as they who lately 
&« {corned the Roman tong now deſired eloquence. H, grew nr habits m honor, the 
&* Gowne frequent, and by d-grees, a generall collapfion into thoſe ſoftnings of vices, faire 
« houſes batbes and delicate banquets, and that by the ignorant was termed bumanity when 
'© when it was 4 part of ſermitude. Thus farre he acquaints vs with the introduCtion, and 
cauſe of the Rowane learning inthis Land. Which (had it had the Greeks tong,fo many 
hundred yeares before) would haue beene as forward in the liberall Sciences, as the 
Romanes and not needed this e-nollition by learnipg. Philoſophy would haue prepared 
them to a ſufferance of ſubiection, that they could not haue beene fo vniuer (ally rude, 
and barbarous as they are reporred to haue - SothatT feare me,of all that lies be- 
yond this time,we can hauc no other incelligence,bur by tradition. Which how we may 
credit for fo long paſt (when lerters, for ky the aſſurance they can make, breake faith 
with ys inthe information of things euen preſent) let it be iudged. 

And now forthe time ſince, (which ſeemes to be all that amounts to our knowledge 
of the State of Britrame )we finde it, during the Domination of the Komans.gouerned by 
their PrefeRts : and if rhey had Kings of the Brittiſh Nation, they were tributary, and 
had their whole authority depending on that Empire; which, as the fame Tzcnw faith, 
made it now their cuſtome to haue Kings the inſtruments of ſeruitude : ſpeaking of Co- 
godunus to whom Claudine gaue certain Cities in Britrame,with title of King. For now 
after Ceſ@r had opened the paſſage, and made tributary ſo much as he ſubducd, the reſt 
could not long hold our, againſt char all-incompaſſing State of Rowe : although during 


] the time of their ciuill warres,and change of gouernment, from a Republique to a Mo- 


narchie,this Country lay neglected,the ſpace of twenty yeares : yet; after Augn/tus had 
ſetled the ſoucraignty, and poſſeſt all the wide obedience of that Empirc, the Princes 


and Cities of 8rurame(fearing to be enforced)came in of their own accord, withtheir 
gifts and tributes, and ayes at for that as yer, they had found no other nous -

; and his executions crucl.Notwithttanding did Caradocw(one of the Brittiſh Kings)hold 

| theſe great Komanz worke for nine yeares rogether and could not bee ſurpriſed, till be- 

| erayed by his owne Nation,he was diliucred into their hands,and brought to Kome cap- 

ciuc, with his wife and children,to be the ſubicCt of their triumph: whereof netwithitan= 
ding the glory was his. ; 

Bur Claudias bad the honour of taking in the whole Iſle of Brittaine, to the Romane 
Empire, which though thus wone, was not,till a long time after, ouercome. For now 
the brittaines ( vnderſtanding the miſery of their difſociation : how their ſubmiſſion 
brought bur the inore ans A ) colleague themſclues againſt the Remanes, raking 
their occaſion ypon the outrages, committed on the perion,and State of Queene Foa- 
dicta,widdew of Preſuragns King of the /cem,a great,and rich Prince w _ his death ) 
had left Nero his heire, and two daughters hoping thereby to tree his houſe from iniu- 
ry : bur itfell out contrary,for no ſooner was he dead, but his kingdom was ſpeyled by 
the Centurion, his houſe ranſac'ke by laues, his wife beaten,and his daughters rauiſhed. 
Belides, the chiete men of the 1cems (as if all the religion had beene giuen in prey )were 
_ reſt of their goods,and the Kings kinfmen eſteemed as capriues: with which contumely, 
and feare of greater milchicte,they conſpire with the Trmobentes and others( nov yer in- 
vred to ſeruitude(to reſume their liberty, And firſt ſer ypon. the Garriſons of the Ye- 

' | teram fouldicrs( whom they moft hated ) defeited the ninth legion , whereof they ſlew 
camolodunum, | all ebe foote, forced Cerrals; the Legat, and leader to flight, and puttothe ſword teaucn- 
now Malden, | ty thouſand Romans and afſociats, inhabiting their municipal Townes, London,Y/rrolame, 
{ amolodunus: ; before Suetowins Goucrnour of the Prouince conld aſſemble the reſt of 
the diſperſed forces, to makehead againſt their Army (confilling of 12006 Brutames ) 
conducted by Yoadicia, who ( with her two daughters, brought into the field to moouc 
compaſſion and reuenge)incites them to that noble,and manely worke of liberty: which 
to recouer , ſhe proteſts to hold her ſclfe there bur as one of the yulgar (without weigh- 
1g her great honour and birth )reſolued either to winne or die. Many of their wiucs 
were likewiſe thereto be ſpectators avd incouragers of their husbands valour; bur in 
tie end Swetonins gotthe victory with the {laughter of foure ſcore thouſand Brittanes, 
whereupon Yoaditta poyſons her ſelfe, and the miſerable Countrie with their heavie 
lofſe, had alſo more weights layde vpon their ſeruirude. And yet after this made they 
many other defeCtions,and brauely ſtrugled with the Romans , vppon all aduantages 
they could apprehend, but the continuall ſupplies, euer ready from all parts of 
that mighty Empire, were ſuch, "as the Britraine:s(hauing no meanes , but their owne 
{words , man yncompoſed State , _ all opento inuafion ) ſpent their bloud in 
yaine. And in the —_—_— e with their forrune( as _ their vertue with 
] their iibercy ) became vrterly quailed,and miſerably held downe to fubietion , by the

which is now Scotland, and obeyed notjthe Remaine Empire , was excluded from the 

reſt witha wall or trench,fuſt rayſed by Agricola after re-cdified by Adrian,Sexerns and 
others.

| Andinthis ſort continuedthe ſtate of Britaine whilſt the Romans held it; enduring 


all the calamitics that a deiected nation could doe vynder the domination of firangers 
proude, greedy, and cruell : Who not enely content by all tyrannical! meanes to ex- 
tort their ſubſtance , bur alſo conſtrained their bodies to ſerue vnder their cnſignes, 
when or whereſocuer their quarrellous ambition would expoſe them. And beſides 
they being ar the will of their rulers in their obedience, they were forced to follow 
them alſo in their rebellions, For after the eleRion of the Emperours grew to bee 
commonly made by the Armies many prſſeſſing thoſe mightic Komen forces here, were 
proclaimed Ceſars, and put for the whole Empire. As firſt Carauſius, and after him 
Alefus,whom Conflantia(the aſſociate of Maxmmunu inthe Empire)at his firſt com- 
ming into Britaine, by Aſclepi the Prztorian Prefe&t vanquiſhed, with all ſuch 
as tooke part with him. After-that, the Caledonian, and Pitts trom the North parts 
made irruprtions into the State, and much afflited the Britewmes, whom to —_ 
Conftantins (then ſole Emperour of the Weſt) came the ſecond time into this Land ; 
and in an expedition made againſt them died at Torte, whither his ſonge Confflartme (a 
little before his death) repaired our of [hris, eſcaping a traine laid for him by Galerine 
Em r of the Eaſt, with whom hee was in the warres againſt the Sarwatias:;, when 
his father came firlt into Britams againſt Alefims, And bere was he now firſt falurcd 
Emperour,for which u ſcemes he much eſtcemed the Country,as that which gaue birth 
to his dignity. And reordering the gouernment thercof (for a future ſecurity) deuides 
it into five Prouinces to be ruled by one Vice-gercne, five Rectors, two lars, and 
three Prefidents, After whoſe time wee haue no certaine nor apparant marke to di- 
ret vs which way the State went, till the reigne of Valeutinian the elder, who ſends 
Theodoſins (the facher of him who was after Emperour of that naine ) into Brietaine 
againlt the irruptioa of the Pits, Attacotti, Sroti, Saxones & Franci, which of all fides 
inuaded and ſpoiled the Country : and after T beodo/ims had by the forces of the Barrows, 
and Heralicleercd it, Cixilis was ſent to gouerne the Prouince,and Dalcitins the Army: 
men of faire names for good offices, d. 

In theſe warres with Theedoſims was 6ne Maximus, a man borne in Speive, but of 
Roman education, who after, in the time of the yonger YValentmien, having the charge 
of the Army, was here proclaimed Ceſar, and to ſubuert the preſent Emperour, tran 
ports the whole powet of Brittaine: and firſt in his way ſubdues Gax/e, and there fur- 
niſhcs cuery place of defence*with Briezsſb ſouldiers : and they ſay, peopled the whole 
Countrey of Armorica (now cilled Brittaine in Frence) with the faine nation : which 
yet retaines their language, in ſome kinde to this day. And hauing ſpred one Arme 
to Spaine,the other to Germany, imbraced ſo great a part ofthe Empire, as he drauc Y- 
lentinian to (ceke ayde of Theodofiws Erhperour of the Eaſt, after the vanquiſhment and 
death of his brother Gratianss at Lyons. And by this immoderate vent, both of the 
Garriſons, and the ableſt people ofthe Land hee diſ-furniſhe and left it inthatimpo- 
tencie, as it neucr recouered like power againe. All thoſe great forces hee tooke with 
him, either were left in Gaw/e, or periſhed with him at Aqwicia, where hee was ouer- 
throwne by Yalentiman. 

And yet againe in the time of Hoxorins the Emperour, the Colony of the Veteran 
ſouldiers fearing the invaſion of the Yexdales, made another defetion, and tumultuari- 
lie proclaimed | rocenin one Adarcus, whom ſhortly after they flue; then Gratianss, 
who likewiſe within foure monthes being murthered , they gaue the ticle to one 
Conſtantine, not ſo much for his mcrite, as the omination of bis name. This Confeartwe 
taking the ſame courſe that Maximer did, whatſocuer —_— was left, or lately in 
any fort recouered, he emptycd it wholy, and tnade himſelfe of that power, as hee ſub- 
dued many ofthe Weſterne Prouinces, gaue his ſohne Conflens (2 Monke) the title of 
Anguſtz:, and after many formnes, and incounters with the forces of Hozorins, 

iſhed , and executed at eArles, Where alſo periſhed the whole power hee 
brought out of Britain. And ſo the State (having all the beſt firengrh exhauſted, and 
none, or ſmall ſupplies from the Rewans) lay open to the rapine, and ſpoyle of their 


Northerne enenics : who taking the adu of this diſ-furniſhment, never left til 
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they had reduced them to extreme miſeries : which forced them to implore the aide 
of Aetiuu,PrafeR of Gawle vnder Valentines 2. and that in ſo lamentable manner (their 
Embalſadors in torne garments, with ſand on their heads,to ftirre compaſſhon) as Aerixe 
was moued to ſend forces to ſuccour them, and cauſed a wall to be raiſed vpon the 
trench (formerly made by Adrian from Sea to Sca) of eight ſoote thicke, and twelue 
high, inter-ſet with Bulwarkes, which the Remar ſouldiers, and an infinite number of 
Brutams (fitter for that worke then-warre) with great labour effeied. And fo Aetias 
left them againe once more freed, and defenccd trom their enemics : aduifing them 
from thenceforth to inure and employ their owne forces without any more expectation 
of ſuccour from the Romans, who (ouerwrought with other buſinefle) could not attend 
affaires that lay ſo farre off. No ſeoner had the encmy intelligence of the departure of 
theſe ſuccours, bur on they came (notwithſtanding this anniicaricn ) battered downe 
the wall, ouerthrew the defenders , and harrowed\the Country worſe then before. 
Whereupon, againe this miſerable people ſend to Aerrme, viing thele words : To Actin 
thrice Conſul, the ſigbes of the Brittaines, and after thus complaine : The barbarous ene- 
my beater vs to the Sea, the Sea beates vi backe tothe enewny : betweene theſe two binds of 
deathr,we are either murdered or drowned. But their implorations prevailed not, for Aerime 
at that time had enough to do to keepe his owne head, and Yalentinian the Empire: 
which now endured the laſt conyulfions of a dying State ; hauing all the parts, and 
uinces thereof miſerably rent, and torne with the violences of ttrange nafjons. So that 
this was alſo in the fate of Brirraine to be firſt made knowne to periſh by, and with 
the Remar State : Which never ſuffering the people of this Land to haue any vie, or 
knowledge of Armes within their owne Countrey, left them (ypon their owne diſſo- 
lution) naked, and expeſcd to all that would aſſaile them. 
And ſo ended the Reman Gouernment in Brittamme, which (from their firſt inuafion 
by /ulmy Ceſar to this Yalentmiens the third ) had continued the ſpace of five hundred 
yeares, In all which time we finde but theſe ſcuen Britiſh Kings nominated to have 
reigned : Theomantina, Canobelinus, Guiderina, Aruiragia, Marnu, Choelns, and laſtly 
Laciua,who is crowned with immortall honour, for planting Chriſtian Religion within 
this Land. All other from Lacine to Fortigern, (who ccrol this relinquiſhment)were 
Roman goucmours. 
This is briefly ſo much of eſpeciall note, as I can colle& out of the Roma hiſtoric, 
concerning the State, and gouernment of Brittein : finding elſe-where little certaintie, 
and from henceforth (during their ſhort poſſeſſion of this Land ) Farre lefſe. Whereof 
Gildas the Brittain complaines, laying the cauſe on the barbariſm of their enemies, who 
had deſtroyed all their monuments, and memorials of times paft. And though himſclfe 
wrote, about forty yeeres after the inuafien of the Saxony, and was next theſe times, 
we come now to remember, yet hath hee left (in his cnigmaticall paſſions) ſo ſmall 
light thereof, as we diſcerne very little thereby. Nor haue the Brarames any honour by 
that antiquity ofhis, which ouer-blacks them with tuch vgly deformities, as we can 
ſee no part cleere : accuſing them to be neither ftr ong in prace, nor ſanbfullr war : and 
vniucrfally caſts thoſe aſperſions on their manners, as if he laboured to inueigh, not to 
informe. And though no doubt there was (as cuer 1s ) in theſe periods of States a con- 
currencie of diſorder, and a generall logſeneſle of diſpoſition that met with the fulneſſe 
of time ; yer were there no doubt, ſome mixtures of worth, and other notions of that 
age, wherewith after-times would haue beene much pleaſed to have had acquaintance, 
Bur it ſcemes his zeale and paſſion (in that reſpect) wider then his charity, tooke y pthe 
whele roome of his vndcrſtanding, to whom the reuerence of antiquity, and his title of 
Sepiens doth now giue SanQuary, and we mult not preſume torouch him. 
Such was the State of Brutamn left without Armes, or order ; when Forregers (cither 
by vſinpation,or fation ) became King, and is fayd to bethe author of the firſt calling in 
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(or imploying, being in ) the Saxons to make good his owne eftabliſhment, and the 

of his Kingdome againſt the Pets and Scots. 
The Saxons at this time poſſeft the third part of Germany holding all the Countrey 
berweene the Rivers Rbene, and Elwe, bounded on the North by the Baltiqne Sea, and 
the 
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the Ocean. On the South by Silas Hiremis, and deuided by the.river /iſurgs into Of 
phalia, and Weſtphalia : gouerned by an Optimacre of twelue Pridces, with an clection 
of a Soueraigne leader for the bugneſſe of warre. This beeing fo ſpacious, populous, 
and neere a Country,well turniſhe with ſhipping (which the Zritraines had noc,) yeel- 
ded euer plentifull meanes to ſupply the vndertakers of this ation (which were firſt 
two brothers Heng and Horſa) with all neceffarie prouifions vpen euery hit occaſion. 
After they had beeu here a while as ſtipendaries, and finding the debility of Prince and 
people, their number ſoone increaſed. And firſt they the Iſle of 7haner' allowed 
them to inhabice, then the whole Countric of Kene was made oucr to Hergs# by tranſ- 
ation, vader coucnant, todefend the Land againſt the Pitt; and Scots. And vpon the 
mariage of Portigern with the Daughter, or Neece of Hengsf, an exceeding beautifull 
Lady, (brought ouer of le ro worke on the dotage of a diflolute Prince ) larger 
priuiledges were mp 'N that by this allyance, and the fertiliry ofthe Land, were 
drawne'in ſo many of this populous, and military nation, that Kent in ſhort time 
grew too narrow for them, and Hewgyf (to diſtend their power into other parts) ad- 
uiſcd Yortigern to plant a Colony of them in the North beyond Humber, to be a conti- 
nuall guard againſt all inuaſions that way. Which being granted, he ſends for Orb his 
brother, and ſonne Ebuſe, with foplies out of Saxony to furniſh that defigne, 
And ſo came the Saxons to aw, > 4 in Kent, and Northumberland, which 


. | contained all the Countrie from Humber to Scotland. 


And now became they of ſeruants mailters, to contemne their entertainours, and 
commit many inſolencies. Whercupon the Z8rizzs/h Nobilicy combine themielues, de- 
poſe Yortigern (the Author ofthis improuident adrnifſion) and cle&t Fortimer his ſonne 
a Prince of great worth, who ( whileſt hee lived, which was not long ) gaue them man 
fierce encounters : but all preuailed not, for the Sexes (being rofl of the principal 
gate ofthe Land, lying open on their owne Countrie to receive all ſupplies without 
reſiſtance) had the aduantage to weare them out ofall in the end. And beſides force, 
they are ſayd to haue vſed treachery (in murthering three hundred of the Braryh No. 
bility ) at an aſſembly of peace at Arpe:rbury, where they tooke their King priſon: r, 
and would not releaſe him, but vpon the grant of three Provinces more. Alſo the 
long life of Heng: (a policique leader ) of almoſt forty yeares continuance, made much 
for the ſetling here of their eſtate ; which yer they could not effect , but with much 
trauaile, and effuſion of blood, For the Brittames (now made martiall by long practiſe 
and often bartels) grew in the end fo inraged to ſee their Countrie furprized from 
vnder their feet, as they ſolde the inheritance thereof at a very deare rate. Wherein we 
mult attribute much to the worthinefſe oftheir Leaders (whence the ſpirit of a people 
is raiſed) who in theſe their greateſt ations were, eſpecially Ambroſixs the laſt of the 
Romans, and Arthur the noblett of Brittaines : A man in force and courage aboue man, 
and worthie to haue beene a ſubie& of truth to poſterity, and nor of fiction (as Legen- 
dary writers hauc made him: ) for whilſt hee ſtood, hee bare vp the ſinking State of his 
Countrie, and is faid to haue encountred the Serons in twelue fer battailes : wherein 
be had cither victory, or equall reuenge. In the end, himſelfe oucrthrowne by treaſon, 
the beſt men conſumed in the warres, and the reſt ynable to refiſt, fled into the moun- 
| taines,and remote deſerts of the Welt parts of the Ifle, and left all ro the inuaders, dai- 
ly gms more, and more ypon them. 

or many principall men of Saxony (ſeeing the happy ſuccefſe, and planration here 
of Hengiſt) entred likewiſe on diuerſe coaſtsto ger eſtates for chemſelues, with ſuch 
mulcicudes of people, as the Brittaines making head in one place were aſſaulted in ano- 
ther, and cucty where ouerwhelmed with new increafing numbers, 

For after Hengift had obtained the dominion of Kane (which from him became to 
be a kingdome ) and Orha, and Ebuſe poſſeſt of all the North-countries from Humber 
© Scotland : Ella, and bis ſonnes conquered the South-Eaſt parts, and beganne the 
kingdome of the South Saxons, contayning Suſſex, and of Sarrey. Then Cirde, 

his ſonnes landed at Portſmomth, inuadeth the South, and Weſt parts. and began 
the kingdome of the Weſt S«rons, which after contained the Countries of Hampſoire,

] heere found, bringing few of their owne with them. The Normans dealt the like 


Barkeſhire, Wiltſhire, Dorcetſhire, Sommer ſetſhire, and Dewonſhire. And about the ſame | 
time, Yfa inuaded the North-Eaſt parts, and began the Kingdome of the Eaſt An- | 

les, containing Northfolke, Smffolke, Cambridgeſhre, and the Iſle of Ely; Erhenwin | 
Rm the ors, Ae of the Eaſt Saxons, containing Eſſex, Mrdd/eſex, ard a part of 
Hartfordſhire. 

, Having thus (1n a manner) ſurrounded the beſt of the whole State of Brirtamne ; they 
after invaded the inncr, and middle part. And Cridds began the —_— of Merc- 
na-land, or middle Angles, contayning Lincolnſhire, North-bampronſhire, Huxtivig dew- 
ſhure, Rutlandſhire, Bedford, Bucking bam, Oxfordſhire, Cheſhire, Derbie, Nottingham, and 
Staffordſhire, with parts of the ſhites of Hereford, and Hartford : WWarwicke, Shropſhire, 
Laneafter and Gleceſterſhire. 

And with all cheſe Princes, and Leaders, bcfore they could eſtabliſh their domini- 
ons, the Brittaines ſo deſperately grappled, as plant they could not, but ypon deftructi- 
on and deſolation of the whole Country, whereof in the end they extinguiſhed both fl 
the 9 Language,and all, with the people and name of Britrame. Which 
having ſo long a Prouince of great honour, aud benefit tothe Reman Empire, 
could not but partake of the magnificence of their goodly ſtruftures, Thermes, Aqua- 
duds, High-waies, and all other their ornamens of delight , eaſe , and greatneſſe : 
all which came to bee ſo viterly razed, and confounded by the Saxons, as there is not 
left ſtanding ſo much as the ruines to point vs where they were : for they being a 
people of a _ breeding. that would not bee taken with theſe delicacies of life, 
ſecmed to care for no other monuments bur of earth, and as borne in the field would 
build their fortunes onely there . Witneſſe ſo many Intrenchments , Mounts , and 
Borrough: railcd for tombes, and defences ypon all the wide champions, and eminent 
Hills of this Iſle , remaining yet as of the deepe ſcratches made- on the 
_ face of our Country, to ſhew the hard labour our Progenitors endured to ger 
it for vs. 

Which generall ſubuerfion of a State is very ſcldome ſeene : Inuaſion, and deuaſta- 
tion of Prouinces haue often beene made, but in ſuch ſort as they continued, or reco« 
uered, with ſome commixtion of their owne with the generation of the inuaders. But 
in this, by reaſon of the vicinage, and innumerous populacie of that Nation (tranſpor- 
ting hither both ſexes) the incompatibility of Paganiſme, and Chriſtianity,with the in1- 
menſe bloud-.ſhed on both ſides, wrought ſuch an implacable hatred, as but one Nation 
mult poſſeſſe all. The conquelt made by the Remenes, wasnot to extirpate the Na- 
tiues,but to maſter them. The Danes, which afterward inuaded the Saxons, made cnly 
at the firſt depredations on the coaſt, and therewith for a time contented themſclucs. 
When —_— to haue further intereſt, they ſought not-the ſubverſion, but a com- 
munity, in the end. a Soueraignty of the State, matching with the women they 


with the Prouince of Naeſtria in France, who alſo after they had the dominion, and 
what the vitoric would yceld them in England, were content to ſuffer the people heere 
to hauetheir being, intermatched with them, and ſogrew in ſhort ſpace into their bo- 
dy. But this was an abſolute ſubyerſion, and concurred with the yniyerſall mutation, 
which about that time happened in all theſe parts of the world ; whereof, there was 
no one Countrey, or Prouince but changed bounds, inhabitants, cuſtomes, language, 
and in a manner, all their names. < 

For ypon the breaking vp of the Roman Empire (firſt deuided into two, and then 
by fagion difioynted,in each part) imploying the forces of many ſtrange Nations to 
fortifie their ſides, were made ſo wide ruptures in the North, and North-eaft bounds 
of that Empire, as there burſt out infinite ſtreawes of ſtrange ople that ouer-ranne, 
and laid open the world againe to liberty, other formes, and limits of State : where- 
upon followed all theſe rranſmigrations , and ſhiftings of people from one Country 
to another. The French and Bargeguons dilpoſſeſt the Gawler, and gaue the name of 
France, and Burgegne to their Prouince. The Ganlr: tranſplanted themſclues on ſome 
coaſts of Speine, where they could finde, or nuke their habitation : and of them had

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to gaue the name of Hungary: The Longbeards a poople in Germany, bordered ypon 
the Saxoxs, cntred /raly, got the greateſt part thereof, and left there their name to a 
principall prouince, remaining to this day. The Gethes and Vandals, miſcrably af- 
flicted the reſt, ſackt Rome, and after ſubdued, peopled, and poſſett Spaize. So that ic 
was not in the fate of Brittaine alone to be vndone,burt to periſh, almoſt, with the gene- 
rall diſſolution of other States, which happened about the ſaine age. 

Wheretore, we arc now hereto begin with a new Body of pcople,wvith a new State, 
and gouernment of this Land, which retained nothing ot the former, nor held other 
memory bur. that of the diſſolution thereof : where icaice a Citie, Dwelling, Riuer, 
Hill, or Mountaine, but changed names. Brittame it {Wfe was now no more Brit- 
raine, but New Saxony, and ſhortly after, cither of the Angles (the greateſt people of 
the inuadors) or of Hengeſt, called Engif-Land, or England, The diſtance made by 
the rage of warre, lay ſo wide berweene the conquering and the conquered people, 
that nothing either of Lawes, Rites and Cuſtomes, came to paſſe ouer ynto ys from 
the Brutrames : nor had our Anceſtors any thing from them, bur their Countrey : which 
they firſt diuided into: eight Kingdomes : all which, continued to the laſt cxtermina- 
tion of the Brattames vnder Careri their King, with whom they were driuen ouer 
Senerne, 156. yeares after the firſt entertainment of Hengyt. And ſoone after , the 
Saxons, encroching vpon eachother parrs,or States (which neu: r held certaine bounds) 
and the ſtronger vſurping ypon their weaker neighbours , reduced them to ſeauen 
Kingdoines ; that of the Northanimbrams, being made one of two : and then to ſixc 
(the Weſt S.rxons takitg in the Kingdome of S#ſſex to their dominion.) And fo it con- 


tinued about 250. ycares. 
At the firſt, by the ſpace of r 50. yeares, they were meerely governed by their owne 


| Lawes , without mixture of any other, But afrer __— the Mpnke, fent with 


torty others, by Pope Gregory, had conucrted ./Erhelbert, King of Kent, and ſome 
other, they all ſhortly after received the Chriſtian faith, and'had their Lawes and Rites 
ordered according to Ecclefiaſticall conſtitutions. Many of their Kings, when their 
ſterne aſperity grew mollified by humility of the Religion, began to raiſe preſently 
ſo many and great inonumetits of their piery inall parts ofthe Land, as if they firiucd 
who ſhould exceed therein, and had no other glory : Diuers of them renounced their 
temporall dignirics for ſpirituall ſolitude, and became Monkes : as «£theldved, and 
Kenred, Kings of Mercna-land; Offa King of the Eaft Saxons ; Kadwalls and Ina, 
Kings of the Weſt $+x0xs ; Eadbert King of Northumbriant, &c. 

Atlengrh the Kingdomes of Mercnra-land; and Welt Saxe, fo farre ouer-grew the 
others in power, 2s betweene them two it lay, who ſhould haue all. For rs, a mar- 
tiall, wiſe ,and religious Prince, goucrning the Welt Saxony, ficſt aduanced that Kingy- 
dome to a preheminencie, and did much to haue ſubdued Mercna-lard : but yer Offa, 
( afterwards King thereof) was in faire poſhbility to haue ſwallowed vp both the 
Welt Saxons, _- all the reſt of the Kingdoms. For whilſt he lived, which was irr the 
time of Carelu4 Magnms. (with whom he held league and _ he was eſteemed as 
the eſpeciall King of the Land. But the many wrongs be did, and the murther commit- 
ted in his houſe vpon .£rhelbert King ofthe Eaſt Ang/es, comming to him vnder pub- 
lique faith, and a Suitos to his daughter, were juſtly reuenged ypon his poſterity, which 
after him declining, in the end loſt all. For Egbere deſcended from /zegild, the brother 
of na.attaining the Kingdome of the Welt Saxons. began the way to bring all the reft 
into ſubicion. And being a Prince, who (from a priuate fortune, whercin he lived be- 
low, with, and not abour other men) had learned ſufferance and moderation; and by 
the eſtate of an -xile, experience ; grew to haue great aduantages oucr the time, and 
others borne- forrunes, and roſe by theſe meanes. 

[na. his great Vicle, renouncing the world, with his Kingdome, and dying without 
iſſue, left the ſucceſſion imbroiled, and out of the direR royalMlyne as hee found it. So 
that thoſe foure Kings of the Weſt Saxons, who ſeuerally ſucceeded him; Ethelard, 


Sigtbert, Kenulph, and Britrje, were rather Kings by election, and their owne _—_

| times, and perſons, intricately deliuered, is yet a warre to the reader to ouer-locke 


chen by right of deſcent. And Britrie knowing the weakeneſle of his tnle, and rhe 
much promiſing forwardnefſe of Egbert ; with bis propinquity in bloud, to the for- 
mer Kings, aNizedro haue him made away ; which be perceiuing, fled firſt co Offs, 
King of Mercna-lard, where lirtle ſecurity, in regard Braric bad (to tirengthen 
himſelfe) married the daughter of the King, he eſcaped into France, and there remay- 
ned till the death of Br«r:c, and then returning, obraines that kingdome of the #eſf= 
Saxons ; ſubdues Cornewal, inhabited by the Bratames z and after 4 vpon Berrs/ph,

C , brother to Kewnn/pb, ſucceeding, after his firſt yeares reigne, 
was cxpeld by Bernw/pb, and Berawlph by Egbert, w ho made that Kingdome triburarie 
to, the Weſt Saxon;, as hee did after that of the Souch, and Eaſt Saxons, with the King- 
dome of Norrbumberland. And by this meanes (in a manner ) attained to a arora, & ; 
ofthe whole country. But the Danes imbroiling his peace in: he end of his reigne, beld 
him back from enioying ſuch a fulneſſe of power, as that wee may account him the ab- 
ſolute Monarch of the Kingdome ; nor yet any of his ſucceſſors, ſo long as the Danes 
continued vnſubiced. For they hauing firſt made irruptions into the State, in the 
reigne of the late King Britrie (bis predeceſſor ) eucr after held a part thereof, and af- 
flicted the whole, till = attained the abſolure uoigny tothemiclues. 

The Dares were.a people of Ger: ,next neighbours to the Saxons, and oflanguage 
and manners little different : Polſeffng befides C:mbriea Cher ſore ſrul row called Dew- 
marke) all the Iſles .adiacent in the Baltiqne Sea, and ſometimes the Kingdeme of 
Norway + A mighty, rough, and martiall Nation ſtrong in ſhipping, through their 
exerciſe of piracy, and numerous in people for all ſuppliments. Who perceiuin 
here the happy fucceſſe, and plantation of the Saxons, were drawne with defire w. 
emulation, hkewiſe, to pur'in for a part ; the coaſt lying open to inu:hon, and the ma- 
ny diuifions of the Land, with the diſcord of Princes, mak.ng them an cafie way thete- 
vnto. So that in a manner, as ſoone as the Saxons had ended their trauailes with the 
Brittames, and drew to fetling of a Monarchy ; the Danes, as if ordained to revenge 
their ſlaughters, began to afſaule them with the like aſfliions; The lorg, the many, 
and horrible encounters berweene theſe two ficrce Nations, with the bloucſhed, and 
infinit ſpoiles committed in every part of the Land, are of ſo ciſordercd and troublous 
memnory, that what with their aſperous name, together with the confuſion of place, 


them. And therefore to fauour mine 6wne paines and his, who ſhall get liule profic 
thereby, I paſſe them ouer. 

After the death of Egbert, /£thelwolph his ſonne ſucceeded in the State, with the 
title of King of the Welt Sexe»; onely, and was a Prince more addifted to deuotion 
thenaQtion : as may be ſeene by his donation of the tenth part of his Kingdome (with 
exemption of all regall ſcruice ) for the ſeruice of God : beſides an annuity of three 
hundied markes.to be beſtowed in pious vics at Reme;whither he went ewice in perſon, 
with his youngeſt ſouane Alfred, whom he eſpecially loued; and whom (Pope Lee the 
fourth) annoynted a Kung, at eleven yeares a as if diuiring of his future fortune. 

Vpon his laſt journey, and whole ſtay at Rome, e/AE1be/bald his cldeft ſonne, 
combin'd with the Nobility of the Weſt Saxons, to keepe him our, and depriue him 


vtterly of his goucrnment, and wrought ſo, as notwithftanding the great loue his 
people bare him, he was to yceld vp the Kingdome of the Welt Saxons to 
«A£thelbald, and retaine onely the Kingdome of the Eaſt Angles, (a Stite of farre leſſe 


dignity ) to bimſelſe. After which , reigning but two yeares, e/Ethelbald ſucceeded 


in rhe whole,and with great infamy, marrying his fathers widow, wdh, daughter to

thoſe of no vic, and addes other according to the neceſſity of the time. 

And for that the wildneſſe of warre, by reaſon of theſe perpetuall conflicts with ſtran- 
gers,had ſq |ct out the people of the Land to vnlawfull riots, and rapine, that no man 
could trauaile without conuoy : He erdayned the diuifion of Shires, Hundreds,and Ti- 
mp every Engliſh man(now the geocrall name for all the Sexov:) living legally, 
might be of a certaine hundred,or Tything,out of which,he was not to remoue without 
ſecurity ; and out of which,if he were accuſed of any crime,hee was likewiſe to produce 
ſurcties for his behawiour; which ifhe could not finde,hee was to endure the puniſhment 


of the Law. 1f any malefacor before,vr after bechad pur in ſureties cfcaped, all the Ty- 


meanes he ſccured Travailers , and 
the peace of his Countrey. 

The opiaion hee had of learning made him often complaine the want thereof, im- 
puting it amongſt his greateſt miſfortunes to haue beene bred without it, and to haue his 
Kingdome fo vrterly deſtitute of learned men, as it was, through the long conci- 
nuante of this Barbarous Warre : which made him fend out for ſuch , as were atty wa 
famous for letters, and hauing gotten them , hee both highly preferred them , and Us 
(as they doe, who knowe not too much themſelucs ) helde them in great ycnerati. 
on: Setting a higher price on meaner , then after plenty did on more perfeCtions. 
Grimbald and Scotus , hee drewe our of France : eAfſer (who wrote his life ) out of 
Wales , other trom other parts : hee was the firſt lettered Prince wee had in Eng/and,by 
whoſe meancs and enc ouragement publique.Schooks had heere , cyrher their reviuing 
or beginning. 


Thoſe wants of his owne, made him take a greater care forthe education of his ſons, 


with whom were bred vndec moſt dilligent mafters almoft all the children of the Nobi- 


liry within his Kingdome. 

All his owne time he could cleare from other buſineſſe,he beſtowed in ſtudy, and did 
himſelfe,and cauſed others to tranſlate man ig into the vulgar crongue, which hee 
labouzed (it ſcemes) much to adorne, and eſpecially affected the Saxons mecters,where- 
by to glorifie that of a King, he attayned the title of Poet, | 

The naturall day conlifting of 24, hourcs, he caſt into three parts : whereot eight heg 
ſpent in prayer,ſtudy and writing ; cight in the ſcruice of his body ; and cight inthe 
affaires of his State. Which ſpaces(bauing then no other engine foric) hee meaſured by 
a great wax light,deuided into ſo many parts, recceiuing aotice by che keeper thereot, 25 
the ſcuerall houres paſſed in the burning. 

With as faire an order did he jon his reuenues, equalling his liberalitics to all 
his other expences , whercof to make the current run more cerraive , be tooke a precile 
notice of them, and made a generall ſuruay of the _——_— and had all the parriculars 
of his Eſtate regiſtred in a booke,which he kept in his Treaſury at Wmecbefer.And with- 
in this ns of ordgy, he held him in that irregularity of Fortune, with a weake 
diſpoſition of body,and rai 27. yeares,leauing his ſonne Edward, 2 worthy Suc-

By the example of Edgar his Father,hee procured a mighty Wie; cauſing of every 
three hundred and ten Hide,or Plough-land throughout the Kingdome,a Shippe to bee 
built,and of cuery eight, a Corſlet to be found : Yer all this ſhipping (tood him in little 
ficad, but was ether quaſht with tempeſt,conſumed with fire by the enemy,or other- 
wie made vnuſefull by negleR, or ignorance : where by the hope and infinite charge of 
the Stare were diſappoynted. Famine, and morrality,the attendants of warre,with ſtrange 
inundations pn_ likewiſe their part,as if conſpirators of defltuRtion,all coacurred to 
make a diſmall ſcaſon, 

Many yeares it was not, ere Swaine King of Danes, returned to raiſe againe new 
ſurmes , by new afflitions; and rormenting heere this turmoyled people, 
more then euer,receiucs a fee for bloodſhed,te the ſumme of 48ooe. pounds, granted 
in the generall aſſembly of the States at London; and a peace,or rather pattion of ſerui- 
tude concluded ; with quict cohabitation, vic of like hberties, and a perteCt vvion be- 
tweene the two Nations,confirmed by oathes of either part, and hoftages delivered of | 
Ours, 

But this as a breathing time , ſcarce held out the yeare : When the occaſion of 
greater miſchiefes was giuen by a yniuerſall maſſacre of the Daves ſuddenly heere | 
contriued : and cffeQted by the*Kings commandement , ypon the ſuggeſtion of Hare, 
a great Commaunder , and a violent warrier ofthat time - Vrging the inſolencie { 
ofthe Danes,that now growne haughty with this peace, commirted many outrages,

Such, and ſo ſuddaine was the generall execution of thisaR, throughout al! parts of 
the kingdome at one inftant,as ſhewed the concurrency of an invererate rankor, and in- 
companibility of theſeriwo nations, impoſſible to be conjoyned,So that neither Temples, 
Altars,Supplications,nor any band of aliance,were auaileable to faue them from (laugh- 
ter, Wherein toinſence the more their King,Guvild, his fifter,a woman of maſculine cou- 
rage, who had a little before receiued Chriſtendom, a mediator and pledge of the peace, 
having firſt her husband and ſon flaine in her fght,rather with a — then appaled 
countenance,mer her death,making imprecarion for reuenge, and foretelling her blood 
would, as it did,coſt England deere. l 

Soone was the notice of this enormious —_— to Swaire,and as ſoone armed with 
| rage and power,re-entered hee the Kingdome, hauing now a fairer ſhew to doc fowlie, 
then cuer : wrong had made hima right,who had none before: and the people of the 
Land,not fo forward to maintaine their a&ts, as commit it, rather were content to giue 
him the poſſcfion of their country, then that he ſhould win it : the greateſt part of the 
Kingdome ſubmitting themſelues ynts him; onely the City of London,which Erhelred 
beld fortified, made noble refiſtance till he left them ; and conucyed himſelfe firſt into the 
Ifle of Wighr,and afterinto Normendy,whither he had ſent for Emrme his Queene, with 
her two Fnnes, Alfred and Edward, before,from the rage of this tempeſt.Bur within two 
moneths he was recalled home by the people of Engl/and,vpon the death of $waine, who 
at the pointto haue beene crowned King,and had geuerally raken boſtages #nd oathes of 
fealty,died ſuddenly : leauipg his ſonac Kare to ſucceed his fortunes, and accompliſh 
what he intended. 

Ethelved returning, was ſoone furniſht with an Army,ſets vppon Knure in Lindſey; 

where hee lay with his Fathers ſhipping, and H cs and drauc him totake the ſeas: 
wherewith inraged , making about ts Sendwich, hee miſerably mangled , and diſinem. 
bred thoſe hoſtages,and fo ſent them home: himſelfe, with the ſpoyles his Father and hee 
had gotten, returned to his countery, to make greater papannes for the proſecution 
of his purpoile. Etheirodin the meane time, toi e the fumme of r : 
with more wrath,at a generall aſſembly at Oxf#rd,cauſed many of the Danique,Nobi- 
lity to be murthered: Among which were Sigifritb, and Adorchay, Parles of Northumber- 

land, whom the falſe Edric ( who had 2 hand one each fidefor miſchiefe) tnuiting 
to his lodging , vnder pretence of feaſting, barberouſly cauſed to be laynertheir follow- 

ers,after . had ſo long as they — ended themſclues and their mai- 
ſtersfled into a Church, where they were withthe fame burnt, Knute,armed with 
thegreateſt of his owne and neighbours powers made his confederates, landed againe, 
within the _—__ Sandwich, and withour refiſtance, had all the Weſt parts rendred vn-

Alfreiand Edward,ſonnes of King Erhelred, by Emme,were preſcrued by Richard, 
| Duke of Normandy their Vncle,and jA lay out of his way. This private injuſtice ( whicly | 
often may be more in compaſſion,then hurr to the State)he ſought to recompence with 
all publique fatisfations , repairing the naufrage ofthe common. wealth ( wade by 
the rage of warre) both in ornament and order : erefting Churches and Monaſteries 
with large pattents of prouifions ; both for the expiation of his imumaniticsfore-com- 
micted , and ro memorize the places of his victories with his thankefulneſſe to God, 
The Conſticutivas Eccleſtalticall and Ciuile , divulged inthe L 1nguage of that time, 
telt fie his tender piety, and care of Tuſtice : and are1o full of religious admonitions, 
asit ſeemes he held, the beſt meanes to.-haue lawes obſcrued , was, by hauing them 
firſt inacted in the conſciences of men. Amongſt others ,” hee inflicted exact puniſh- 
ment on all intemperances of his people,and offences commirted againſt publique man- 
ners. Scuerc hee was, bur not cruell : few of his lawes ſanguinary , as beeing not the 
cuſtome of the time , which though rough, yet found mcavcs to maintaine publique 
manners, without that luctuall remedy of bloud.No puniſhments cappitall, ynlefſe con. 
ſpiracies; the reſt were all pecuniary mulas, baniſhmenes,bondage or impriſonment. To” 
Tos his clemency,this ( _— many) is one example : there was a law,that ,#he. 
ſoener had committed theft;and t goods ound in his bouſe all bu familte were made boxd, 
exen to the childe in the cradle : This he abrogates as moſt vniuſt, and ordaines, 7 har 
onely the malef«ltor , and [uch as ſhould aide bim , ſhould mare the puniſhment and that the 
wiſe wnleſſe the things flolne were found vader ber locks)ſpowld not be guilty of ber husbands 
offence. 
Fr was hee t5his people,with whom, hee is ſaide to haue foe wellclearcd himſelfe 
(howſoeuer he did with God )that he became King of their affeCtions,as well 3s of their 
Countery.And to maintame this opinion, he did many popular as: as firlt of all Rites of 
* Honour and reuerenceto the memory of the late King Edmond,his confedcrate: befides 
the executing of all ſuch as could be found to hauc had any hand in that murther. Then 
married he here at home, Emme,late wife to King Ethelred(though it were more for his 
honour then hers,to accept his bed,that had binthe perſecutor of her husband and chil- 
dren)whereby hee held the Duke of Nermardy, from attempting any thing far his Ne- 
phewes,in regard, his ſiſter might haue other by him. 
Hauing thus eſtabliſhed this mighty Kingdome , occafion 'prepares him another. 
The people of Norway,confemning the debilitic of their King , and conſpiring to de- 
ſe him, grew into faction : whereuppon hee faftens ; and with the great forces hee 
rought out of England, the might of mony , and high eſtimation of his worthines, 
ſo preuailed, as he foone How. that Kingdome; and was now the molt renouned and 
potent Prince in all theſe parts of the world : intitled , King of Englend, Dewmarke and 
Norway. 
Here withall grew his magnificence, as wide as his power, and was eſpecially ex- 
tended to the Chureh, which hee labourdd moſt to graifie , either for the con- 
| ſcience of his deedes , or thar his people , ( generally addicted ro deuotion ) mighe 
| bemade the more his. And holding it not enough topoure out his immenſe bountie 
| heere within the land , ſeckes to make Rowe allo feele the fulneſſe thereof , whi- 
| ther hee went in perſon, and many workes of charitic and honour ; both 
there , and in ail his royage, . Hee freed the Saxon ſchoole , his predeceſſors of 
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Ergland had founded ,, from all impoſition 1 as be did likewiſe all firaights and poſlages, 
where trauailers were with rigor conſtrayned to pay toll, 

Of his entertaynment at Rome with the Pope, Ccnrade the Pmperovr,and diverſe other 
Princes of the Chriſtian world, himſelfe writes to the Biſhops and Nobility of England, 
and withall exhorts them very powerfully to have an eſpeciall regard to the due admi- 
| niſtration of Tuſtice, to all his ſubics alike, without doing the Icaſt wrong for his gaine, 
having no neede to aduance his reuenue by finne : And alfo charges them to lee all 
Cimrehſcot and Kameſcor fully cleared before his returne,

Bur after 
hauing called home Edward his other halfe brother , out of Nermanay, Leelived net 
long , for farther violcnces; Dying ſuddenly the ſceond yeare of his reigne , in the

And wich him caded the Gozeramznt of the D wer in England (having onely conti- 
aued 25.yceres vnder theſe three Jaſt Kings) and that without any cracke 'or noyle, by 
reaſon the nation hal no predominate fide, that might ſway the Stare, in reſpect of the 
remiſſion of their power hone in the firſt yeere of Knnre, and no great adinithon of o- 
thers after : and that ſuch,as were here betore, were now ſo incorporated with the Eng- 
kh, as they made one body : and moſt of them planted in the remote parts of the King- 
dome, that lay oucr againi't De»marks : whereby, that which with all the {trugling, no 
power or diligence of man could refiſt, expired of it felfe : leauing Eng/and to a King of 
her ovwne, and Denmarke to cmuill diſcord about the ſucceflton 3 Norway hkewile re- 
turning obedienee to a fon of Olaee, recouercd quictneſſe, and a home-borne King. *

D w A RD (the fon of Ethelred) is ſent for into Normandy,and by 
the whole State eleCted,and crowned King of Exgland,at Wirchefter, 
by Edine Archbiſhop of Canter bury, Azr:o 1042. being abour forty 
yeares of age. Godwm Earle of Kent, was a | ney agent in his 
preferment, but,for his owne ends. The Kingdome(as hauing deare- 
ly paide for the admiſhon of ſtrangers) ordaincd, that he ſhould not 
bring any Normans with bim. The firſt Act he did, was the remiſ- 
fion of thi Danegile,nmpoſed by his Father, which amounted to forry thouſand pounds 
carely, and had bcene payd for torty yceres paſt. Hee cauſed the Lawes to bee col- 
ſeed. out of thoſe of the Mercians, Welt Saxons, Danes and Northumbrians, and to be 
written in Latine, He was a Prince molt highly renowmed for his picty ; and fit for po 
other, then the calme time he had. For hauing beene ſo long brought yp with the 
Nunnes at [umieges in Normandy he ſcarce knew to be a man, when. he came into Eng- 
land. And to ſhew how little he vnderſtood himlelfe ; they note, how in a great anger 
he ſayd tg a baſe fellow, that diſturbed his game in hunting, { would punſh thee, were 
able. And/as if he had vowed their continency, with whom hee was bred, hee was fo far 
from knowing other women (either through conſcience or debility) as his owne wife 
after his death, proteſted her ſelfe free from any carnall act done by him, and yer liued 
he (for the moſt part) with her in all formall ſheww of marrage. | 
The foft ſimplicity of this King, gaue way to the greameſſe of the Earle Godwer, 
and his children, who for that hee would feeme the efpeciallman in his prefermenr to 
the Crowne ; and by matching his daughter Edrthto him, twayed chiefly the wheele of 
that time : and yet not without oppoſition : For Syward, Earle of Northumberland, and 
Lrofrihe, Earle of Hereford (men of as great State and fpirit) ſeeing him moſt for him- 
ſelfe, became more for the King, and had their turne in performing very noble ations, 
Nor did their emulation, but much conduce to the preſent bench both of the Kine, 
and Stare; For the Earle Syward would not be behind han4,jin effeing as braue de-des 
in the North, as Harold, Earle of Weſtſexe. the ſon of the Earle Goawm performed a« 
gainlt the #elch, in the Welt : For the firſt depriued of lifeand Crowne, Macberb, an 
vſurper, and inueſted 4ſa/colim, in the Kingdome of Scotland; the other defeited Ri; 
and Griffine,ewo brothers, Kings of Wales and ſubdued that Province to this Crowne. 
Beſides, the Earle Geawin had to ſtruggle with an Archbiſhop of Canrrerbury, Robert 
a Norman, preferred from a Monke, firſt ro London, and after to that Sea, by the King, 
imwardly affecting molt chat nation, as being part of their bloyd, and bred among 
them, Ot whom it ſeemed (riotwithſtanding the former order taken to the contra- 
ry) he had 1nany about his perſon, whoſe neereneſſe, being ſtrangers, whatfocucr they 
id, could not auoyd to be thought to doe all offices againſt the Earle, and the Englyh 
in generall : whereby, what wenenot right in the line of mens defires, was thought to 
||be their cauſe. And in ſtomackes full charged, this occalion gaue more fire, Exſtece 
Eatle of Bullegne, who had married Gods the Kings hiſter, having beene atthe Courr, 
and returning into France, his Harbenger in taking vp lodgings at Dower, vpon his 
pcremptory bchauiour, was by a Citizen ſlaine ; The Earle arriving with all his craine,

' purſues, and flue the homicide, with 18. other. The City fecing this, tooke armes, and 
| inthe bickering,the Ealleloft 22. of his men : whereupon, batke he haſtesrothe King, 
| agorauates the infolency of the Citizens ſo farre ; tliat the Earle Godwin is ſent for, and 
commanded with a power of men, to make agaililt the Ciry of Doner, to chattice the | . 
people. The Earle (conſidering it was vpon the information of one fide) adviſed the 
King rather to ſend for the chi the City, to vnder[tand what they could ſay for 
themſclues, and accordingly roPfoceed ; which (being taken for a coldnefle inthe bu- 
linefſe, and of fauour to his Conntrymen) gaue the Kivg and his enemies occafion 
to ſuſpe&t his affeRion. 

Shortly after, the Earle is ſummoned to an Aſſembly at G leceſter where ncither hee, |. 
Earle Godwins | nor any of his ſons would appeare , and ſuſpcing ſome practiſe again(t him by his 
inſurreion, | encmies,rai forces,pretending to ſuppreſic the Welcb,who were not {ound toofiend; 
whereupon the Aſſembly remoues to: London, {ſummons him agzine ro make his ap- 
pearance,to diſmiſle his forces, and to come onely attended with ewelue perſons, Hee 
ſends them word; to diſmiſſe. his forces hee was content, or any thing elſe the Kiuvg 
would command him, ſo it were with the ſafety of his life and honour ; but to come | 
diſaccompanied, was for neitner. Then was hee commanded within fiue daycs to de- 
part the Realme, which he did, and with Toxſtarne, and Swayne his ſons, gets him in* 
to Flanders, where Towftame marricd the daughter of the Earle Ba/dowtn the 5. Harald 
his eldeſt ſon, departs into Jreland: the King puts from him the Queene, to bee par- 
taker of the diſgrace, and miſery of her houlc ; who is deicribed (by the writers of 
thoſe times ) to haue beene a Lady of rare parts, excellently lezrned, beautifull, and as 
faire of minde as body. The Earle God=#» in this deſperate fortune (whilſt the French 
and his cnemies poſſeft the King) fell ro Piracy, diſturbed the coaſts, approached Lon- 
don, by the Riuer ; and being fo popular, as no forces would oppoſe againſt him, made 
at length his own peace with power; in ſuch fort,as the French tearing reuenge,forſooke 
both the Court and Kingdome. . . 

Thus (as fore-pointing to a ſtorme that was gathering on that coaft) began the firſt 
difference with the Freneb nation : which, thus accuaimcd with the difiraction ofthe 
Kingdome, and fations of great men, wrought on thoſe aduanteges, and were inſtru= 
ments to draw on the fatall enterprize that followed. | 

The weakenefſe of the King, and the diſproportionate greatneſſe of the Earle God- 
wiz, being riſen vp from ſo great a fall (learning thereby, to lodke better to bis ſeete, 
and make his fides ſtrong) increaſed theſe diſcontentments , and partialities in the 
State ; wherein many as of iniuftice, by the {way of power and poſton were com- 
mitted; which did much blacken that time of peacc,and made a geed man (vot by do- 
ing, but enduring ill) hel4 to be a bad King. 

And it is ſaid, that Ewywme, the Queenc-mother, bd her pait of much affiiGon in his 
_ ſuffering both in her goods and fame : and now to purge her ſelfe of a ſcandall 
raiſed on her with Alwyn Biſhop of 1incheſter,ſhe vnecr went the ttiall of Fire. Ordeall 
(which was to paſſe blind-fold, with bare teere, over ccrtaine plovgh-ſhare, made red 
hote, and layd an vneuen diſtance one before the other ) which ſhe ſafely performed, 
And the reaſon why, both her fon andthe'State {o little reſpeRed this great Lady, 
whoſe many yeares bas made her an a&tor in diuc?$fortuncs, was, for that he ncuer af. 
fefted King Erbelred, nor the children ſhe had by him : and for her marriage with 
Knnte, the great enemy and ſubduer of the Kingdome, whom ſhe cucr much more lo- 
ucd liuing, and commended dead. 

It ſeemed theſe priuate grudges, with mens particular eres, held theſe times ſo bu» 
ied, that the publike was neglected, and an iſſue-lefle Kirp, gauc matter for ambition 
and power, to build _ and praCtiſes ypon; though for his owne part, ke ſhewed to 
haue had a care for the ſucceſſion, in ſending for his Nephew EFaxard, intitled the Out-

(as vſually is fcenc in theſe publique feares) both in their ce,and courage 0 With- 
Rand it,ſoone Found more then enough to doe. _ 

And the firſt man, which began to diſturbe his new gouernment, was his owne 
yonger brother Towffaine,who (in the time of the late King OO gouern- 
ment of Alorchamberland) was tor his pride and immanities ſhewed i parts, bank 
ſhed the Ki ; and now by reaſon of his former conceiucd hatred againſt his 
byocher,cafily fer on by the Duke of N, ,and «/dewin Baldonin,EFarle of Flanders, 
(whoſe two daughters the Duke and he had married) affailes firſt the Iſle of #/5ghr, and 
| after ſers ypon the coaſt of Ker, whence he was chaſed by the power of Harald, and 
forced to withdraw into the North parts ; and there ſecking to land,was likewiſe repul- 
ſed,by the Earles Morchey and Edwin. Then craucs he aid ofthe Scots, and after of H#- 
rald, ſurnamed Harfager, King of Norway, bcing then taking in the Orcades, and exer- 
ciling piracy in thoſe parts z whom he induced with all his forces to inuade England. 
And landing at Twmoxch (diſcomfeiting their firſt incounters) they marched into the 
heart of the Kingdome without reſiſtance. Neere Stamford, King Harald of England 
met them with a puifſant Army; and after long and eager ion 
tory, and the dcath of his brother Tomfaine, and the King of Norway. 

But from hence was hee called with his wearied and broken forces, to a more fatall 
buſineſſe in the Sourh. For now W:lkams Duke of N, (prerending a right to the 
Crowne of England, by the Teſtament ofthe late King Edvard his Kinſman ; vpon the 
aduantage of a buſie time, and the disfurniſhment of thoſe parts) landed at Pemſey, not 
farre from Haſtings in Suſſex : neere to which place, was tricd by the great Aſſize of 
Gods judgement in barte!l (the right of power) berweene the Ewgli/hand Normari Na- 
tion. A battell (the moſt memorable ofall other, ) and howſocuer miſerably loſt, yer 
moſt nobly fought on the part of England;and the many wounds of Haraldrthere flaine, 
with 60.thouſand g.hundred 74. of Exglyh, ſhew, how much was wrought to haue ſa- 
ued their Country from the calamity of fotraine ſeruitude. 

And yet, how ſo great a Kingdome as Englendthen was, could with one blow bee 
ſubdued by fo ſmall a Prouince as N (in ſuch ſorr, as it could never after 
come. to make any generall head wdorraxe, 4. ere ) might ſeeme ſtrange ; did 
not the circumſtances aforenoted, and other concurrent cauſes, rto bee decla- 


tine, asiit is deſcribed by ſuch as liued neercft ir, may giue ys great cuidence in this 
examination. For they ſay, the people of this Kingdeme; were (by their becing ſecure

fay,that in the laſt ation of Harald at Stemford,the braucit men periſhed, and himſtlte | 
| growing inſolent ypon the victory (retaining the ſpoyles, without diſtribution to his | 
{ouldicrs, not invred tobe commanded by marriall diſcipline) made them diſcontent, | 
and yaruly : and comming to this battell with many mercinary men, and a diſconten-. | 
ted Army, gaue great occaſionto the lamentable lofſe thereof. | 

Beſides, the Normans had a peculiar fight with long bowes, wherewith the Engl;/þ | 
(then alcogether vnacquainted,) were eſpecially oyerthrowne. And yet their qwae 
Writers report, how the maine Battalion of the Eg/ſh (confiſting of Bils, their chicfe 
and ancient weapon) held in a body ſo cloſe lockt together, as no force could diſſolue 
them ; till the Normens (faining to flic) drew them to a diſordered rout. And fo they 
Excuſe the fortune of the day - 

The body of King Herold, which at the ſure of his mother (who ſent two Monkes 
of the Abbey of Waltham to entreate the ſame of the Conqueror) was after much 
learnt, |{ the heapes of the dead found, and interred, in the ſame Abbey, which 
himſelfe had Hunded, Hee was a King, who ſhewes vs nothing bur miſcrie, reigned | 
leaſt,and loſt moſt of any other. He left foure ſons, Godwin, Edmond, Magnu and Wolfe: 
the two cldeft fled away after this battaile into /reland, and from thence made ſome 
attempts ypon the Wefterne coaſts of Eng/and, bur to little effeft. And here ended the 
line of the Sexen Kings, about fue yeeres after the firſt comming in of Hen-

The Normeny,ive tinde to have iflued out of Norway & Denmarke,cnd w 
oflike man#s,as the rc ofe Noriberne countries : which by reaſon of the apt mix- 
ture ofth-ir Phlegmatiquitand Sanguine complexions, wich their promiſcuous ingen- 
dring,wichoor any tye of inirriage}Feelded that continuall ſurchargement of people, 
as they were forced to vnbarthen themſclues on other Countrics, wherefoeucr their 
1 violence could make them recom Andpur of this requndancy JRow/, or Row, a great 
Commander among them, furnifhed a robuſtious power,in the time of King A/frid, 
and firſt landed in Eng/d (that euer lay in the Roade to all thele inuadors) whete 
finding no roome empry, nor any imployment, was content ('vpon ſome reliefe recci- 
ued ) to vſe his forces other-where z which he did againſt Reambalr, Duke of Frize, and 
Reigmer Duke of Chaumont,and Hennalt: with whom he had many violent incounters, 
m_ committed great ſpoyles in their Countries. Which done; he paſſed along the coaſt 
of Fraxce, centred the mouth of See, and ſackt all the Country vp to Roan: where the 
people hauing beene lately before miſerably afflicted by Hafmyg (another inuador of 
the ſame Nation) were {o terrified by the approach of theſe new torces, that the Arch-

and the Country abour, on condicion hee would defend them, and minifter luttice 
according to the Lawes of Chriſt, and the Cuſtomes of the Countrey. For Charles 
the Simple, then King of France, yeelding no preſent ſuccour (beeing otherwiſe imbrot- 
led about the right of his Crowne) gaue him the opportunity to plant in that place, 
and to grow fo _ as ſhortly after he attempted the Conqueſt of Paris, and 
gaue many notable defeits ro the French Leaders, So that in the end, Charles was faine 
to buy his peace with rhe price of an alliance, and the whole Countrey of Nazeſtria 
(or Weltrich) which ofthe Norzans, was after called Normandy. And thereupen Row! 


Charles the Simple: and is faid to haue ynder-aided Kow/ (ecretly, of purpole to make 
him friend his deſignes ; though after hce yrged it inan article againlt Charles, the gi- 
uing away his Country and the fauouring of ſtrangers. 

And thus came Rou/to eftabliſh a State to his poſterity, ordering the ſame with that 
iudgement and equity as heleft his name ina reuevence, and his ſucceſſors a 


Normandy, in the ſpace of 1 20: yeares': Wikhans, 1. Richard,r. Richard, 2, who had two 
ſons, Richard and Robert, that ſuctefſinely inherited the Dukedome: 

Ropert,after he had gouertied eighr yeares (either meerely for deuotion, which cha- 
rity ought rather deeme) or expiarion-for ſome ſecret guilt, wherewith his conſcience 
might ſtand charged , abour' his brothers {death ( which becauſe it was vatimely, 
might be thought vnnaturall Freſolues to viſire the Holy Sepulchre.

The 
Duke ſceing the Foole in this affrighe gh rs were vot to bee weighed by the 
worth of the Reporter , bur by their ite hoc knowing his Fortune was liable 
vnto all ſuddaine aſſafinations ; inſtantly rakes orſe, and all alone polies to Falſe, 
his eſpecial place of (t h: onthe way , his Horſe becing tyrcd, about breake of 
' day, he comes to alittle village called Rye, where, by goed Fortune, the Gentleman of 
the place, was ſtanding at his doore, ready to gqe abroad ; of whom the Duke requires 
the next way to Fallaiſe: The Gentleman perceiuilty who bee was (thoughas then very 
vnwilling to bee knowne) humbly craves the cauſe of his ſo firange and vntimely 
Riding alone. The Duke ſeeing himſelfe diſcouered , tells the occahion : The Gen- 
eleman _ name was Rebert de Rye Yfurniſhes him with a freſh Horſe , and ſends 
two of {onnes to condudt hin the neereſt way to Fallaiſe : No ſooner was hee gone 
ou: of ſight but after pot the Conſpirators, enquiring of the ſame Gentleman, whe- 
ther bo the Duke z who anſwered, that hee was gone a little before, ſuch a way 
(ſhewing them a diucrs path) and rode on with them , offering his ſeruice ro Cone 
Beſſin ; where they made chemſclues ſo powerfull , as the Duke withdrew him co Roy, 
and from thence to the King of France, to craue his ayde , putting him in minde of the 
faichſull ſeruice his Father had done him : how hee was his Homagecr , vnder his tu- 
telary charge , and had no other SanQtuary of ſuccour to flye vnto , in this caſe of his 
mutinous and turbulent Nobility ; the fe whereof was of dangerous coniequence 
to thar Crowne. And fo farre yrged the imporrancie of reliefe , as the King at length 
(who ſeemes was yer content to baue him bee, though not too ſtrorg , and perad- 
ture rather him then his Competitor Guy de Bur gegne ) ayded him in Perſon with _= 
iflant Army againſt theſe Competitors, whom they found inthe vale of Dunes with as 
great power aud reſolution to bid them batraile, as they to affaile them. +Here one 
Guilleſon, Vac'e tg iconte Neel by the mother, forced his Horſe into the Batrailion 
of the French, andaphde at the King , and firake him downe with his Launce : Which 
"| Comte Saint Pax/e grceiuing , haſtes to encounter him with that Violence, as both 
fell tothe Earth ; but Gwilleſon ſoonegets vp , and though his Horſe was {layne vnder 
hin, by Ca/:ley, he eſcapes our of the preſſe, and after fled into eApu/re with others. 
The King recogfered, and more inkindled with this affront , ſpared not his Perſon , to 
| auenge his wthth. Duke Wiliew likewiſe(as it food him moſt yppon)) ſhewed effects 
of an all-daring and Magnanimous Prince, And yet had not Reiph de Tefſon beene

i After which, diuers of the Conſpirators (who had too great hearts to yeeld) paſſed 


the Mountaines into /taly , to Rebert Gwmiſcard their Country-man (who of a private 
Gentleman, was now by his proweſſe , become Lord of eApwiia, Calabria, and Steule, 
within the ſpace of rwelue yeares:) to whom they were exceeding welcome , and elpe- 
cially Guilleſon,for having incountred with a King inthe middeſt of his Battaile ; which 
made him of wider note. But the better ro know , what ſtarre thele Norman ſpirits 
had,as borne for the reuolutions &f thoſe times,it ſhall not Ilye out off our way to ſhewe, 
how they firſt came into /raly ypon this occafion. 

There happened a debate betweene one Oſmond Drengot and Wiliam Repoſftell, Gen- 
tlemen both valiant, and of great Parentage iv Normandy , who as they hunted in the 
Forreſt of Rowvery(necre Rowan ) with Duke Robert ; Drengot ſlew Repoſtell,in his pre- 
ſence ; and fearing the fury of the Duke, and the Friends of the flayne, fled tro Rome, and 
ſoto Neples, where hee, with his ſmall Company of Normans that followed him , was 
entettayncd of the Duke de Benevento, to ſeruc him againſt the Saraſimre, and Africans, 
which miſcrably infeſted «Apulia and Calabria, at that time. The bruite of which en- 
tertainment was no ſooncr ſpred in Normandy , but divers Valiant Gentlemen and 
Souldiers, allured with the hope of good Fortune, paſſed the Alpes, got to their Nation, 
and ſo wrought, as they grew formidable to theſe Barbarrans , and in the end, viterly 
chaced and extinguiſhed them. The (alabrians and Apultans, ſeeing theraſe)uet ridde 
of their enemics, would haue becne glad likewiſe (their turne ferucd)to bee rid of their 
Friends , and cyther vſing them more ynkindely then of cuftome , or they preſuming 
more of deſert , turned their Swords y=_ their Intertayners. And firlt gotalittle 
place, which they fortified for the Ren , andreceipt of booty : And fo Augmen- 
ting ſtill cheir Winnings , ebrayned Territories, Cities, and Fortrefles, And after the 
Death of Drengot, ſucceeded other Gallant Leaders, and at length 7 ancred, Signior de 
Hauteinlle , in Conſtantine,with his twelue ſons ; came- into Apalia, of whom his third 
ſon Rebert , ſurnamed Gwiſcard, attained the commaund , and was a man of faire ſta-" 
ture,cleare iudgement , and indefatigable conrage. Hee Conquered all Apmlia, (ala 
bria and Syevle, paſſed the Sea into Greece ; relieued Michael Dioeriſis, Emperour of 
Conſtantinople, deteited Ni that vſurped the Empire; and ſhortly after Alexms 
attempting the like ; and in ope yeare vanquiſhed two Emperours, the one of Greece, 
the other of Germany : \wayed the whole Eftate of [raly, and was in a faire way to 
have attayned the Empire of Conſtantinople for himſelfe , bad hee not dyedin the ex- 
pedition.

For as ſoone as hee 
had heard of the death of King Edward. withthe Ele&tion, and Coronation of Harold, 
(for they came both together) hee aſſembles the States of Normandy, and acquaints 
them with the right he had to England, Solictting an extention of their vtmoſt meanes for 
his recouery thereof, and anengement of the perinrd 1ſurper Harold; ſhewing them apparant 


therein, with the debility and dibrattion of the people : What glory, wealth, and great- 
neſſe, it would adde to therr Nation, the obtayning of ſuch a Kingdome, as was that oppor- 
tunely layd open for them, if they apprehended the preſent occaſion. All whichremonſtran- 
ces notwithſtanding, could induce bur very few to like ofthis attempr, andfthoſe ſuch 
who had long followed him in the warres, exhauſted their eſtates, and content to runne 
ypon any aduenture that might promiſe likelyhood of aduancement} The reſt were of 
divers opiniens : Some, that it was ſufficient to hold and defend their owne Country ; 
without hazarding themſelues, to conquet others ; and theſe were men of the beſt ab1- 
lity : others were content to contribute, but ſo ſparingly, as would little aduance the 
bulineſſe : and for the moſt part they were fo tyred with the former warres, and fo de» 
firous to embrace the bleſſing of peace, as they were(vnwilling to vndergoe a certaiac

others like diſtreſes} and whom it concerned now to looke to his owne , his neigh- 
bours houte beeing thus on fire: and to foſter a party againſt ſo dangerous an in- 
commer, that was like to thruſt them all out of doore. Which induced him not one- 
ly to entertaine this Prince, diſpoſſeſt of his right, bur to enter league with him for 
the publike ſafety; And to inchaine it the ſtronger, he takes to wite Afargerer, the 
fiſter of Edgar, (a Lady indued with all bleſſed vertues) by whom the bloud of our an- 
cient Kings was preſcrued, and conioyned with the Norman in Henry the ſecond, and 
ſo became Emnglyb againe, Vnto Edgar in Scotland, repayred the Earles Edwm and 
Morchar, Hereward,Goſpatric,Smwad, with others : and ſhonly aftcr S tigard and Alared, 
Arch-biſhops, with diuers of the Clergic : who in the third yeare of this Kings reigne, 
raiſed very great commotions in the North, beyond Humber, har pet moſt egarly 
to recouer their loſt Country :\but being now too late, and the occaſion not taken 
before the ſetling ofthe gouerriment, whilſt it was new, and branling, they preuailed 
nothing, but gaue aduantage to the Conquerour, to make himlelfe more then hee was 2) 
For; all conſpiracies of Subics, -if they ſucceed not, aduance the Soucraigntie : and 
nothing gaue roote to the Norman planting heere, more then the perty reuolts made 
by diſcattered troupes, in ſcuerall parts, begun without order, and followed without 
reſolution ; whereas nothing could- be done for a generall recouery, but by a gene- 
rall ſubleuation of the people, for which all wary preuention was vied, and they had

Shorly after this late made peace, Prince Edgar voluntarily came in, and ubmitted 
himſelfe io the King, þecing then in Normandy, nnd Was refiored to grace, and 4 faire | 
maintenance ,- which held him cuer.afrer quiet. [And it made well at that tune for the 
Fortune of the King, howſocter for his owne , (becing thought to have ill-tined his af- 
fayres (eycher through wane of feaſonable intelligence , or deſpayre of ſuccefie) in ma- 
king too ſoone that ſubmiſſion, which, was later or nener to be done. For in this ab- 
ſence of the King, Keger Fus Amber ,. the young Earle of - Hereford, contrary to his ex- 
preſſe Cammandement, gaue bis ffter in majziage to Ka/ph Haber Earle of Nertbſolhe, 
and Swffolke , and at the great Solemnization thereof, the two Earies conſpired with

out and diſpoſſeſle the King, Who having thus paſteccover ſo weny gulles of forraine 
dangers, might little imagine of any wracke ſo neere boane : and that bem hee 
had moſt aduanced, ſhould have the eſpe] band4n bus cefirvebon 5 ards 
are benefits (that gre net held {o,)nor can ever'elrarathe accounts with them that ouer- 
value their merits.| And bad not this conſpiracy beeve opportunely difcouctd ( which 
ſome lay , that by the Earle Wa/theof, mooued with the vglinefſe of ſofoule an wgrati- 
tude) they had put him againe to the winning of-Exg/and. But now the fire bewrayed 
before it flamed, was ſoone quenched by the diligence of Odes the Kings Vice-gerent, 
the Biſhop of Worceiter and others, who kept the Confpirators from ioyning their 
Forces : So that they neuer came to make head , but were eyther ſurprized, or forced to 
flye.The Earlc Roger Fits eAwber was taken,and ſome ſay, ; and fo was ſhort- 
ly aftgr the Earle #«/throf| whoſe diffent fxom the act, could pot get him parden for his 
former conſent , though much compaſſes in reſpe& of his great worthineſſe,) Bur the 
wide diſtcnt of theſe tumors,fed from many ſecret veines, ſeemed tobe of that Carger, 
as required this cxtreamity of cure,eſpecially in « part ſo #ptfor infefion, vpon avy the 
liks humours. 

For this Conſpiracy ſeemes to take motiop from 8 generall league of all the Neigh- 
bour Princes,here abour,as may well be gathered by _=_ ſcuerall aQions. Firſt in the 
King of Fraxce by defending Dole in Bruteme (a Cafilc of Raiph de Waber) againit the 
King of Exgland, and likelihood, imploying the Earle of Be/ogne towards the Confpi- 
rators : In Swayne King of Denmarke, by ſending a Nauy of two hundred fayle , vn- 
der the conduGt of his lorne Kwwe and others. In Drexs King of Ireland, by furni- 
ſhing the ſonnes of Hare/d with fixty hue ſhips. In Afa/celine, and the Kings of Waler, 
by their readinefſe ro afſiſt, But the Danes being on the coaſt , and hearing how thei 
Confederatcs had ſped,with the great preparations the King had made after lome pillage 
taken vpon the coaſt of England and Flanders, returned home,and never after arrived to 
difturbe this Lanq, Though in An»e Reg.1 5. Knare, then King of Denmarke, alter the 
death of Swayne (unending to repayze the diſhonour of his two laſt aduentures poſt) |

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and to put for the Crown: of Eng/and,his predeceſſours had holden, prepared a Nauy of 
a thouſand faile,and was aided with fixe hundred more by Robert le Friſon Earle of Flan- 
ders( whoſe daughter he had married)Bur the windes held fo contrary for two yeares to- 
gcther(as vrrerly quaſht that caterprizezand freed the King, and his ſucceſſors for cuer 
afrer,from furure molleſtation that way. 

Butchis buſineſſe put the State to an infinite charge,cthe King entertaining al that time 
(belidesrsAVo*mihs) Hugh,brother tothe King of France , with many companies of 
Freach.Finfing the Englyb/in reſpeR of many great Families alled ro the Danes)to in- 
cline rather to that Na tion,then the Norman, and had experience of the great and neere 
intelligence continually paſſing berweene them, 

And theſe were al the warres he had with-n the Kingdome,fauing in An. Regns 1 3.he 
ſlub1ued #4/er,and brought the Kings there,to him homage. His warres abroad,were all 
adout his Domiaions in Frexce,firſt railed by his owne fon Rogerr, left Lieutenant go- 
ucrnor of the Dutchy of Normandy, and County of Mayze,(ho in his Fathers abſence, 
raſting the glory of command,grew to aſſume the abſolute rule of the Proviace)couling 
the Barrons there,to do dim homage(as Duke )not gs Licuetcnant,and leagues him wi 
the King of Franceſwho working vpon the ealinefle of his youth,& ambitiony was glad 
to aprehend that occaſion to difioynt his Eftate, who was growne too great for him, And 


(the profulc largneſle , and diſorderly expence,whereto Rober: was addicted,is nouriſhed 


by all wayes poſſible as the meanes to imbarke him in thoſe difficulties, of till getting 
mony, that could not bur yeeld c#ninuall occaſion xo entertainc both his owne diſcon- 
rent and cheirs from whom his ſupplies mutt be raiſed) And though thereby he purcha- 
ſed him the title of Cowrtoigyet he loſt the opinion of good goucrnment,and conſtrained 
the Eſtates of Normandy, tocomplaine to his Father of the great concuſſion,and violent 
exaCtions he vicd amongſt them. 0 

The King vaderſtanding the fire thus kindled in his owne houſe,tha: had ſer others all 
in combuſtion, haſtes with his Forces into Normendy,to haue {urprized his ſon, who ad- 
uertized ofhis c6ming furniſhe with two thouſand men atarmes,by the king of Frexce, 
lay inambuſh where ba ſhould paſſe ; ſers him,defeired mot of his people, and in 
the perſuite hapned to incounter with himſeife, whom be vnhorſed, and wounded in the 
arme, with his Launce ; but perceiuing by his yoyce it was his Father , hee hafted to re- 
mount him,humbly craving pardon for his offence : which the Father (ſeeing in what a 
caſe he was)granted howſocuer he gaue ; and _ his {bmiſhon tooke him with him 
to Rowen,whence after curcd of his hurt,returned with his ſon Wilkerm(likewite wounded * 
in the fight)into England. | 

Long was.it not ere he was againe informed of his ſons remutining.and how hee ex- 
ated vppon the Normans ;vſurpt the intire gouermnentpnd vrged his Fathers promiſe 
thereof,made him before the King of France, his conqueſt of Engl/and:which cauſed 
his little ſtay heere,but tro make peparaios for i returne into thoſe parts : whether in 
in paſſing he was driuen on the coat of Spame,but at length arriving at Burdeanx, with 
his great preparations, his ſon Robere came in,and ſubmitred himiclte the ſecond time : 
whom he now tooke with him into Exglend, to frame bing to a better obedience ,/im- 
ploving him in the hard and neceſſicous warres of Scor{2nd }( the late peace becing be- 
tweene the two Kings againe broken) and after ſent him backe, and his young fon 
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Henry,with the aſſociation of charge and like power(burt of more trult) to the gouern- 
ment of Normandy. | 

Afterthe two Princes had beene there a while,, they went to viſite the King of 
France at Conftance where tealting certaine dayes , vpon an after dinner, Henry ,wan 
ſo much at Cheſſe of Lows , the Kings eldeſt ſon, as hee .growing into Choller called 
himthe ſonne ofa Baſtard , Fand threw the Chefſe inhis face. Henry takes vpp the 
Cheſle-boord, and ftrake Lows, with that force, as drew bloud, and had killed him,had 
not his brother Robeye come in the meanetime ," and interpoſed himſelfe : whereuppon 
they ſuddenly rooke horſe, and with much adoe they recoucred Pontioi/e, from the 
—_ people thar purſued them. Thisquarrell arifing , vppon theinter-meeting of | 


princes ( athing that ſcldome breeds good blood amongſt them ( re-enkindled | 
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| world,whigh wee ſce to 


a heate of more rancot in the Fathers , and beganne the firſt warre betweene the Exg- , 
lihand French, For preſently the King of France, complots againe with Robert{un- | 
paticnr of a partier ) enters Normandy , and takes the Citry of Vernon, The king of | 
Englandinuades France,ſubdues the Country of Z amtenge and Poittow,and returncs to | 
Rowen,w\ rc the third time , his ſonne Rebert is reconciled ynto him , which much | 
d.lapoynts and vexcs the King of Fraxce , who thereuppon, ſummens the king of Exg- | 
landto. do him homage for the kingdome of Exgland,which he refuſed to do,faying, He 
had it of none but God,and ts ſword. Forthe Dutchy of Normandy hce offers him ho- 
mage: bur that would not fatiſhethe king of Frence, whom nothing would , bur what 
hee could not haue , the Maiſterie : and jcekes to make an occaſion tle motiue of . his | 
quarrell : and againe inuades his territories , but with more lofle then profit. In the | 
end , they conclude a certaine crazie peace , which held co longer then King Willtum 
had recouered a fickneſſe , yyhereinto (throvgh his late trauell, age; and corpuicncie ) 
he was falne ; at which time,the King of Frexce,then young and Juſty , icafling at his 
great belly, whereof he fayd hee lay inat & owen,ſo irritated him,as being recouered, hee 
gathers all his beſt Forces,enters Frgnce inthe chiefeft time of their ftuits, making ſpoyle 
of all in his way till he came cuento Parw; where the King of France then was, to whom 
he ſends,to ſhew him of his vp-fitting,and from thence marches to the Citty of Martz, 
which he veterly ſackt,and in the deſtruction thereof, gate his owne, by the [trayne of his 
horle,among the breaches, and was then conueyed! icke to Rowen , and ſoc ended his 
WAarres. 

Now for his gouernment in 


ce , and thecourſe hee held in cſtabliſhing the 
Kingdome thus gotten; hit after hee had repreſtthe conſpiracies in the North, and well 
quiered all other parts of the State ( which now beeing abſolutely his, hee would 
haue to bee "ruled - hows owne Law ) hee beganne to rounn all by the Cuſtomes 
of Normandy. Whereupon the agreeued Lords,and fadde people of England, tender 
their humble petition, G——__ in regard of his oath made at bis Coronation: And by 
the ſoul of Sain® Edward,from whom be had the Crowne and Kingdom: under whoſe Lawes 
they were borne and bred;that be would not adde that muſery,to deluer them wp to be waged 
by a ftrange Law they vuder ſ/Bhd not, And ſocarnettly they wrought , that hee was 
pleaſed to confirme that by his Charter,which he had twice fore-promiſed by his Oath: 
And gaue commaundecinent ynto his Iuſticaries to fce thoſe Lawes of Saint Edward (lo 
called, notthathee made them but colle&ed them out of Mercben-Law,Dare-Law, 
and weftſex-Law )T # bee imviolably obſerned throughout the Kingdame, And yet not- 
withſtanding this confirmation , andthe Charters afterward granted by Hemy the 
firſt, Hemry the ſecond and King /obn, tothe ſame effe&t;there followed a great inno- 
uation both in the Lawes and gouernment in Eng/ard , So that this ſeemes rather to 
bee done to acquiet the people, witha ſhew of the Continuation of their ancient cus | 
{tomes and liberties, then B they cnioyed them in effeft. For the little conformi- 
tie bcrweene them of former times , and theſe that followed vppon this change of 
State , ſhew from what head they ſprang. And though there might bee ſome veynes 
iNuing from former originalls the maine ſtreame of our Common law, with the | 
practiſe thereof , lowed out of Normandy , notwithſtanding all obicttions can bee 
made to the contrary. For before theſe collections of the Confeſſers , there was no 
yniuerſall Law of the Kingdome , bur ſeuerall Prouince held their owne cu- 
ſomes , all the inhabitants from Hamber to Scotland vicd the Danique Law : AMerch- 
land: the middle part of the Country; andthe State of the Welt Saxons, had their ſe- 
uerall conſtitutions, as becing ſeuerall Dominions , and though for ſome few yeares, | 
there ſcemed to bee a reduRtion of the Heprarchie, imoa Monarchie , yet held it not 
ſo long together(as wee may ſec in the ſucceflion of a broken gouernment) as toſtttle | 
one forme of order currant ouer all : bur that every Prouince, according to their par- | 
ticular founders, had their cuſtomes apart, and held nothing in comunon ( befides re- | 
ligion,and the conftitutions thereof ) but wich the vniuerſality of Mexm & Twmm, cr- | 
dered according to the rights of nations, and that /xu mnainm,the common law of all the 
as vniuerfall, as are the cohalfitations,and ſocictics of men, 
and | 
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and ſerues the turne to hold them together inall Countries, howſocuer they may differ 
in their formes . Sathat by theſe peſſages,wee ſee what way we came, when wee are, 
and the furtheſt ende wee can diſcouer of the originall of our Common law ; and to 
ſtrive to looke beyond this , is to looke into an yncertaine Vaſinefſe , beyond our diſ- 
cerning. Nor can itderract from the glory of good Cuſtomes , if they bring but a pe- 
digree of 600 yeares to approue their gentility ; ſecing it is the —_ ,and not the Anti- 
quity of lawes , that makes them venerable, and the integritie of the profeſſors thereof, 
the profeſſion honored. And it were well with mankinde , ifdayes brought not their 
corruptions, and good orders were continued with that prouidence, as they were infti- 
ruted , Bur this alteration of the Lawes of Exglavd bred moſt heauic decamces Jae 
onely in this Kings time, but long after : For whereas before , thoſe Lawes they had), 
were written in their owne tongue, intelligible to all ; now are they tranſlated into 
Latine and French, and pratized wholly in the Norman forme and Languages;thereb 
to draw the people of this Kingdome, to learne that ſpeach for their owne necde , which 
otherwiſe they would not doe; And ſeeing a difference in Tongue , would not continue 
a difference in affeftions;all mcancs was wrought to reduce izte one /dwoms , which yer 
was not inthe power of the Conquerour to doe, without the extirpation, or ouerlaying 
the Land-bred people; who being fo farre in number(as they were )aboue the Inuadors; 
both retaine the maine of the Language, and in few yeares , baue thoſe who ſub- 
dued them , yndiſtinguiſhably theirs. For notwithſtanding the former Conqueſt by 
the Danes,and now this by the Norman(the ſolide bodie of the Kingdome, ſtill confifted 
of the Engliſb)and the acceſſion of ftrange people , was bur as riucrs to the Ocean, that 
changed not it , but werg changed intoit. Ahfd though the King laboured thathee 
could to turne all to French , By enioyning ther Children beere to vſe no other Lavgnage 
with their Grammer wm ſchools; to hane he Lawes praflizedim French, all petitions and 
ſmeſſe of Court in French , No man graced but hee that ſpake French , yet ſoone after his 
dayes,allrerurnes naturall Engliſh againe(but Law )and that till held torraine, and be. 
| came in the ende wholly to be incloled in that Language:nor haue we now, other marke 
of our ſubieCion and invaſſalage from Normandie, but one!y that, and that ſtill ſpeakes 
French to vs in England. 

And herewithall, New Termes new Con ftitutions new Formes of Pleas pew Offices and 
Comrts, arc now introduced by the Normans, a people more invred to litigation,and of 
ſpirits more impatient, and contentious, then were the Exglyh : who(by reaſon of their 
continuall warre , wherein Law is not borne , and labourto defend the publicke) were 
more at ynitie in their priuate : and that gnall time of peace they had , Deuotion, and 
good fellowſhip entertained . For their Lawes and Conftitutions before,wee fce them 
pivine, briefe, and fimple, without —_—_— hauing neither fold nor plcite, comman-

as hee did ; This Borewgh-law (being 254 Cittadell, built tw guard the Commen-wealthz 


comming to bee poſſelt by a Conquering Maiſter ) was wade to twineall this Ordi=

; firgrew morc exactin their after praftiſe : and a I is granted, a choyce 


ot skilfuller men imployed , totake the particulars of his owne poſſeſſions, and 
cuery mans elſe in the Kingdome,the nature and the quality of their lands, their eſtates, 
and abilities; befides the dfcterions bounds, and uihons of Shieres, and Hundreds, 
and this was drawne into one booke,and brought into his treaſury , thennewly called 
the Exchequer{according to the ſoueraigne Court of that name of Norwardy ) belore 
termed here Taſee,and it was called the Dome booke ( Liber radicarimns )tor all occafions 
concerning theſe particulats. 

All the Forreſts and Chaſes of the Kingdome, hee ſeized into his owne poſſeſſion; 


as Penutralia Regnum the withdrawing Chambers of Kings , to recreate them after their 
ſerious labours in the State , where none other might preſume to haue to doe ', and 
where all puniſhments and pardons of delinquents were to bediſpoſed by himſclfe, ab- 
ſolucely andall former cuſtomes abrogated. And to make bis command the more, hee 
increaſed the number of themin all parts ofthe Land, and on the South coaſt dif. peo- 


pled the Country for aboue thirty miles ſpace , making of old inhabited poſſeſſions, a 


new Forreft , infliting'moſt ſeuere puniſhments for hunting his Deere , and thereby 
muchaduanccs his reuennues. Anat of the greateſt concuffion,and y,he com- 
mitted in his reigne,and which purchaſed him mych hatred. Andibe fame courſe held 
(almolt cuery King neere the Conqueſt ) till this heauey grieuance was allaycd by the 
Charter of Forreſts,granted by Hewry the third. | 

Beſides theſe,he impoſed no new taxations on the State, and yſed thoſe hee ſound 
very moderately,as Dayegelt an impofition ofrwo ſhillings ypon euery hide or plough- 
land(raiſed firſt by King Erhelred, to bribe the Denes, after to warre vpon them) he 
would not haue it made an annuall payment , but onely taken yppon yrgent occafion,

faith Gerza/tus,was feldome leauied bur on great occahion, for {tipends, and donatiues 
to ſouldiers : yer was it at firſt a due , reſerued our of ſuch Jands as were giuen by the 
Prince for ſeruice of warrezaccording tothe Cuſtomes of other Nations. As inthe Ro-

mans time we finde Lands were giuenin reward of ſeruice tothe men of warre , for 
terme of thcir liues,as they are at this day in Twrkey.After they became patrimonial,and 
hereditary to their Children.Sexerw the Emperour was the firſt who permitted the chil- 
dren of men of warre,to inioy their Fifes,prouided that they followed armes.Conſtantine 
toreward his principa!l Captaines , granted them a perpetulty in the Lands afl:gned 
them. Theeſtates which were bur for life, were made perpetuall in France,vnder the 
laſt kings of the race of Charlemame. Thoſe Lords who had the great Fitcs of the, 
king,ſub-diuided them to other perſons,of whom they were to have {cruice,

but what was rayled by mulcts, ad out of Cities and Caſtles where Agriculture was 
not vſed. Whar the Church yeelded hum, was by cxtent of a power that never reached 
fo farre before ; and the firſt hand, he laid vpon that fide which weighed heauily, was his 
ſcazing vpon the Plate, Iewels, and Treaſure within all the Monaſterics of Exgland, pre-. 
tending the Rebeis and their affiſtants, conu their riches into rheſe religious houſes 
(as into places priviledged and free from ſeazure)to defraud him thereof.” 
Beſides this, he made all Biſhoprickes , and Abbeys char held Barronies (before that 
time free from all fecular ſeruices) contriburaric to his Warres , and his other occaſions.

Ehocnd Henry grew to extreame want of drinke and water;although he bad all o.- 
ther prouiſion ſufficient within his Fort,and ſends to Duke Robert that he might have his 
neceſſicy ſupplyed. The Duke ſends him a Tun of wine and grants himtruce for 2 day to 
furniſh him with water. Wherewith Filiewm being difpleaſed, Duke Robert told bim: /t 
was bard to deny « brotber meate and drinks which craned it and that if bee periſhr, they bad 
not a brother Wherewith Welliew likewiſe relenting,they ſent for Hewry,and agremenc is 
made: T hat be ſhould bold in morgage the conntry of Conſtantine,tillrbe mwony was payd and 
4 day ned to receine at Roucn, 

Which accord King Wren the rather wrought,to draw as muchfrom Robert as hee 
might, whom by this voyage he not onely had waſted, but ure himſelfe of a ſafe and 
continuall landing place,with a part of his Dntchy:and cauſed him to put from him,and 
baniſh out of Normandy; Edgar Atheling, whom Robert held his Penſioner, and as 8s 
ſtone in his hand, vpon all occafions to threaten Wi/ham with anothers right, if his owne 
preuailed not: Ani beſides, he wrought ſo, as either through promiſe of mony, or ſome 
farther ratification to bee made here,hee brought his brother Robert with him ouer into 
England and tooke him along in an expedition againſt Malcelm,who had incroched vp- 
on his territories, during his abſence.Which buſineſle being determined without bartel), 
Robert loone after returnes much aygr——e into Normandy, and as it ſeemes, withour 
mony to ſatiſfic his brother Hewry. Who repairing to Rewew at a day appoynted,in 
ſtead of receiuing it, was m———_ to priſon, and before hee could bee releaſed, 
forced to renounce the Country of Conflentme,and ſware neuer to claime avy thing in 
Normandy. ; 
Henry complaines of this grofle iniuſtice, to Philep King of Frexce, who gaue him a 

faire entertainment in his Court, Where he remained pot long, but that « Knight of Noer- 
mandy gained Hachard,vndertaking tg put him into a Fort( maugre his "_ Rebert ) 
within the Duechy ; conueyed him diſguiſed out ofthe Court, and wrought ſo, asthe 
Caſtle Dampfront was deliuered vnto him; whereby ſhortly after,he got all the Country 
of Paſſays, abour it,and a good part of Cenflantive, by the ſecret ayde of King IWilbags, 
Richard de Remteres and Raoger de Mannewle.

Now for his affaires at _ yncertaine warres with Wales and Scotland , gaue 
him more bufineſſe then — Geri driuen inthe one to incounter with moug= 
taines in ſtcad ofmen, to the great Toſſe and dizaduantage of his people, and inthe 0» 
ther with as many neceſſities) Wales he ſoughtro ſubdue; Semlaſe reſtraive,as it 
might not burthim.)

Malcelm,ftanding vppon his regatiey within his owne , though content to bee nr 
for theconfines , according to the iudgrent of the Primate of both Kingeomes ; no 

ing was effected, but a greater diſdainc, and rankor in Malcolime,ſering himiclfe de(- 
piled,and ſcarce looked on by the King of Sogn SothatypGn his his returne rmed 
with rage;hee raiſes an Army,enters Norrbumberland,which foucr times before he had 
depopulated ; and now the fifth, ſeeking vtterly to deſtroy it, and to haue gone far- 
ther, was with his eldeft ſonne Edvard flaine, rather by traude then power of Rebert 
Mowbray Earle of that Country:The griefe of whoſe deaths,gaue Aargeret,thar bleſ- 
ſed Queene hers.

The Legat muldly,as he did other things, ſaid:17 bet <Rwbat was ſpoken againſt the Br 
ſpops,onght firſt to be examined in the Eccle/rafticell Conneell whuher they were true or ns, 
before ſemtence ſhould hae bin g men againſt them contrary to the Canons, and therefore 
the King ſhould (as it us lawfullen mdiciall trials) reneft the Biſhops m therr former Efazes, 
otherwiſe by the law of Nations bemg diſſeiſed, they ſhall not hold therr Plea, 

Aker much debate,che Kings cauſe was (vpon a motion) pur off till the next day, to 
the cad the Arch-biſhop of Roen,an eſpeciall inſtrument for the King, might bee there ; 
who deliuering his opinion, ſaid: T bat if the Biſbops conld r1ghtly prowe by the Canons they 
onght to hane Caſtles they ſhould bold thens; but if they could not jt proceeded of great imypro- 
brry to flrine to do otherwiſe. And be it( ſaid be)their right to hane them ; yet in 4 ſuſpetted 
time, accordeng to the manner of other Nations, all great men ought to delier the keyes of 
ther Fortreſſes,to be at the Kings pleaſure, who us to fight for the peace of all. But it 15 not 
their right by the decree of the Canons to bane Caſtles; and if by the Princes maulgence it 
be tolerated, yet mn 4 time of neceſſity, they ought to delreer the Keyer, 

The Lawyer Alberic addes; That it was ſignified to the King , how the Biſhops threat- 
ned, and had furm(bed ſome to go toRome agamit bim. But, ſaid be, the K mg would haze 
you know, that none of you preſume to dovt : my go out of England , contrary to bes 
will, and the drgnitie of the King dome, it will be retwramg. In concluſion the Coun- 
cell brake vp, nothing was done, The Biſhops durſt not excommunicatethe King, 
wichout the Popes priuity ; and beſides, they law the ſwords too bulic about them; yer 
failed notthe Legat, and the Arch-biſhop to te their parts , and from authority, 
fell ro prayer; and (at the Kings feete, in his Chamber ) beſowght hems, that be wonld putty 
the Church, pitty his owne ſole and his fame ; not to ſuffer diſſenteon to be , betweene the 
King dome and the PrufÞ- hood. The King returned ther faire words, bur held what bc 
had gotten, 

Snortly after, through griefe, dyed the Biſhop of Sals5bwry , and (according to the 
face offGuer-eminent and greedy Officers a He was a man (ip his latter time) 
noted of much corruption, and vnſatiable defire ing. From whom, the preſent 
King inthe beginning of his Reigne had done very much,maki 
Chancellour, the other Treaſurer , and ypon his ſuite , to himſelfe the Borou 
of Malmsbwry ;inforuch as the King would fay to his Familiars about him : If :

was afterward (by the Legat himſelfe, and rhe Kings permiſſion) conueyed to Briffow: 
recciued with all obedience, grew daily in ſtrength as ſhe went, and came at lengrthto 
her brother (who had taken in Hereford,made hunſelfe ſtrong with the Welſh, and fer- 
led thoſe parts) to gather yp more of the Kingdome,by ſhewing herſelfe and her power 
in diuers places. 

Stephey, hauing no part cleare (by reaſon the Caſtles, ypon which hee ſpenc both his 
time and means , lay ſothicke blockes iy his way) a3 he could not make 
ſtop this ſtreame, as otherwiſe he would holding it not ſafe ro goe forward , and leaue 
dangers behind, that might ouer-rake him.) And firſt hee layes fiege tothe Caltle of 
Walling ferd, which, Brie» ſonne to the Earle of Glocefter, held againſt him : then to the 
Caſtle of Briſfow and other places, working much , bur effeCting little : which _ 
ro get —_——_ the (wk proceeding of this new recciued Princefle , hee cauſes 
a treaty of peace to be propounded at Bathe, where the Legat (who likewiſe earneſtly 
ſolicited the ſame) with the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury, were appointed Commiſſioners 
for che King ; and the Earle of G/ocefter for the Emprefſe ; but nothing was effcRed, 
both returnce to make good their fides. The Empiefſe ſeekes to recoucr, more”, the 
King what he had loſt. And leſt the North parts might fall from him, and the King of 
Scots come on, hee repaires thitherward : And finding the Caſtle of Lincolne poſſeſt by 
Ralph Earle of {befter,who had married a daughter of the Earle of Glecefter, and hol- 
ding it not ſafe ro bee inthe hands of ſuch a Maiſter, in ſuch a time, ſeekes to take it in 
by tozce, The Earle ef Cheffer , who heldnewtrall, attempting nothing againſt the 
King ,tooke it il, and Rood ypon his defence; bur being ouer-layd by power, conueyes 
himlelfe out of the Caſtle;leaues his brother and wife within te defend it , and procures 
ayde of his Father in Law the Earle of Glocefter, to ſuccour him, 

The Earletakes in handthig buſineſſes, ſers out of Glocefter with an Army of Felchmen 
and others,atrended with Hugh Biged, and Robert de Morley , ioynes with the Earle of 
Cheſter marches to Lincolne, where, inthe battaile, King Stephen was taken,carried pri- 
ſoner to Gloceſfter, preſented ro the Empreſſe , and by her ſent to bee kept inthe 
Caitle of Briſfow,but in all Honoreble faſhion , till his attempts to eſcape ds ferters 
on him. 

Hereupsnthe Empreſſe(as at the top of her fortune )labours the Legat to bee adwt- 
ted to the Kingdom,as the daughter of the late King $o whom the Realme had taken an vath 
to accept for ſoneraigne in the ſueceſſion;and wrought ſo,as a Parle was appointed for this 
pu —_—_ the Playne neerc to Wincheffer, where in a bluſtring lad day(like the fate of 
the bulinefſe ) they met; and the Emprefſe ſwore,and made affidation to the Legar,cher 
all the great buſineſſes, and eſpecially the donation of Biſhopricker and Abb:y:, ſhould bee at 
bis diſpoſing if be(with the Church )wonld receine ber as Queene of England, and bold per- 
petuall fidelity onto ber, The ſame oath and affidation tooke likewiſe her brother Ro- 
bert Earle of Gloceſter, Brian his ſontie, Marques of Wallmg ford; Miles of Gloceer (af 
ter Earle of Hereford) with many others for her. Nor did the Biſhop ſticke to accept 
her as Queene {though ſhe neuer came to bee ſo) and with ſome few otner, made like. 
wiſe afdation for his part,that fo long as ſh:e infringed not her coucnant, hee would 
alſo hold his fidelity to her. 

The next day, ſhee was receined with ſolemne procefſion into the Biſhops Church |

And therefore hee, 
with many Prelats, an4 10.ne of the Laiery (by permiſſion o>ained) went to the King 
to Briſtow, The Councell brake vp,the E mpreſle keepes her Eaſter at Oxford, beeing 
her owne Towne, Sirvrly vppon Eaſter a Councell o: the Clergy is againe called to 
Wincheſter , where the firlt day the Legat had ſecret conference with eucry Biſhop a- 
part,aud then with euery Abbor and other, which were called to the Councell, The 
next day he makes a publike {peech, hewing bow the cauſe(of their Aſſembly )was to con- 

ſult for the peace of their Conntry mm great dangey of viter ruine. Repeater the flouriſhing 
rerg 8 of bs Vacle the peace wealth and honour of the kingdom in bis time; and bow that re- 
nowned Kimg gnany yeares before his death had recemed an oath both England ad Nox- 
mandy for the ſucceſi2n of bu daughter Maude and ber ofne;but faith he,after bis _ 
bu. d wghter berng then m Normandy, making delay to come into England,where for t 
it ſcemed long td expett) order was to be Ge» for thepeacs of the Country , and my brother 
ws permitiedto Rergne. And aithragh I mterpoſed my ſelfe « ſwety betweene God and 
him that hee hould 14nouy and ex4lt the boly Church, keepe and ordarne good Lawes; Tet, 
bow he bath bchaxed bimſclfe in the K mg dome, it griewes me toremember , and 1 am aſha- 
wed :o repe ate. And then recount i be all the K mg comer wweb rhe Biſbops and all bu ether 
mſ-gonrrnme «tr, And then, layd he, exery man hnowes | onght to lone > #4 
ther hut much more the canſe of my mymertall Farber y and therefore ſeeveg od bath ſhew- 
e4 bu migement on my brother , and ſuffered bim (without my knowledge) to fallomts the 
hand of Pawer : that the Kg lome may not mſcarry for wanr If 4 Rater, / haze called you 
allbnher by th power of my Legation. Tefterday the cauſe was moned in ſecret,to the g704- 
teſt part of the Clergy, to whom the vi ghe appertaines to elet and ordaine « Prines, And 
the. efore after banimg mnuocked (a4 1t u meet, ) the D mine ayde , Wee elelt for Oneene of 
England :be d1#gbter of the peatefull , pleriow,gych, and m our tiree the m able 

n yrer off one fu £ vanper 
Kmg ; and to her, we promiſe on; fatth and allegiance. » 

When all, who were preſene , cyther modeſty gaue their yoyce, or by their filence 
contradicted it nor,the Legart addes : The Londoners,who are (i reſpelt of the preatueſſe 
of ther City) 44 among the optimacy of England , wee bane by our meſſengers ſummoned, 
and | truſt they will not ft ty beyond this day, to morrow we will exyelt them, 

The Londoners came,were brought into the Councell , ſhewed How they were ſent 
from the Communalty of London not to brmg contention, but prayer , that the King their 
Lord might be freed from captiatty , and the ſame did alithe Barons (receined within their 
Liberties) earneſtly b-ſcech of my Lord Legate, and all the Clergy there preſent. 'The Le- 
gat anſweres them at large.and loftily according vo his ſpeech the day befor2,and added, 
That the Londoners who were held m that degree i=» England,onght not to take thew parts, 
who bad forſaken therr Lord m the Warre , by whoſe Counceſ the { burch bath bene tuſho- 
noured, and who faneured the Londoners but for ther owne game... 

Then ſtands there vp a Chaplaine to Queene CAfande, wite to Stephen, and delivers a 
letter to the Legar, which he filently read, and'then ſayd aloud, That it war noe m 
the a/Jembly of ſo many renerend aud religions perſeng the ſame ſhould be publikgly read, con. 
taming matter reprehenſible. The Chaplaine hot tafaile ih his meſſage, boldly reads the 
Letter himſelie, which was to this effect : That the Qurenc earneſtly intreates all the 
Clergy there «Aſſembled , and namely the Bi{boy of Winchetter, che Brother of ber Lord, 
to reftore bim ynto the Kmgdenve , whom wicked men , winch were alſs bu ſubetts, beld 
Priſoner. ; | 

Tothis the Legat anſweres(asto the Lovdoners)and ſhorly after the Councell brake 
vp, wherein many of the Kings part were excommunicated namely #/olLaw Martel, 
an eſpeciall man'abour the King, who had muchdiſpleaſed the Legat. | 

Hereupon a greatpart of Englend willingly accepted of Mande,in whoſe buſineſſes 
her brother Roberc imployes all hi I reforming 1uſſce, _—_— 
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| ſecurity. The Legat himſelte takes , or makes an occaſion to bee ſlacke in her cauſe, 


\ the Lawes of _—_ prom/ing relienement;, and what ſoencr mig bt be to win theipeople ; 
the Legar ſeconding all his courſes. 
Bur now, ſhee Being at the poynt of obtaining the whole Kingdome ; all came ſud- 


dainly daſht by her oucr-hauty and proud carriage , and by the practiſe of the Londs- 


notice, ſecretly withdrawes herſclfe (accompanied with her Vncle Daxid, King of 
Scots,who was come to vifit her and her brother Robert) vnto Oxford, a place of more 


ypon her denying him a ſuite for his Nephew E#face , tae ſonie of Stephen, about the 
inheritance of his Earledome of Aortargne in Normandy. Belides, the Queene regnant, 
watchfull ouer all oportunities , found meanes to parle with the Legat , Sets vpon hims 
with ber teares intreaty, promiſes and aſſurance for the Kings reformation ; in ſo much as 
ſhe recalled bim tothg affeftron of Nature brought bins abont ag aine to abſole ſuch of the 
Kings part, as be bad lately excommunicated. 
he Earle of Gleceſter ſeeing this ſuddaine and ſtrange relaps of their affaires, ſtrives 
by all meanes to hold yp Opinion, and pan_ the Legats diſpoſition, which to 
o _ ſound, was all. Hee brings the Empreſle to Wmcheſterſertles her, and her guard, 
in the Caſtle, where ſhe defires to ſpeake with the Legat,who firſt delayes, then denies 
" tocome. Whereupon they call their beſt friends about them. Quecne Aſande and 
' the Lords incompaſſe the Towne,and cut off all victuall from the Empicſſe, fo thatin 
the end, the Earle of Gloceſfter RN neanes to hauec her conucyd from thence tothe 
Vies, but himſclfe was taken, and in him moſt of her. 

This ſers the ſides both euen againe into the Liftsof their tryall : the rwo Priſoners 
are to redeeme each other*: The difproportion of the quality berweene them, ſhew- 
ed yer there wasan euenneſſe of power, and the Earle woyld not conſent to the 
Kings delivery ( who onely in that was to haue the Precedence ) but yppon moſt ſe- 
cure cautions. The Arch-biſhopof Canterbary, and the Legat, vndertooke to peelde 
themſelues Priſoners for him, if the Kigg releaſed him not, accqyding to his promiſe : 
But that would not ſcrue the turne,till thcy both had written their Briefes to the Pope, 
to intimate the courſe that was taken heerein, and deliuered the ſame ynto him, vnder 
their hands and ſcales. So that,ifche King ſhould as he might not care , to hold the Bi- 
ſhops 1n Priſon : yetthe Pope, if hard meaſure were offred , might relicue them, 
Which ſhewes the aduantage of credit inthe bufineſſe, lay gn this fide, and the King 
wasto haue his fetters though at liberty, 

The Queene and Ewface , her ſonne the Prince , ypon the inlargement of Stepher, 
remaine pledges in the Caſtle of Bryfow till the Earle were releaſed , which was done 
vppon the Kings comming to #mchefter. VVhere the Earle 1n familiar conference, 
was, by all art poſſible, ſolicited to forſake the party of AMande, with promiſe of all 
preferments of honourand eſtate : but nothing could mooue him beeing fixt to his 

s, and rather would hge haue beene content to remayne a perperuall Priſoner, 
then that Srephen ſhouid haue beenereleaſed , had not his filter wrought him to this 
concluſion. 

The Legat, after this,calles a Councell at Loudov , where the Popes letrers, written 
vnto him,are y read, which argue him (but mildly) of ſome negleR of bis brothers 
releaſing , and exhort him to vſe all meanes Ecdeſiattical and Secular, to ſer him at li-

And to adde more anoyance to the King of France , hee obrained of the 
arle de eAwranches , the _— Caſtles Rochford and Morford, which furniſhed 
with Garriſons , impreached the paſſage twixt Orleance and Tar; in ſo much af the 
Warre and weather grew hote berwixt theſe two great Princes , and much effuſion of 
blood was like to follow ; bur that a mediation of peace was made, and in the end con- 
cluded, With a match betweene the young Prince Henry not ſeanen yeares of age, and the 
Lady Margaret eldeft denghbtey to the K mg of France ſcarte — linkes go bold m ſo 
mifhty Princes,The yorg Lady was delterr ed rather as an Oftage then a Brice,to Robert de 
Newburge,ro be kepr 114i ber yeares would permit her to lime with ber buband. In the meanc 
time,notwithſtanding.many ruptures hapned berweene the Parents : The firſt wher:of 
grew vpon the King of Englands getting into bis owne band the Caſtle of Gilors, with two 
ether Caſtles pon the Riner Eata , m the confines of Normandy : deliucred vp before the 
due time by three Knights Templars, to whoin they were committedin truſt, till the marri- 
age were cornſumnared And this coſt ſome blood : the Knight Templarsare perſecuted by 
the King ot Frdnce, and the King of Englandreceives them, 
Buc now the aduantage of power lying all on this fide, and the King ſeeing him- 
ſelfe at large (and how o-uch hee was abroad) beganne to bee tore at home, and to 
looke to the Prerogatiues of his Crowne, which as he was informed , grew much inh> 


tinged byÞbe Clergy : ice the tirze of Henry the firſt, re thought to hane in. 
largedt Tarttion beyond their vocatioMnd himfelfe had found their power, in the 
election of King Srephew , with whom they made theit owne conditiors , with-all ad- 


uantages for themſclues, whereby they deprived his Mother and her Iſſue, of their ſuc- 
ceſſion to the Crowne, And though afterwards by their mediation , the peace twixt 
him, and Stephen waAncluded , and his ſucceſſion ratified : yet for that, might hee 
thanke his Sword, the Tuftice of his cauſe, and ſtrong party in the Kingdome. VVhar 
they did therein ſhewed him rather their power , then their affcQtion; and rather pur 
him infminde of what they had done againſt him arfirſt , then layed any obligation on 
him, for what they did afterward.

The King conuokes a Ccuncell at FWefminfter , and there firſt propounds to haue 


ferce, ſhould loſe the priniledge of the Church and be delinered to the cixuil Magiſirateto be 
pariſked for therr offences, as other the Kmgs ſubiets were. For, if after ſpirituall puniſh- 
ment,no ſecular correRion ſhould bee vied ; there would bee no ſufficient meancs to 
reſtrayne them trom doing mifchiefe : ſeeing it was not likely , fuch men would much 
care ior their degrading and loſſe of Orders, whom the Conlcicnce of their calling did 
not hold in awe. 

The Arch-biſhop and his ſuffragans, with the reſt of che Biſhops, ſhewed the King 
how they were not to yeeld to any ſmeb Att,bring againſt the liberties of the Church , which 
himſclfe bad ſworne to defend and maintayne; and therefore bumbly beſought bem, that hee 
won'd not urge any thing to the preindice of their unriſdittion, and ſuch mmunities as they 
had hitherto eniozed, both under him and his Noble Progenitors. 

The King not liking this anſwere demaunds , Whether they would ſubmit themſelnes 
to the Lawes and Cuſtemes , which the Arch-biſtops and Biſhops , in the time of bis grand- 
father Henry ihe firſt drd obſerue ? They anſwered, They would; their Order the honor of 


Grd, and holy Chwrch , in all thmgs ſancd; with which reſeruation the King grew more 


Biſhops falt ro themſclues, and the more by the animation of the Arch-biſhop of Can- 
terbury , whom hee thought (in regard of all thoſe his graces beltowed on him )to 
haue found more yeelding to his courſes , and therefore his indignation was melt a- 
gainſt him : And becaule hee would makg him ſce whatthe diſpleaſure of ſo migh- 
tica King was, whocould as well caſt downe as aduance : Frrft denies bim dbce(e :

the reſt were contentto doe, the eAreh-biſtop Becket refuſed. Yetatlength , bythe 
perſwafion of the Biſhops (vrging him to ſarisfie the Kings pleaſure, and appeaſe his 
wrath, in regard of his preſent danger, which, by the ruſhing vp and downe of the 
Kings ſeruants with threatning couatenances , they ſuſpected themſclues likely to fall 
into) He took bis Oath to obſerne the Kmgs L aver without any reſerwation. And for the 
writing defired to haue a Copy , as if becter ro aduiſe chere. Anditaking it into his 
hand,he curnes to the Clergy, and ſayd: Brethren ſtand faſt, you ſee the malice of the King 
and of whom we are to beware. 

So the Councell ended , but not the Kings diſpleaſure agiinſt the Arch-biſhop 
whom onely hee found , durſt beare yp againſt his power, the reſt all yeelding there- 
unto, And thercfore proceedes he,by all meanes to vexe and diſprace bim, and ro aduance 
his Concurrent the eArcb-biſhep of Yorke , whom hee ſolicnes the Pope (by bus _ 
lohn of Oxford, awd Geffrey Riddle)to make bu Legat of all England.Whichthe Pope 
(fore- warned, acquainted with this buſnefle ) refuſed to d»: yet at the peritionof thole 
Agents,oranted that Leg ation to the King bimſelfe but ſo 4s be ſhonld do rothing to griaue 
the Arch-biſhop ; which che King tooke as a great indignity , and ſent backe his Agents 
with the Popes Grant, . 

The Arch-biſhop Becket after his oath at (7arendon,ſo repentcd, as he ſuſpended bim- 
ſelfe f. ons the ſermice of the Altar o& did ſharpe penarce till be bad obtamed ab ſolntion from 
he Pope. Which (vpon his information of che caſe) was ſent him. Aftes this, as ſome 
write, he artempts to depart out of the Kingdome,comrary to 4 Law made at Claren- 
don/ fo, adding Archbiſhop «, biſhops and other Perſon; ro depart ont of the Fealme without 
the K mg 1 leane.Whith although they obtained, yet were notwithſlandrrg to ſecure the King, 
nenher m therr gomg. returrong or laying there, to Pn thug premdicious to hy 
State or Perſon.) Bur being by contrary winds brought backe, he more exaſperates the 
King againſt him, 

After this, he is ſurmoned toan afſembly at Northampton (holden abour the rati- 
fication of the acts of Clarendon) where (to deſpite him the more) the Kings horſes arc 
placed in his Inue; and there, Firſt had he 4 caſe adindged againſt bim concerning a Man- 
«or, for which, onc Tohn the Kmgs Marſhall contended with him» in Law ; and be/ides the 

loſſe of the Manor. was caſt in arrerager, fine bundred Marker, which the King was ſaid 
to haue ſem him ; buthe alledged how it was giuen : yer becauſe hee confeſſed the re- 
ccite,and could not proouethe gift, hee was condemned to pay it. Then was he called to 
render an account to the King of all ſuch recents as in the t1me of bus Chancellorſbip he had re- 
cerned for the King of certame B ſhopricks & Abbeys during therr vacancies which amoun- 
ted to 3000. marker, For theſe accounts, he alledged, How the Kmy knew well be was 
dſcherged before bu elettzon to the Seaof Canterbury ; ed bow the Prince, the Barons of 
the Excequer, and Robertde Lucie , chiefe /wſtice of England bad made him bus acquit- 
tance for all accounts, ſecular recens jn the behalfe of the kg: oF (of free and cleared) was 
be choſen tothe admumſtration of that office, and therefore would plerde the ſame no more. 

The King, notwithſtanding,vrging to haue iudgement paſſe againſt him , both for 
this , his late attempts ana diſobedience, hee was commande4 the next day to attend 
his Cenſure. The morning before he was to appeare, hee celebrates carely with great de- 
uotion,the Maſe of S*, Stephen Protomartyr, which hadtheſe words: Erenms ſederwnt 
Promcipes, & adner ſum me loquebantwr;and ſo commirting his cauſe to God ſets forward 
to the ('omrt in bis Stole, bis blacke Canonical hood , carrying the Croſſe in his right hand, 
and guiding bis borſe with the left. The people ſeeing him come in this faſhion, flocke all 
abour him ; he entring the great Chamber, fate downe amongtt them , the King becing 
within, in his Priuy Chamber with tis Councell : from whom firft came foorth the Bi- 
ſhop of Le»don,and much blames him for comming ſo armed to the Churt and offered 
o—_ the Croflc out of his hand, bur cheetrch-bilhop held it fo faſt that he could not. 

ich the Biſhopof Wmcheſter ſeeing, faid to London, Brother Jet him alone be onght wel 


to beare the Croſſe. London replics,you ſprah brother againſt the kmg and it wil be ill for you.

| £4inſt re Tyrant of England. = 
| King Hem ſends likewiſe with allſpeed, Roger Archbiſhop of Yorks, the Biſhops of 
Wincheſter Loudon.Chichafter aud Excefter : Gude Rufus, Richard Inecbeſter, and lobn 


of Oxford, Clerkes : Wikew Earle of Arwndel, Hugh de Gundewile , Barnard de Sat 
Walbric ad Henry Fiz Gerrara,to informe the Pope of the whole cauſe, and preuent 
the Arch-biſhops complaint. The multtude and greatacſſe of the Commiſſioners 
hewcd the importnance of the A , and the Kings carveſt defireto haue his 
caule preuaile. The finde the Pope at the City of 'Srvs , ro whom , they ſbewed bow 
perners and deſebedient the eArch-biſhop had bebaned brmſelfe to bus Soweraig ne Lord the 
King of England ; how hee alone refuſed to obay luis Lawes aud Cuſtomer, which bre bad 
ſworne ts doe ; and that by bus weywardneſſe, the Church aud Kingdome were like to 
be dbtwrbed , which otberwiſc would agree m the reformation thereof, 41 was fit and neceſſa- 
ry; and therefore they beſonght him, as bee tendred the peace of the Church of England, and 
the lowe of the King thei Sewer aigns, not #8 gine credit or grace, 10 4 man of ſo tnrbulent 
and dangerous 4 ſpirit. | 

This Information (notwithſtanding carneſtly vrged) they found moued not any dif- 
pefitionin the Pope to fauour the Kings cauſe,ſo that in theend , T hey beſonght him to 
ſend two Leg ats ower mto England,to examine the particulars of this bufineſſe, and how it 
| bad bin carried; and in the me ane tte to admit no other enformat ion of the cauſe but referre 
is ts their relation, The Pope refulcs to ſend any Legat;the Commiſſioners depart with- 
out any ſatisfaQtion, ' And within foure dayes after ,, comes the Arch-biſhop and prs- 
ſtratcs hinalclfe at the Popes feet : deliuers him a coppy of thoſe Lawes, which the King 
called his grandfarber; Lawes, which being openly-read in thepreſence of all che Cardi- 
nals,Clergy and mavy other people, T he Pope condemmed them for ener and accurſed thoſe 
who obeyed or any way favoured them. 

Thoſe Lawesamong the Statutes of {arenden,which the Arch-biſhop ſo much op- 
pugned (and molt offended the Clergy) were (as by his owne letter to the Biſhop of 
Loxdoy appeares ) thele eſpecially: That there ſhould be no appeal to the eApoſtolthe Sea. 
without the King leane. That no eArch-biſhop or Biſhop fhould go out of the Realme but 
by the Kings Permiſſion. That no Biſhop excommunicate any , who beld of the King, m 
Capite; or onterd#tt any Officiall of bus without the K mgs leaue, cre. That Clergy men 
fhonld be drawne to ſecular indgement , That Lay-men (as the King and other ſhon/d ban- 
dle oanſes of the Church, Tytbes, and ſuch like, And theſe were dangerous incroach- 
ments ypontheir Liberties, 

But now the King, ſeeing his Ambaſſageto take no effeRt , and withall, in a man- 
ner contemned , - preſently makes his heauie diſpleaſure, and the ſcorne hee tooke, 
knowe by his ſevere Edits, both againſt the Pope, and the Arch-biſhop, that 
they might ſee what edge his ſecular power had in this ; Ordayning , 7 hat of any were 
found carrymg Letter , or Mandate from the Pope , or eArch-biſtup, containing any in- 
terdition of Phony 'y in England be ſbould be taken , and without delay execnted a4 4 
trayter both to the King and Kmgdom.That whatſoeuer Buſbop, Prieſt, Monks or Conmerſer 
in any Order,C lergie, or Layman, ſhould hane and retame any ſuch letters ; ſhonld forfeite 
all their poſſeſſions, good and chattells to the K ing, and be preſently bamiſted the K calme with 
ther kinne. That no Clergy mon, Monke or other ſhould be permitted to paſſe oner Sea, or 
retwyne ont of Normandy avto England , withoxt /erters from the Iuftices beere, or from 
the Kg bemg there ; V ppon pame 10 be taken as a Malefattor, and put m hold. That none

| the Schiſme which was then in che Church, to renounce Pope Alexander, and incline to 
the Emperours faction, which ſtood thus, 

After the death of Adrian the fourth, Rowland a Geneneſe,and 2 great enemy of the 
Empire,is by two and twenty Carginalls clected Pope by name of Alexander the third, 
to which election foure Cardinalls oppoled,and made choice of a Oltawana Citizen of 
Rome that would be called YVi#orthe fifth, The Emperor Frederic Barbaroſſa ſurmmons 

| theſe two Popes toa ( 'ouncell at Pania,to vnderſtand and determine their right. Alex- 
| 4+der makes the old anſwere, T bat the Pope could not be indged by any man lmmg, refuſes 
to appeare before the Emperour, and withdrawes into Anegme. Vittey conſents to ap. 
peare there,or whereſoeuer the Emperour would appoint, fo that , hee wasthe man for 
that fide. But all the other Princes of Chriſtendome(except thoſe of the Emperours fa- 
ion) acknowledge Alexander for Pope as elected by molt yoyces, And ially by 
; the King of France who called him thither ; and at (ocy vpon Lojr , hee and the King of 
| Erglanareceiued him with all honour and reverence , inſo much, as they are fayde to 
| haue atrended ypon his Stirrop, the one on the right hand, the other onthe left : after, 
| this, he callsa Councell at Tow), whither the Kings of England, Spaine itid Hungary 
| ſexd ther Ambaſſadors, and there,are the conftitutions of the Councell of Paws , and 


| encreafing it /raly, was ſhortly after receiued into . 
Notwithltanding all this , the King of England finding him fo auers in this buſi. 
'neſſe, Falls off from him , renounces hu «Authority , turnes to the Emperours falling, 
| ſeches to ftrengthen krmſelfe with the Princes of Germany, conſent; to match bu daughter 
' Maude to the Dwke of Saxony, at the motron of Reginald Arch-biſhop of Collen, ſent oxer 
' by the Emp:ror for that purpoſe, and mtertaines a motion for another daughter ro be match- 
ed with the Emperont « ſonne. 
But now, by reaſon this contrary fa tion to Pope Alexendey grew to bee but feeble, 
all this working did the King no good , bur exaſperates the Pope, and fets him on 
| the more to ſupporr the cauſe of the Arch=biſhop , Who ſelrcites the Clergy of England, 
' threatens, intreates, adtmre; them not to for ſake therr bold , nor vi way to the inuador of 
| they liberties , which ſought to confound the Prieſf-hood and the King dothe : and if they 
&h, but ſuffered the leaſt breach to bre made them, they 
excommunicates hee all the eſpeciall Miniſters of the King chat 


Coilen : As lobn of Oxford, Richard Ivecheſter, Richard de Lnc's, loſiting Balbol, Alan de 
Neute, and withtheſe all ſuch as had centred vppon the goods of the Chirtch of Canter- 
bury , which hee called the Patrmeny of the Cracifix , andthe feode of the yoore ; and 
there were R«/ph de Brocke , Hugh Samt Clare , and Thomas Fitz, Barnard, Thus arc 
both ſides bufied in this drie Watre, wherein, though here were ao fword; yet it gaue 
yexation enough, _ 

Andyerthis was not allthe worke that tooke vpthe Kings time; for &dring this 
diſſention , the Welſh againe reuolt, and to ſappreſſe thet-he ſpent murch#tubour, wich 
the loſſe of many great men, and was himlſelfe in that f ,- #5 had not Habert Samr 
Ctere receiued a Wounde for hm, by an Arrow ayined dire@ly at hizowne perſon, 
hee had there finiſhed his part, Inthisexpedition hee is fayd, to haue vicedertreame 
cruelrie. > fv : 

After this, hee paſſes into Normandy to bee neere his buſinefſe, whichnow lay all on 
thar fide. And firſt to entertayne the opinion of Picry (though hee were Int ont with 
the Pope) hee obtaynes at an Aſſembly of his Biſhops and Barons of Netwandy, two 
pence mthe pound, of enery mant Lavids and goods to be payd that years 1166. anda peny of 
cner1e pound to be pard for foure yearer following , which was leuied for the seliefe of the 
Chriſtians m the Holy Warre, atid ſent yntochem. LE 
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Then hee raiſes forces and takes in certayne Caſtles in the Countrey of Make, and 
Marches of Brutargne , from diuers Lords and Barons that had diſobayed him, And 
whilſt he was buſie abroade, Mathew ſonne to the Earle of Flawnders( who had married 
the Lady Mary Abbeſſe of Ramſey,daughter to King Srephen,and had by her the Coun- 

of Bologne)attempted ſomething on the Coaſt of Eg /and,citherto try the afteCtiovs 
of the people,or to make ſpoyle and booty, but without any effe&t at all, the King being 
too mighty for any ſuch weake yndertaker, 

And todiſftend hispower yet wider, falls out this occaſion: ( onan Eale of Brittaigne 
dyes, and lcaues one onely daughter (which hee had by his wite Conffance daughter to 
the King of Scots)to ſucceed him in his State. The King of E a being,then in armes 
ypon the Marches of Brattaigne,deales with the Guardians of the young Lady to match 
her to his third ſonne Geffery. The Nobilitie of that Country becing then of a rough,and 
baughtie diſpoſition(giuen to fewds and perpertuall quarrelling one with another ) were 
wrought ypon,and a fide is wenne of ſuch as could doc moſt in this bufineſſe;z which is 
effected to the great contentation of the King of England. 

| This fell outro be in the x 3. yeare ofhis Reigne,wherein,as ſome write,dyecd his mo- 
thet Mandethe Empreſle, a Lady of an high and aCtive Spirit : illuſtrious by her birth, 
but more by her firft match,and moſt by her ſonne,whom ſhe hucd to ſee eſtabliſhed in 
all theſe mighty States,in the glory of Greatneſle and Peace: Fertile in iſſue, bauing now 
had foure ſonnes and three daughters,linkes of loue and ſtrength (oftentimes in private 


| families) though ſeldome in Princes ; and ſhee left him inthe beR tine of his dayes be- 


fore any great tempeſt ouertooke him. ' 

Three yearcs after this,hee imployes moll in France , about the ordering and clea- 
ring the bounds of his Dominions from vſurpation, or incroachments of neighbour 
Lords ( whom his greatnefle held all in awe ) and they muſt hauc no more then hee 
would : eſpecialby hee ſettles and reformes the State of Brittaigne , which was very 
much out of order, and in mutiny about thelate Match ; which becing ſomewhat ap- 
peaſed , hec keepes a ſolemne Chriſtmas at Naxts , and Royally Feaſts the Nobility of 
the Countrey. | | 

Then returncs he into England, where ,” leſt Peace (by reaſon of his long and often 
abſence) might afflict and corrupt his ſubicRs, hee lookes tothat Diuine, and Almighty 
wonke of Kings, the adminiltration of Juſtice , appointing certayne Contmiſſioucrs as 
Syndicqs to cxamine the abuſcs and exceſſes committed þy his Ofhcers, and gricuouſly 
puniſhes the Shriefes of the Land, for extortion and bribery, 

His Eafter,he keepes at Windſor , whither repayres ynto him Willem King of Scots 
who lately ſucceeded Malcom his brother , and brings with him his younger brether 
Daxid,borh to congratulatc the King of England returhe, and alſo continue his clayme 
tothoſe peeces in the North , whi , hee pretended to.bee vaſtly detained from that 
Crowne. The King entertaynes him, as hee had done his brother with fayre words, and 
tells him, How it was not im bis power $0 do any thing therein without the conſent of the flate 
in Perhament ; which if be would attend , there ſhould be that courſe taken , as bee boped 
wight gine buys ſatisfaltion. In expeRtation whereof this King came often into Exg- 
land, andonce attendeg the King in an expedition into France , as his Predecefior had | 
done before... 

But gow all this while, the wrath of the Church continues, and the cloud hangs 
| ill over him,.. daily threatoing the great thunder-bole, - Although it ſceme the Pope 
of himſclfe , was not very forward to proceede tothat extreamity , but would gladly 
hauc quicted the Arch-biſhop otherwiſe ; ho (hee ſayd) had taken an ili timue for this 
buſmeſſe,the King bemg mighty,and the Church in trouble ; and therefore writes he his let- 
ters tothe Bi sof London and Hereford will g them to deale effetinally with the King, 
and to admonyh bum 16 defift from miruding vpon the liberties of the ( bnrch, and to reftore 


1the A rcb-biſhap to bu Sea and Dignity; 


The Biſhopps wiſely Anſwere the Pepes Lerter, in ſubſtance thus : Wee bawe 
(fayed they) dove your Holineſle 8, 4rd as much ac was decent .for the Ma- 
deſtic of « King , inflantly vrged bim to Jatisfie your deſire , made by vs: And if bee bad

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' erred from the way of truth and Iuſtice that he would not delay to returne therewnto;that he 
| would not inhibit ſuch as were deſirons to vifſt the Church of Rome, bmder appealer,oppreſſe 
Churches and Church-men, or ſuffer others ſe to dave: That betwonld call home our Father 
the Arch-biſhop, c5c. and perſiſt in the worker of Prety ; that hee by whom Kmgs Reigne 
might preſerne vnto hem hu temporall Kingdome , and gue him an eternal in Heanen : 
*And that vnleſſe bee would yeelde to your Holy Admonitions , you , who had thitherto 
endure , could m patience forbeare no longer, Beſides, we added this of our ſelues how 
it was to be feared, if be amended not bis errors , his Kmgdome wonld not long ſtand, nor 
yet proſper. 

The King receined your admonitions with many thankes ronch temperance and modeſtic, 
and anſweres to enery point, Firſt, bee proteſted that in no ſort hee anerted bis mmde from 
your Holineſſe, nor exer purpoſed ſoto doe , but ſo long as you ſhewed him fatherly Grace, 
hee would loue you as 4 Father ; remerence and cheriſh the Charch as his Mother. eAnd 
humbly obey your ſacred Decreer, ſawing bus owne Dignity,and that of hu Kmngdome ; and 
if of late he hath not reſpeited you with any rewerence.the canſe was that hanmg with all bes 
affettion,and all bs power flood to you m your neceſſity, bee was not anſwered worthily to bus 
deſertt vpn his recomrſe to you by bis Ambaſſadowy , but m every petition bad the repulſe. 
And for hindrmg any which are willing to 1fit your Holineſſe , bee anfweres bee will nor, 
or bath huherto done. 

Buc for Appeales, by the ancient cuftome of the Kingdome , Hee chalenges that be- 
nor,und cumber to bimſelfe : that we Clergy man for any enull cauſe ſhall goe 084 of the Land 
ill bee had tried, whether be may obtamy bus right by bu Royall eAuthorny, and luſtice 
at hone ; which if hee canner , hee may (without any hinderance } when hee will, make 
bis «Appeale.

peace : pronided , that bis Mareſtie mig bt bee ſatisfied concernmmy thoſe complamts of his,

Tn (lay they ) wee hawe receined im anſwere from our Lord the King , and wiſhwee 
conld haue bad « fully according to your deſire ; but theſe things we thongh good to netofiq ro 
jour Highneſſe,chat your Diſcretion may percerne what 17 like to bee the conclufien of this 
buſineſſe. The King flauds vpon the inftification of bis owne canſe, ready to obey the Conn- 


cell and mdgement of the Church of England, Whereupon wee he good to beſerch your 
Highneſſe , that you would moderate, for a trme, that z4ale (whnch by the fire of the drame 
Spurit , is worthy mhmndled , to renenge any minrie dane to the Church of God, and for- 
bewre to pronounce any ſentence of mterdiition, or rhat laſt tudgement of abſciſrm whereby 
innumerable Churches may be miſerably ſubnerted, and both the King and an mfinite nun= 
ber of people wth him, irreuecably (which God forbid) anerted from your obeduence. 
"ls n thev tell him, That better it were to hawe 4 member bad , ————— 
»gbt deſperation : A 1hilfull Chirar be reconer an mfefted part, and bow it were 
fitted to imploy ride aur Rd ; then by catting off a moſt noble part of 
the Church of God, to bring mere dyſburbance to rhe ſame that bark too much alreadee. 
Though the King were iiffe , they owght not to deſpaire of the grace of God; that « King ; 
ſtomach c was then to bee wonne , when bee bad wonne , and might not bluſh to yeelde,) 
when hee bad overcome : Patience, and Merkenelſe , muſt pacefic bum, 576. And! 
{ i». concluſion , woe ſpeake fookſhly ( ay they ) but yet with all Charnie * if # come to 
paſſe , that the Lord of Canterbury looſe both bus goods ; And le beſides im perpet wall

Thus muchoutof theirletrers, whichare the beſt peeces of Hiſtory in the world, 
and ſhewe vs more of the inſide of affayres , then any relations elſe, And by this we 
truely {ce what bazres kept theſe two mighty powers backe from their wills, and yet 


Bur the King of England (tood ſafe enough,and was like to liauc his buſineſſes runne 
ina ſtrong andentire courſe, when by cafting to make things fater chenfaft ,' hee layes 
open a way bo: h to dil-joynt his owne power, | and imbroyle his people with diuifion ; 
which was by the aſſociation of his ſonne Henry in the goucrnment,a att without exam- 
ple mths Kingdome and ſtrange that a Parliament , an afſembly of the State,conuoked 
for the ſame bukineſſe, would in lo wile times,confent to communicate the Crowne, and 
make the common-wealth a Monſter with two beads, But it ſcemes,the ſtrong dehire of 
the King was ſuch , for the loue hee bare his ſonne , as hee would not be denied in this 
motion,nor hold it a ſufficient Securiry,to haue twice before cauſed all the Kingdome to 
take an Oath of Fealry vnto him,and to haue deſigned, vnlefle hee were crowned King, 
as hee was, with all vſuall ſolemnities the 14 day of /wne 1 170. by Roger Archbiſhop 
of Torke,and bad homage done vnto him that day by the King of Scots, Damd his bro« 
ther, and all che Nobility of Exgland. But now with what reſcruations this was done, 
we arc not particularly info : whether there was an <quall participation of rule, or 
onely but of Title; and that the Father, notwi ing this Act, was to haue the eſpe- 
ciall manage of the Goucrament and the Sonne, though a King, yet a Sonne,with a li- 
mited power. Howlocuer,this yong King ſhewed ſhortly after , That a Crowne was no 
State to be made ouer in truſt , and layd much griefe , and repentauce , yppon his Fa- | 
thers forwardnefle. = 

What mooued the King with this precipitation (to bee beforc hand with bis Graue) 
may be deemed the icalouhe hee had apprehended by his Mothers example, who for al 
the Oath of Fealty ſo often taken for ſucceſſion , was yet put by it , tarough the working 
of the Clergy ; and now coalidering in what termes hee ſtood with them, and that a - 
though hee had wonne ſome few Biſhops vnto him, was ſure they loued him nor,and 
what they might worke with the people, if humſelfe ſhouid fayle , made him ouer-doe 
his worke. 

The King of Fraxce,vnderſtanding that his daughter was not Crowned with her hus.. 
band (which by reaſon of her tender age was deferred ) rooke it ill, and threatens King 
Hemry the Father wich Warre. if it were nbt preſently done ; which cauſes him to make 
more haſtc backe agaic into Normandy (leauing the young King in Exgland) to lausfic 
or preuent this quarrelling Prince. 

And whilſt he remayned there , meanes was made that the Arch-biſhapof Canter- 
bury,(who had beene now fix yeares in exile) was brought to haue conference with the 
King,by the mediation of the King of Frawce , The Earle of Blegs,and divers great 
Biſhops; which the King of England was the more willing te accept, in regard bee faw 
this breach with the Church might much preiudice-þis temporall bufneſſes , when- 
ſocucr they ſhould breake out : And how the Arch-biſhop continually was working 
the Pope, andall thegrearPrelates of the Chriſtian World agaialt him ; which , How 
much ſuch a party as ſwayed the Emprre of Soules nught dee in a time of wtale , agamft a 
Ruler of bodres, was to bee conſidered. And deſcends he from the bigrh of his 


willto his necefliry, and they inecte at CMontmireall before the King of France, where 
the Arch-biſhop keeling at the teete of his Soucraigne Lord the King of England, fayd, 
Hee would commu the oþ ;

vp. But after this, were many other meetings , and much debate about the bukineſle, 
And the King of France, (at whole charge lay the Arch-bilhop all this while ) came to 
another conference with then, vppon the Confines of Nermendy : #bere , the King 
of England tooke che Archbiſhop apart , and bad lang ſpeech with bums; twice they altghted 
from therr hy ſes twice remonnted, and twice the King held the Arcbbiſhop, bridel, «nd ſo 4- 
gamne they part prepared for an atonement, but not concluding any. 11 the cnd by mediati- 
on of the Arch-biſhop of Romen,the macrer js quietly ended betore the Eacle of 8/9y7,at 
Amboyr. And thereupon Henrythe Father, writes to Henry the lon,becing then in Eng 
land,nthis wiſe: Know yee thar Thomas Archbybep of Canterbury bath nude peace with 
me (to my will) and therefore'{ charge you that he and all bus bane peace; and that you cauſe 
to be reiftored unto bim aud to alt ſuch (as for bin )went out of England al therr ſabfances, 
im 4s full and honourable manner ,as they beld it three montbes before their going, &c, And 
thus by this letter wee ſce, in which King,the co d lay, |

but inforced 79, with larger power to his reſolutionthen before , Suſpend, by the Popes 
Buil,the Arsbb;ſbop of Yorke from all Epiſcopall Office, for crowning the young King wit bin 
the Prouince of Canterburie ,zvthout bus leane and againitthe Popes Commendement; and 
without taking(according to the cuſtome)the Cantronarie ,for conſer uation of the {i= 
berttes of the ( burch.

Whereupon(theyr a 
port Yfoure Knights, Sir Hugb Mormlle, Sir Willa Tracy Sit Richard Britegne,and Sir 
Reqnold Fitz, Vrs,(then attending yppon the King, and geſling bis defire by biFvords) 
depart preſently into England, to bee the ynfortunate execurioners of the ſame; but by

Arch-biſhop was with-drawne , the Monkes at Diuine Seruice ; and there calling him 
Traytor , and furiouſly reuiling him, gaue him many wounds, and at length ftrzke our

his ſoule to God and his Saints: the place, the time, the manner and all aggrauates the 
hatred of the deede, and makes compaſſion and vpinion to be on this fide, 

The vnforcunate Gentlemen (hauing effected this great ſeruice, rifled the Arch-bi- 
ſhops houſe;and after weighing the foulenefſe of what they had commirted,and doubt- 
full whether the King though oy had done him a great pleaſure, would ſeeme fo to 
acknowledge it) withdrew themfclues into the North-parts ; and from thence purſued, 
fled into ſeuerall Countryes, where they all within foure yeares after (as is reported) 
dyed miſerable Fugitiues, 

Seoneranne the rumor of this aced, with full mouth ouer allthe Chriſtian world,cue- 
ry pen that had paſſion , was preſently tet on Worke The King of Frence (himſclfe) 
informes the Pope of the whole manner ; with aggrauartion of the fouleneſle thereof 
and incites him to vie the mot exquiſit pamſhment he could, 7 s v»ſheath Peters ſword, 
to renenge the death of the Martyr of Canterbury whoſe blood crigs ont for all the Church, 
and whoſe dinine glory was already renealed wm miracles. 

Theobald Earle of Bleys,a great and graue Prince(elder brotherto King Stephen ſends 
likewiſe his iaformationto the Pope, and ſhewes him, How he was at the peace-making 
betweene the K mg of England and this blefſed Martyr ; and with what a Chearefull comnte- 
nance, with what willmgneſſe the King confirmed the agreement, granting him power to vſe 
his aut heritie as it fhonld pleaſe the Pope and him agamft thoſe Biſhops, which had contrary 
ts the right and d1gnitre of the Church of Canterbury, - preſumed to intrude the New K mg 
into the Koyallthrone. And this bee wonla inſtrfie by bit Oath , or howſoener ; and m this 
peace ({ayth he) rhe man of God donbrmug nothing, puts bus necke vader the ſword : this in- 
nocent Lambe the morrow vpon Saint Innocents day, ſaffered Martyrdome : the inſt blood 
was ſhed, where the ſhot of our ſalnation, the blood of C breft ts offered And then,bow Court 
dogs, the Kings familuars and domeſtickes , were his miniſters to execute this borrible all, 
concluding with an exho-tation likewiſe of revenge. 

Bur Wilthew Arch-biſhop of Sews comes with a more maine out=cry , as if he would 

wake the Pope. were he neuer ſo dead a (leepe; and tels bim, How bes was appointed oner 
Nations and Kingdomes to. bind therr King « m fetters and their Nobler with manacles of 1- 
ron : that all power both ts Heanen and Earth was gruen to his Apoſtle-ſbrp : bids bum looks 
bow the Bore of the Wood had rooted wp the Vineyard of the Lord of Saboath, ec. and all, in 
that moit powerfull phraſe of boly wrt. And after, hauing bitterly enuyed againſt the 
King, vſcs theſe words : Ut import; you, O moſt mulde keeper of che Wall; of Terulalem, to 
rexenge that which is paſt, and promae for the furure. What place ſtall be ſafe, if the rage of 
tyranmie ſhallimbrew the Santa Sanftorum with blood and teare m peeces the V, ice-gerents 
of Chriſt, the fofter children of the Church, without puniſhment ? e Arme therefore all the 
Eccleſraſticall power you may, (Fc. 
Such and fo great was the vprore of the Church raiſed ypon theſe motives , as not- | 
withſtanding the King of England, (then the greateft Prince of all the Chriſtian world) | 
imployed the moſt eſpecial men could be choſen in all his Dominions, for repmration lear.. 
mng and mdgment to declare bry mmocentie to the Pope:ro vow and proteſt that he was ſo far 


funthion : and thirdly,to beare bimſelfe wth moderation m bis place , whereby the Church |

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ference with them, Which, with the hard paſſage chey hadin going thither, by the 
many dangers and reſtraints they endured, and now the contempt they tound there, did 
(as they figuified to the King) much diſcourage them. Yet tor all this, were there thoſe 
brave Spirits among them , (2s greatPrinces hauc alwayes great Miniſters) that never 
gaue ouer working to cleare their mailters honour, by Apologies, Remonſirances, and 
all whatſocuer wit could deuiſe ; and dealt fo , as they kept off the great confounding 
blow of the higheſt Cenſure , though ir were cucry day threatned and expectcd, 


And hauing (by grauely vrging the miſchicfes, might follow in the Church; if a 
King of lo great a State and {tomacke, ſhould bee driven to take defparate caurles)gi- 
uen ſo pauſe, and allay to thefirſt heate; they timed it out all that Spring , and 2 


rity , yet they aduertiſe him of hope, Bur the ſending ot rwo Cardinalls 4 Latere, 
Grattan and Viniaun downe into Normardie, did excecdingly vexe him, For they 
were rough againſt him , and would haue interdicted bim , and his Dominions : bur 
beeing fore-warned of their comming and intention , hee appeales to the preſence of 
the Pope, and ſo pur off that trouble. Returning out of Normandy, into Exgland, hee 
giues ſtrict commandement, T hat no breefe-carrier of what conducon or order ſaener, 
without gining good ſecurity for bis behamtonr to the Kmg and K mgdome , bee ſuffered to 
paſſe the Seas. 4 
Notwithſtanding all che vexation the Church putthis King into, hee left. nothing 
vndone that concerned the aduancement of his aftaires , bur as if now the rather , to 
ſhewe his power and grearneſſe, takes this time for an expedition into /re/and (hauing 
commaunded a Nauic of foure hundred ſhipps to bee readie at ©Mulford Haxen for the 
tranſportation of Men, Victualls, and Armonr) and ſets foorth inthe beginning, of Ne- 
wember , an vnſcaſonable time , both for thoſe Seas, and the inuaſhon of a Countrey 
not well knowne. Bur the buſineſle (it ſeemes ) was well prepared fro him, hauing 
had an intention thereof, cuer ſince the ſecond yearc of his Reigne , in which Hee ſexs 
4 ſolemne Ambaſſage to Pope Adrianihe fourth , to crane leaue for the ſubdument of that 
Country, vnder pretence of reducmg thoſe rude people from therr vicwm faſhions to the ſanh 
and way of truth. Which the Pope willingly granted, and returnes the Ambaſſadours, 


with an autenticall conceffion thereof in writing, tothis effect. Furſt, /hewing bow lauds- | 


ble a thing it wat, and how fitting the magmficence of ſo mighty a King , topropagate his 

lorious name on earth and beape vp reward of cternall felicty m Heanen þy extendorg the 
| ater of the Church, reducing rude and oniettered people from their 161019 manners te the 
verity of the Chriſtian faith and cinility. And then gies bim power to inugae the ſame, and 
to execute what ſocner ſhould be to the Honor of God,and good of the Conntry with reſerna. 
tron of Church-rights, and Peter-pence (a penny of cucry houle yearely which hee had 
promiſed by his Ambaſſadors ) and ſo concludes, with an cxhortation ro plant men of 
good and examplar life in the C lergy, Oe 

Burt the King at that time, hauing other occaſions, left off the purpoſe of this, which 
comes now of late to bee againe imbractd by this meanes : Dermot Mac Mmrrgh one 
of the fiug Kings which then ruled that Ifland,comes vnto him into eAquitarme to craue 
his ayde againlt Redoricke the Great, called O Conor Dun, King of Connanght , who 
contending for the Soucraigntie of the whole , had chaced him our of his Dominion of 
Lemſter, . 

The King of England ( glad to finde a doore thus opened is intention, that 
might yceld paſſage of it ſelte without beeing broken vp) intertayates this'cieted King 
with proimiſes of ayde ; and though hee could not as then furniſh/him , beeing ingaged 
in other great affaircs,hec yet permits ſuch of hisſubiects as would, ro aduenture their 
Fortuncs with him. But the occafion of difſention, betweenetheſe rwo Iriſh Kings 
was indeede foule on the part of Dermot , who had corrupted, and ſfolne away the wife 
of Rodorickc,and for that odious immry, with bis munſtice te bus people (the common cauſes 
of ruming and tran;ferrmg Kingdomes) hee was by rong band chaceg out of his Domi- 
nion of Lem/ter ; and thereupon makes out for Forraine ayde. And (having thus delt 
with the King of England) he betakes him into Water, where furſt be wrought one Kebers 


Fas 
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great part of the next Summer ; when, al:hough they could giue the King no great ſecu- 
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rime retaines yet the memory, At the head of Bagge and Bun,Ircland was loſgnd wonne 
And the next day after arriued at the ſame place, CMamice de Prendergaſt with other 
men at armes,and many Archers in two ſhips,parcel of Fnz Stephens torces which from 


Porthlarge puts che inhabirancs to the ſword (to giue terror to others, and make roome 
for his owne people) and there Dermot giues him bis daughter in marriage , with the 
dowry of his Countrey , which, afterhis wickednefle had done, hee Rata not ro {ce 
more yeares (hauing had too many by this ) and dyes miſerably , leauing the Stile of 
Nmmgal (which figaities) che ſtrangers Friend , added to his name in metnory of his ya- 
naturall forſaking his owne Nation: ' | 

Strong-bodt, Atter hauing ſecured the places gotten,marches with thoſe {mall forces he 
had ouer the Iflana without refittance. Redoreche the great (ſhewing himlelfe bur a lit- 
tle Prince) kept in the Wldes and tatineſles of Co and neuer came to appeare bc 
fore the enemy ; who paſſing throughthe Country at his pleaſure, rakes whar pledges 
hee would of the inhabitants to ſecure their obedience, and with as lit.le labour poſleſt 
himſelfe of the City of Dxb/m the head of the Ifland. 

Thus Wales got vs firſt the Realne of /re/and , and (which is moſt Alrange )withour 
ftroake of barraile : a thing ſcarce credible that a Countrie fo populous, a Nation of that 
diſpoſition, ſhould not litt yp a hand to defend it ſclfe,, hauing, it ſeemes , eyther neg- 
lecked the vie of armour, ot elſe never beene acquainted with them [other then in a na- 
ked manner of domeſticke fight one with another) whereby , the terror of ſtrange and 
neuer before ſcene forces inorder of Warre , layed then proſtrare to che mercy of the 
Onuer-runntr. 

Butthe King of Englandaduertiſed of the profperous ſucceſſe of their Aduenturers 
and the eſtate of the Countrey grew in icalouſic of them, thinking they preſumed farther 
then their ſub1eCtion would allow , and would make themſclues that which chey muſt 
be made by him and takes away the glory of the worke that ſhould be onely his;cauſes | 
proclamation to bemade: 7 bat ne veſſell ſhon/d carry any thing out of bis Dominion; mt 
Ireland,and that all bis ſmbietts ſhould retwrne from thence,and leane off therr attempts , 0- 
therwiſe to forfen thew Effates at home. And withall ſends ouer Wilbars Fitz eAdelm, 
and Robert Furs Barnard with {ome forces to prepare the way for him, who followed 
ſhortly after, and lands cight miles from Waterford the Eue of Saint Luke, Anne 1172. 
beeing the third yeare atter the firſt /nua/ron made by Fitz Stephen,

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Ac his firtt landing, white Hari (tarting out of 8 Buſh wastaken , aad two 
him, interpreted as a preſage of a white ViRtory. The nextday bee WO Wa- 
terford where he ſtaied fittcene daies ; and thither came to him of their owne accord, the 
Kings of Corke, Limricke,Oxery, Mecth,and all of any except Koderich 
King of Connaxgbr, who ſtill kept himſclfe inthe falineſſe of his Countrie) end ſubweit- 
tedibemſelnes wah allthe Clergy taking therr Oath of Fealty to bum and the youy Kung ud 
therr Sncceſſors for ener; o thele druided Princes na common. ( ounccll tor the 
publique ſafety : rather thento ioyne thofe hands that bad ſo often ſcratchedeach other, 
fell all trom themſclues,and withthe ſame emulation they had in liberty ſtroue for their 
ſeruitude who would be firit ro receive & forraine mailter. | - 

From /Vaterferd the King goes to Dub/m, where, hee bolds an Aſſembly of all theſe 
ſubie& Kings, with the Lords Spizituall and T of /reland,tor the ratift- 
cation of their allegiance , and &s ordering and reformationof the State. Which done 
hee cauſes the Biſhops with the Clergie there to affembleat Caſſe#, and an 
eſpeciall Chaplaine of his owne, with the Arch-deacon of Laxdeffe to bee athitants and 
aduiſors vnto them for reformation of Church-bulinefles, which ſeemes xo hanc heent 
as diſordred as the people. For h the Iriſh had beene long before Chriſtians , it 
was after a wilde and mixt faſhion,and therefore , according to his pratniſ6rnade to the 
lazePope,and to do a work pleafmg to the preſet, it was decreed, 7 het all Chimebeland:

His Chufimaſſe hee keepes at Dub/ar,where he royally feaſts all Kin 
of the Countrey ; the rcft of his becing there hee im n _— and 
Garriſons where molt need required : he makes Hugh Lacy Iuſtice of all /relandy giues 
him the keeping of 'Dub/m, and ations] vnto him and kis beires , by his 
Charter,the Country of Afethtohold the ſame in Fee, for the ſeruice of a hundreth 
Knights : hee be/tuwes on Robert Fitz, Bernardthe keeping of the Townes of Waterford, 
and Fewford (which he tooke from Fiz. Stephen the firſt nuador) with charge to build 
Caltics in them ; ana to humble the Earle Strengbew, and leucll him with the reſt of his / 
ſubieQt, he takes from him all his dependants, and makes them his. 

So was it but his wincers wotke to get a kingdome, which though thus eaſily won, it 
mooued more difficult and coſtly in the keeping, by reaſon the proſequution of a full e- 
fabliſhment thereof was neyther by bim or his ſuccefſors (hauing other diueruments) 
ever throughly accompliſhed. 

On Exfter monday hee ſets out for Exgland, where hee makes no ſtay, bur takes the 
yong King along in his Company, and paſſes over into Normandy to meete other two 
Legates(T beodanme and + Alberts) who were ſent from Pope Alexander (but in milder 
Falkion then the laſt) ro examine the murther of the late Arch-hiſhop #ecker. Foure 
moneths were ſpent in debating the matter, and in the-end , thiyKinig by his Oath ca- 
ken vpon the Reliques of Saints, andthe Holy Euangeliſts, before the rwo Legates in 
the preſence of King Hewry the fon, the Arch-biſhop of Rewew, and all che Bilkops, 
and Abbots of Normandy 11 the Citic of Awrenches pur himſelfe,of ether comman- 
ding or conſenting tothe murther, Yetfor that he leſt they wha commirred 
the ſame might be moued thereunto by ſeeing him ditturbed, and in paſſion : hee rooke 
the ſame Oath; that 1n fatisfaQon thereof, hee would faithfully performe theſe Arricles 
following : Faſt, nexer to forſake Pope Alexander , nor hs Canbalichs (wiceſſors ſo loug 4s 
they vſed him as 4 { athol'h, King.Secondly that Appeales ſhomld freely be made to the Pope, 
mcauſes Eccle/ia/ſtica”. Provided, that if any were (i , to worke euiltto him, -or 
his kingdome,they ſhould then pur in ſecurity before they departed. Thrrdly , that bee 
would(from Cirefma next for = years to canwe Yuudertake the Croſſe gr the ſommer fol+ 
lowing ,n perſon go to [cruſalem, vnleſſe be were ftaid by the Pope,or hus ſucceſſors or implak 
e ſhould deliwer ſo much 
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lure againſt 


King Henry bis ſonne to {weare to all theſe Articles, except ſuch as concerned his owne 


mony into the Tenoplar: bands as by their opinion would entertaine 200. ſowldiers m the boly 
War for one yeare. Fiftly, call bome all [ugh us 4d endured ban/hment for the Arch-biſtop. 
Sixtly, roſber#bis poſſeſſums. Sexenthly, and laſtly, abalyþ all ſuch caſtoner as in his time 
had beene wnroduced to the premdice of the Church. After hunfelfe had ſivorneyhe cauſcd 


And for a more Memory in the Roman Church , hee cauſed his Scale to bee 
ſet vato them , with thatof the rwo Cardinalls,. f So ended this tedious buſineſle, 
that made more noy({cinthe World , then any hee had., and bowed him more : beeing 
his ill Fortune, to grapple witha man of tharfree refolution as made his ſufferings, 
his glory - had his ambition, beyond this World; ſct yp hisreſt,nor ro yeelde to a King: 
was onely ingaged to his cauſe ; had opinion , and beleefe, to rake his part : Which fo 
much preuailed, as the King ſeeking to maiſter him, aduauced bim and now is hee 
faine to kneele , aud pray to his Shrine, whom hee haddiſgracedin his perſon; and ha- 
ving had him aboue his will, whilſt he liued, hath him now ouer his Faith becing dead. 
And yet forty cight yeares after this , fayththe Freach Hiſtory, it was diſputed among 
the DoRors of Paris , whether hee were damned or faued : And one Roger a Norman 
maintayned, hee had iuſtly deſerued death, for rebelling againſt his Soucraigne , the

further the birth of this apprehenſion, fell outthis occaſion,” The Father 
cuer awake to aduance his greatneſſe, takes iourney in perſon into Awergnee , and fo 
to Aſonferrato;and there purchaſes a match for the price of fiue thouſand Markes,for his 
yongeſt ſ>nne [ohn,with Alice the eldeſt daughter of Hwurbert, Earle of Manriena(then 
as it ſeemes) Lord of Piemont and Seawoy,which condition to hauc with her , theinheri. 
tance of all thoſe Countryes , contayning many er Cities, and Caſtles, 
ſpecified in Roger Honeden,with all the circumſtances and couenants, very remarkeable, 
of the contrat. So vnto' greatneſſe (that eaſier encreales then begins ) is added more 
meanes, and cuery way tothis aRtiue , and powerfull King, aduantages of State, 
in ſo much,as the King of France, was euen ſurrounded with the power, and dependan- 
ces of this mighty King of England , "qa Fortunes moſt of all the neighbour Princes 
(which ſubſilt by other,chen their owne power) now follows And being returned from 
concluding this march in Piemont, there comes tohim lyingt Lemoges, Raymond Earle 
of Saint Gyles (by whom was giuen the firſt affronthee had in Frexce) now to doe ho- 
mage vnto him from the Earledome of Tholewſe : And there became the man of the 
King of England, and of his ſonne Richard Earle of Potton,to hold Tholowſe from them 
(by kered right) for ſeruice of comming vnto them vppon their fommons, and re- 
mayning in thei ſeruice forty dayes at his owne charge : And if they would entertayne 
him longer, to allow him reaſonable expences. Befides , the Earle ſhould pay yearely, 
for Tholonſe,and the appertinances,a hundred markes of filuer, or ten Horſes;worth ten 
Markes a peece. 
abencks ſame time alſo came the Earle Hubert to Limoges (to know what Land 
the King of Exgland, would aſſure his ſonne /ohn) who reſolued to glue vnto him the 
Caſtles of Chinon, Lodux and Mirable. Wherewith King Hezry the lonne grew much 
diſpleaſed, and hcere mooued his Father, eyther to rehigne vnto him , the Dutchy of 
Normandie the Earledome pf Aniou,or the Kingdomc of Exglandfor his maintenance: 
in which motion, bee was the more egar beeing incenſed by the King of France, and 
the diſcontented Lords, bothof Exglazrd, and Normandy, who were many, and 
falne, or wroughtfrom the Father , ypon per hopes, and the aduantage ofa deuided 
Soucraingniy. 
Aud though there were many other occaſions of this defection of the ſonne , from 
the 
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the Father ; yet, that this for theſe Caſtles ſhould firſtbe caken (may ſeeme to bee the 
VVorke ef GODS clpeciall iudgement ) beeing thole peeces, which himſelf 
had taken from his @wnc narurall brother Geffery, contraty to his Oath, made vnto 
his Father as is before related : {© (as if to tell muſtice, chat it mult bee duely ropay- 
ed) the ſame Caftles are made, to bring miſchicte yppon him, and to giue a begin- 
ning to the fouleſt diſcorde that could bee : VVherein hee had not onely the Chil- 
dren of his owne body , burthe V Vifc of his Bed to Confpire, and pradtiſe againſt 
him. 

For, hereuppon the ſonne ſuddainly breaking away from the Father came to Par, 
where , the King of France (who had no other meanes to preient the ouer-growing of 
a neighbour bur co deuide him) ſommons and folicitesthe Princes of France , and all 
the friends hee could make , to ayde King Henry the ſonncagainit the father , and to

Beſides , | na into their party & G » whole youths (apt to bee 
wrought on, for increaſe ef their allowance ) are cahily intiſed ; and wirh them their 
morher inraged with icalouſie, and didaine for her husbands conceiued abuſed of her 
bed. npndons FTpre Worms ae glory, about the twentieth yeare of his 
Reigne , comes {uddainly of his owne people, and is driven through diſtruct to 
hire , andentertayne ftrange forces ; produring thouſand Brabanſons ( which 
were certayne Mercenaries commonly called the Routs or Cofterels ) for the recouery 
and holding of his Eſtate. And ſome few faithfull Miniſters hee had (notwithſtanding 
this generall defetion) who tooke firmely to him ; as Walken Earle Aandenile , Hugh 
de Lacy, Hugh 4s Branc fee 

But howſocuer we haue ſcene the beſt of this Kings glory , and though hee had after 
this, good ſucceſſes, hee had neuer bappinefle; labour heedid all meanes to haue 
qualified the heate of his diſtempered ſonne,by many meditations of peace: offering all 
conuenient allowances for his Eſtate, but all would not pxeuaile : his ſword is drawne, 
aud with him the King of Frezce with all his forces enters yppon his Territories on that 
fhdethe Sea ; on this the King of Scots ſeizes ypon Northamberland ; and makes great 
ſpoyles.. The olde King complaines tothe Emperour , and all the neighbour Princes 
his friends,of the ynnaturall courſes of his ſoane , and of his owne improuident aduan= 
cing him. Wikew King of Scile writes, and condoleshis misfortunes, bur lay too farre 
off to helpe him. 

The King of Frexce beficges Vernon! a 'place of yu firengeh, and importance, 
which Hagh de Lacy, and Hugh de o_—_ y , andafter a monches 
hege,they of the Towne ( victualls fayling) obrayned truce of the King of Frexce, and 
permiſſion to ſend ynto their Soueraigne for ſuccour , Which if it came not withm

King Herr the Father with all the forces he could make,came iuſt at the limitted day; 
diſpolcs his Armic to ſtrike Batraile with his enemies ; but the King of France to a- 
uoydethe ſame, ſends the Arch-biſhop of Sens , and the Earle of*Bloys to mediate a 
| parle, which was appoynted rhe morrow : this day loſt, loſt Yernoml. For, to the mor- 
row Par'c,, the King of France neythercomes, nor ſends ; but had entrance into the 
Towne (accordiag to couenants) which contrary to his Oath , hee fackes, takes with 
him the hoſtages , and oyle thereof : remoones his Campe , and leaucs the King of 
Englanddilappoynted ; whothat night , after having perſued the flying Army with 
ſome ſpoyle,enters into Yerroul and the morrow ſurpriles Danuile a Caltles of his enc- 
| mics, with many Priſoners. Thence he goes to Roxew, whence , hee ſent his 8raban- 
ſons into Brntaine againſt Hugh Earle of Cheſter , and Ra/ph Fnlgters, who had poflelt 
themſelues almoſt of the whole Country ; but beeing nor able to refill the Kings for 
ces in the Field , they with all the great men in thoſe parts , and that-ſide of France re- 
couered the Caſtles of Dole; where, they Fortified and kept chemſelues, tifl King Hen- 
r7 the Father came in perſon, belicged and tooke it ; and with them, about toure ſcore 
Lords, menof name and ation, Whereuppon all the relt of the Countrey yeelded 
themſclues. , 

This ouerthrow beeing of ſuch import , fo terrified the Aduerſaries , as they nego- 
tiate a Peace, and a Parleis appointed berweene Geſors and Try , wherein the King of 
Englana, (though hc had the better of the day) condeſcended to make offer to his tonne 
Of halſe the rexennes of the Crowne of England, with foure connenient ( aſtles therem ; or 
if hee had rather remayne in Normandie ralfe the rewennes thereof, and al the rexonues of 
the Earledome of Amon, &s. Tobi ſonne Richard he offer; balfe the rewewnes of Aqui. 
taine and ſoure Caſtles m theſame. To Geffery the Land that ſhould come wxto him by the 
daughter of the E arle Conon. Beſides be ſubmantted brmſelfe to the arbitration of the Arch- 
biſhop of Tarento, and the Popes Legater, to adde any allowance more as in their iudgments | 


grants, ſhewed how much cedelired this peace. 

But it was not in the purpoſe of the King of France, that the ſame ſhould take 
cffe&: for ſuch peruerſneiſe and indignitie , was offered ro King Hemyy in this Treaty, 
as Kob:rt Earle of Lerceſter , is layde to haue reproached him to his face, and offered 
to draw his ſword vpon him ; ſochat , they®brake off in turbulent manner , and their 
troupes fell preſcntly to bickering berweene Carte/es , and Grſors, butthe French had 
the worſe, F 

Thc Earle of Leicefter with an Army , makes ouer into Exgland, is receyued by 
Hugh B1gog,, into the Caſtle of Fremingham. Richard de Lucy Chicde Tuſtice ef Eng- 
land, and Humphrey Bohun the Kings Conſtable , being vpon the borders of Scotland, 
hearing thereof, makes truce with the King of Scots. And halte to Saint Edmenſbury 
where che Earles of Cornwall, Gloceſter, and « Arundellioyne with them ; they encoun- | 
ter the Earle of Leicefter , ata place called Farzbaw , oucrtorew his Army, flew tenne 
thouſand Fleming ; tooke him, his Wife, and diuers great Priſoners , which were ſent 
vnto the King in Normandy, who, with his Army was not there idle, but daily got Ca- 
ſtles, and Forts from his enemies , vnrill Winter conftrayned both Kivgs to take truce 
till Eaſter following ; and the ike did the Biſhop of Dareſme with the king of Scors,for 
which hee gaue him three thouſand markes of filuer, to bee payed out of the Lands of 
| the Barons of Northumberland. 

The Spring came on , and the truce expired : King Henry the Sonne, and Philip 
Eartlc of Flawnders , are ready at Graweling , with 2 great Army for England. The

by the Biſhop of Dwreſme ; who, forall his ſcruice done in the North, ftood not 
clcare in the Kings apini There came likeyilc thither Xoger de C Mowbray yeeld- 


and Duffic/d: Amkerill, Mallory and William Dinze, Conftablesof the Earle of Leicefter, 
the Cattles of Leiceffter, Moneſordtand Groby ; ſo that withinthice weekes, all E noland 
was quieted , and all withourdrawing of {word , which intholc manly dayes ſeemed 
onely reſcrucd for the field. ; 

This done,aad ſupplied with one thouſand Welſhmen : King Henry with his Priſo- 
ners,the King of Scets,the Earls of Leiceſter and Cheſter, paſſes oucr into Norwandy,to 
the reliefe of Ron : where thoſe thouſand Welſhmen ſent ouer the Riuer Szene, entred; 
and made way through the Campe of the King of Fraxce , flew a hundred of his men, 
and recouered a Woode withoutany loſſe of theirs. After which exployt, the King 
of England (cauſing the gates of the City,to be fer open , the Barracadges taken away, 
the trenches they had made , 'bctweene the French Campe and the City, to bee filled 
vpagaine, with rubbiſh and timber) marched toorth with troupes, to prouoke the 
enemy, but without any anſwere at all. Inthe ende the King of France, ſends away 
the weakeſt of his people before , and followed after with the reſt , yppon ſufferance

The two Kings , Father and Sonne ſhortly afterrerurne into England, where re- 
formation inthe Gouernment needed as much as in France; and heere had the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbwry ſummoned a Councell of the Clergie , wherein were many 
enormirics of the Church reformed, ' as may bee ſcene in the Canons of that Synod. 
The King ſupplies all Vacancies , and giues to lob» de O-xenfood,, ( that great Minitter 
of his) the Biſhopricke of Norwich : Then takes hee into his hands all the Caſtles 
hee could ſeize vpon ; among other the Tower of Br:jtoll, which was rendered by 
the Earlc of Gloceſter, and was neuerin his hands before. Hee takes penalties both of 
Clerkes and Lay-men, who bad treſpaſſed bis Forreſt rin time of Hoſttlitie : for which he is 
taxed of wrong , Richard Lacy Iuſtice of England , having warrant by the Kings pre- 
cept to diſcharge them for theſame. But the profic which they yeelded him, made 
him cake che {tricter therein, gFor the death of dleawe de Newile which 
had beene chiefe Iuſtice of all the Forreſts of England, .hee deuides them into diners 
parts,appointing ts ewery pare foure uſhers whereot two te be Clerkes, and two K wights, 
and two Seruants of his Houſhold, to be Keepers of the Game owrr all other Forreſter « exther 
of the Kings, Knights, or Barons what ſoener , and gave them power to implea, according 
ro the Aſſiſe of the Forreſt, 

The King being at Yorke, there cane vnto him Willem King of Scorr, with almoſt all 
the Biſhops, Abbots, and Nobility of Scorland, and confirmed the Peace, and finall 
concorde which had formerly beene , in the time of his impriſonment, at Faleiſe in 
in Normandy : before all the greateſt Eſtates of both Kingdomes; the Tenour whereof 
is to be ſcene in Roger Homeden. 

After this , a Councell is called at Findſor, whether repayre certayne Biſhops 
of Ireland , and the Chancelour of Roderick King of Connangbr , for whom a finall 
concord is concluded , ypon doing Homage, Fealty, and I Tributeto be payd , Which 
was, Of eneryzen Beaſts, one ſufficient Hide, within bis Kimgdome , and theſe Prowinces

Whilft thcſe preparations were in hang,and the money collecting,a quarrellariſes be- 
tweene Richerd Earle of Paiftow, and Reymond Earle of Fholouſe, yu this occaſion, 
The Earle of Ti PROITY the per{ſwaſion of one Peter Smaller , had taken certaine Mer 
viced them hardly. The Earle of Paxton ſurprizes this Peter,im- 
priſons him, and would not ſuffer the Earle of Tholewſe to redeeme him, ypon any £0n- 
dition. Whereupon the Earle impriſons two Gentlemei feruants of the Kin 
lands, Robert and Ra/pb Poor trauclling through his Country (as Pilgrimes) £ aint 
Lamts de ( ompoſtella; which Earle Ricbard tooke fo ill,as be enters into the Earles Coun. 
trey with an Army (prepared for a better at) waſtes it with gre and ſword, befieges 
and takes his Caſtles about Thelowſe. The King of France (vpon thelamentable com. 
playnt of the Tholowſens )ſends to the King of England to vnderftand, whether his fonne 
Richard did theſe things by his will and Counſel. Ther King of England an{weres,That 


he nenher willed nor ( onnſelted bim therenuto,and that bis ſon ſent br word, (by the Arch- | 


biſhop of Dublin) that he dsd nothing ,out by the conſent of the King of France. Who(nor ſa- 
tisfied with this anſwere) cnters preſently into Bery with his Army , ſeazes vppon the 
Countrey ; takes in diuers Caſtles of the King of Emglands , who makes hinaſelte read 
to recoucrthe fame. Andthus that great i enterpriſe, vndertaken wich ſu 
feror, became daſhr and ouerthrowne, at the yery time, they appeynted to haue ſet 
forward. 

All ————_ could vie by his Legates, nor all the perſwafions of 0- 
ther Princes might preuaile,to reconcile theſe two in aged Kings, though diuerſe inter- 
viewes were procured, diuerle ouertures pro cd, yet none tooke cffet ; they 


{ cuer depart more incenſed then they met : in ſo much as atlength, the King of France, 


in a rage,cut downethe great Elme(berweene G1ſors and Try) vnder which, the Kings 


"of France , and Dukes of Normandy were cuer vied to parle , and ſwore, There ſtou/d | 


be no more meetings in that place. But yetafter this, they were brought to another parlc 


elſewhere , and therein the Popes Legat threatned to interdit the King of France, vn-' 


lefſe hee made peace with the King of England. The King of Frence told him,that he 
feared not his ſentence,becing grounded vpon no equity , and thatit appertained not to 
the Church of Kome , by ſentence , or otherwile, to chaſtiſe the —>. ny or King of 
France , vndertaking to reuengethe demerrits of the rebellious , that diſhonoured his 
Crowne ; and flatly told the Cardinall, That be ſmelled of the Sterlings of England. 

This interview , wrought a worle effect then allthe reſt: for heere the King of Eng- 
lard (abſolutely) refuſes to render Ahce to his ſonne Richard , hut offered to the King 
of France , to giue herto his ſonne obs, with large conditions, then ſhoyld be granted 
withthe other : which ſ@ much alienated the hearr of his ſoune Richard, as he becomes 
wholly Liege-manto the King of France, did homage vnto him for Aquitaine,and they 
both ioyne their forces againſt the Father. 

And here now comes this mightic King of Eng/and ( the greateſt of all the Chriſtian 
World in his time,or that the kingdome euer ſaw to fall quire a ſunder ; forſaken both 
of his ſubic&s, and himſelfe letting downe his heart, to yecld to any conditions what- 
ſocuer : he who neuer ſaw feare (but in the backe of his enemies) leaues now the de- 
fence of Mans , and flyes away with ſcauen hundred men ( hauiug promiſed the City, 
neuer to giue it ouer , in regard his Father was there buried , and himſclfe borne: ) and 
afterward comes to this laſt parle, with the King of France , berweene Twrwin and Ar- 
ras : where at their firſt mecting (no man ſulpeSing the wrath )a thunder-bolr, with fo 
terrible a cracke lighted iuſt berweene them , as it parted their conferenceina confuſed 
manner for that time. NR | 

Within a while after,they came together againe, when ſuddainly began as fearefull 
athunder as the former , which ſo amazed the King of England(as he had falne off from 
his Horſe) had he not beene ſupported by thoſe about him. And in this ſort, beganne 
the Proem of that Treaty , wherein , the King of England yeelds to whatſocuer con- 


ditions, 
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ditions, the King of France required , did him homage againe for all his dominions on 
that fide (both Kings hauing at the beginging of this Warre, renounced theis mutuall

Andthat if he ſhould not performe theſe Articles , bis Barons ſhould ſwecare to re- 
nownce bim, and bet aher them to the part of the King of France, - and Earle Richard. And 
for more caution, be yeeldes to delwwer wp the Cuties of Mans and Taxeyn, with devers Ca.

And here was an end of this bufineſſe; and within three dayes after,of this Kmgs life:

' queſtioned. The King of France, claimes hai#e the 1ſle of Cypres,the King of Bnghond 
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| balfe the Treaſure and good: of the Earle of Flaunders, whereon the King of France had 
ſcized ; and therein, neyther is ſatisfied. Then are there two pretendersto the Crowne of 
leruſalem, Guy of Lufgnenand Conrade, Marquis of Monferrate : Guy pleads the pol- 
ſeffion thereof, which hee had by his wife S«b:4s : the King of Exgland takes part wh 
Guy: the King of France, with Conrade ; and with thele differences are they kept in im- 
broylemenrs, and continually diftempered, in ſo much, as by their owne heatcs and the 
contagion of the Country, they fell into a moſt dangerous tickneſle, that coft them both 


their haire, being more then they got by the yoyage. 


But being recouercd the King of France bad no longer willto ſtay there , where hee 
ſaw no more likely-hood of honor or profit z 3nd at home, hee knew was better good to 


be done with lefle danger, and the rather by the death of the Earle of Flawnders, whoſe 
ſtate lay ſo neere , as it tooke yp part of his ; whereof hee had a purpoſe to abridge his 
ſucceſſor ; and therefore, craues G_ of the King of England (for without leane of each 
other it was conemanted, neither of them ſhould depart) to returne home : which King Rs- 
chard was hadly won to grant, in reſpe he kgew the danger, it might worke him, in 
his abſence, to let ſuch an offended Lyon looſe. 

But inthe end through the carncſt ſolicitation of the King of France , and the afſu- 
rance (confirmed by Oath )not doe any thing offenfiue to his Dominions in Fraxce,du- 
ring his abſence, he yeelds thereunto. And 1o departs this great Prince , leauing the 
Earle of Borgogne Licutenant of tus forces : And King R:icherd betakes him to the fiege 
of Aſcelon : writes inueRtiue lecters againſt the King of France for leauing him : Who 
likewiſe defames King K:cberd among his neighbours at home. And it may be doubt- 
ed whether the periury of theſe two Kings did not adde more to their finne, then the 
action they vndertooke for the remiſſion thereof could rake away , for that ef good 
worke mmpronſly man.ged, merits no more then an il. 

Ten moneths the King of England ſtayes behind in theſe parts, conſuming both his 
men and treaſure without any great lucceſſe , though with much noble yalour' and ex- 
ceeding courage ; finding cuer great peruerineſſe in the Earle of Borgogne, who accor- 
ding to his maiſters in{truRtions ſhewed no great defire to aduance the adtion , where 
another muſt carry the honour ; but willing alwayes to returne home (pretending his 
want) drew backe when any bufineſſe of importance was to be done ; and at length falls 
ficke, and dyes at eAcor. | 

C-mrade, who was ſo much fauoured by the King of France,in his title for that King- 
dome, was murthered by ewo we jw , Whereot the King of Exglanawas (but very 
wrongfully)taxed;and the Earle of Champagne, marrying his Widdow,fifter to Queene 
Subilla,was by King Richard preferred to the Crowne of /ernſalem and Guy of Luſr 
(the other pretender ) made King of {yprws,and fo both contented. During this buſineſſe 
abroad inthe Eaſt, the ſtate of England ſuffred IST 
L5ng(bamp,who viurping the whole authority to himſclfe without communicating an 
thing _—_ with the Nobility, or the reſt of the Commiſſioners ioyned with him rp/ 
what hee lifted , and with that inſolency carried himſclte , as hee incurred the hatred of 
the whole Kingdome,both Clergy and Lay. His traine was ſayd to be ſo great, and the 
pompe of attendants ſuch, as where bee lay in any religious boute but one night, chree 
yeares revenues would ſcarce ſuffice to recouer the charge. Beſides , beeing a ftranger 
himſelfe,and viing only French rien about him , made his courſes the more int le 
to the Engliſh; in ſo much, as at length the whole Clergy, and Nobiliry oppoſe againſt 
his proceedings , and the Earle /obw taking aduantage vppon thele diſcomtentments 
(to make himiclfe more lar, and prepare the way to his intended vſurpation) 
oyncs With the ſtate had & 8: this Biſhop, being the man that had cuer crofſed his cour- 
ſcs, having an cſpeciall eye veto him , as the moſt dangerous perſou of the Kingdome, 
both in of the Kings charge, and his owne ſafety. 

And now there fell out a fic occafionto ruine the Chancellor by his mcanes. Geffery 
the Ele&t Arch» biſhop of Torke,baſc fonne to Henry the ſecond, to whoſe preferment in 

England, King Richerd was aucrie(and therfore had conkn d hyn within Normandy,du- 


ring his abſence) had by great labour to Pope Celeſtme,obtained a power to be inueſted 
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in that Sea: whoſe comming into Eng /and being aduertiſed tothe Chancellor Long/hamp, 
hee was at his landing at Dower apprehended , and drawne by force out of the Church 
which hee had recoucred, and fam the Alcar in his Pontificall Habit trayled into the 
Caſtle in molt vile manner. Ot which violence the Earle /ob» , and the Biſhop taking 
notice , they cammand the Chancellor not only toreleale him , bur alſo ro an{were the 
matter,betore the. aſſembly of the Biſhops, and Nobility at P's : where, they Article, 
and vrge againſt him many haynous actions committed , contrary wo the Commithon 
| giuen him, and the Weale of the King and Kingdome. 

| The Arch-biſhop of Re<n,and Wiltam Marſhal Eatle of Strigmule,ſhewed openly the 
| Kings Letters Pattents,date@ac AZeſſens in Sicile, wheſeby they were made Commith- 
' oners with him in the gouernment of the Kingdome ; which norwithſtanding , hee 
| woulFneuer luffer them to deale ir any bufineſſe of the fame ; but by his owne vio- 
| legt, and head-long will , doc all himiclfe ; wheretore in the end het was by the Aſſem- 
| bly depoſed from his Offige; aftl the Arch-biſhop of Rogen (who would doe nothing 
withoutthe Councell of the State } inſtituted therein. * The Tower of Landon, and 
the Cattle of #mdſor arc taken from him , and deliuered to the Arch-bilhop. © And fo 
*rhis great Officer preſuming too much in his place (having enuy ſo neere him, and a 
mailter ſo farre oft) wasthrowne downe from his State , faine to retigne his Legan» 
tine Crofle at Canterbury gand to take vp that for the Holy Warre : and priuily tecke- 
ing to eſcape oucr Sea , was, in the habite of a waman, with a webbe of Linnincloth 


ſpectacle tothe people, and Conducted with all derifion co the Cattle ; whence atter 
cight dayes hee was by the Earle /obs releated , and ſuffered to: goe on #his journey; 
wherein , beeung the meſſenger of kisownemiſ-yſage ,. hee had the aduantage of his 
aduerſaries, andpreuailed againſt them with the Pope, who tooke it very renderly, the 
power Legantinc ſhould beſo vilified. 

The Earle /obn,the Arch-biſhop of Rexen, and the other Iulticcs of the King,gran: 
ynto the City of London their Common (or liberties, Yand the Citizens ſivore fealty ro 
Kmg Richard and his beive ; and that if bet dyed withoat iſſue, they would receine the Earle 
| John for their Lord and King, and likewiſe ſwore fealty 11310 him againſt algpren, reſernmg 
| their faith to Kmyg Richard. 

In this forwargnefſe was the Eatle'/ob» tor his brothers Crowne , whilſt hee is be- 
| leagating eAſca/on , and grapling with Salad Swtan in the Eaft, But having notice 
| of this proccedingin England, and-how the King'of France had taken in Grſors, and 
| the Country of Yexin; contrary to-his Oath; hee takes the oportunity of an Mer made 
| by Sa/adine of a Trucetor three yeares, ypon condition T hat be ſhould reſtore Aicalon 
10 the ſamie State wherein bee found tt before the fieg+: which hee did by the Counſall of 
| the Templars , andthe whole Army. Aud prelently leauing Wife, Sifter, and people 
ro come after him (as they could prouide) rakes aſhippe with ſome tew followers, and 
recurnes from his action, with as great precipitatioh as hee vndertooke it : hauing con- 
ſumed thercia all that mighty Treaſiue left him by-his Father ,- and all thar ocherwile 
hee conld teare from his ſubiedts, art diucrs others, by violeut estortion , Or cunning 
practiſes. | 

Pardon vs Antiquity if we muſecenſnre your altions, which are eug (44 theſe of men )ac- 
cording to the vogue,aud ſway of times, and bane ovely their upholdy by the opmyon of the

Newes heereof is preſeatly ſent by the Emperour to the King of France that he might 
likewiſe reioyce at this Fortune, and hee tells hin, That row the Evemy of hi# Emik 
pire , and the diſturbey of the Kingdome of France was faſt i bold,andall the manner how, 
The State of Englendis likewiſe ſoone certified of this b&auy diſalter, and great meanes 
is made to redeeme their King qut of Capriuity, wha is ſayd to hauc borne his Fortune 
with that magnanimity , _ clearcd himlelfe of the (candalls layd on him for the death 
of Comrade the Emperours kinſinan, and other his ations in the Eaſt, in ſuch fort, as hee 
won the affeion of the Emperor, ſo that hee profeſſed a great defire to reſtore him,and 
reconcile him to the King of Frexce. Bur yer we tind, ThateKmg Richard depoſed him- 
ſelfe of the King dome of England, aud delruered the ſame to the Emperor as bus ſwpreame 
Lord,and wne/ted bum therein by the diinerin vp bis bat, which theEmperor returned 
ynto him in the preſence of the Nobility of Germany and England;to boldchis Kingdom 
from him fosfifty thouſand pounds (terligg to bee payde as an annuall cribute, 

And yet notwithſtanding all this, the King of France, combining with the Earle 
lobn, prevayled ſo much with the Emperour , as hee held him Priſoner a whole yeare, 
and fixe weekes, through the offer of mighty ſummes they made ynto him. For he,and 
the Earle /obx fully accounted that hee ſhould haue beene held a perperuall priſoner,and 
vpon that reckoning the Earle /obndid homage to the king of France for the Dutchy 
of Normandy, and all the reſt of thoſe tranſmarine Territories, and for Englandas it is 
layd; and m_ refignes vnto him G/ors, with tae Country of Yexin,ſweares to mar- 
ry his ſiſter Ace, and to bee diuorced from his other Wife , the Daughter of the Earle 
of Gloeefter. The king of France cournants to giue him with his iter , that part of 
Flanders which he had taken from that Earledome , and ſweares to ayde him in the at- 
rayning both of Exgland and whatſocuer elſe the Lands of his brother, 

ThenYoes the Earle /ohn ouer into England, carrying many ſtrangers with him, 

and preſeatly, the Caſtles of Walngford and Windſor , are rendered ynto him : then 
comes hee to London and requires of the Arch-biſhop of Rowen,and other the Commiſ- 
fioners,the kingdome of England,and that fealty bec made vnto him, affirming his bro- 
ther was dead ; but theynor giuing credit ynto him, and denying his defire; with rage 
and trong hand , hee fortifies his Caſtles, and in hoſtile manner inuades the Lands of 
his brother finding many partakers to ioyne with him. . 
. The Queene mother, the Iuſtices of Exgland, andallthe faithfull ſeruants of the 
King, guard and G&«fend the ports,againſt the inuafion of the French and Flemings,who 
in great numbers ſeces to aydethe Earle /oby; and alſo they labour the redemption of 
the king, whoſe ranſome the Emperour rates at onehundred thouſand Markes, 2nd 
finding of fifty Gallies ready furniſhed, and two hundred fouldiers to attend his ſeruice 
in the Holy Warres for one yeare. 

In Nermandj the Officers and Seruants of the king of England, defend with no 
lefſe Faith and Courage , therighr of their Maiſtezagainſt the king of France, who 
with all his power, labours to ſubdue them , and by his large offers to the Empe- 
rour prolongs his Og , andinhaunces hiy ranfome. This toyle and charge 
is the W putinto , gh the misfortuncand weakeneſſe of their hardy king, | 
who , onely in reſpeR of his Valour, (becing exherwiſe not worth ſo much, and | 
the Holy Worke he vndentooke , (whereby hec obliged the Clergy , which ther, ma- 


rol all, gotthe opinion and loue of his ſubic&s , in ſuch ſort, as they ftrayne 
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the Emperour c ompounds with King R:chard in this manner : That bee ſhould ſend bus 


logne werght,to be ſealed vp and ſafely condutled to the bounds of the Emprre,at the perill of 
the Kmg of England;and other fifty thouſand Markes of filuer (whereof twenty thouſand 
| for the Dukg of Auſttich,azd thirty thouſand for the Emperour,to be payd at ſexen moneth; 
after and pledges to be ginen : threeſcore to the E , and ſexen to the Duke, Belides, 
the King of England ſrreares to ſend bu Neece, the {ſter of Arthur Earkeof Brittaine, to 
be married to n 2 Dwke of Auſtrich, &c. 

And the Emperour granced to the King of England by bis Charter the ſoxeraignty of 
Prounnce , Yienne, and Vrennoys, Marſeliu, N = _ Arls, Lyons, and what ſoener hee 
had im Burgogne zv1th the bomages of the King of Arragon,the Earles of Dijon,and Saint 
Giles. In which Countries were five Arch-buſhopricks thirty three Biſhopricks; but the 
Emperour could neuer baue domination oucy them , nor they recciue any Lord that he 
prelented them. So that this great giſt confifted but in Title , which yer pleaſed King 
Richard, that hee might nor ſecme to part with all his ſubſtance for nothing. And the 
ſame wind hee ſends to Hubert the new a of Canterbury,late made his Vice- 
gerent in Eng/and, to be blowneouer all the Kingdome , by a letter wrote vnto him ;

Heere all ſuch who had taken part wich the Earle /obw,and defended his Caſtles, were 
ſommoned to appeare,and all the rich were put to their ranſome , the poorer fort let goe 
at liberty , bur vnder ſureties of a hundred Markes a peece, to anſwere in the Kings 
Court whenlpeuer they ſhould be called. The King of Scots , ſeeing the King of Eng- 
land vic all meancs for money , offers fiftecne thouſand Markes for Northumberland, 
with the appurtenances,alledging bow King Henry the ſecond gane the ſame to Henry bu 
Father and that after boa Kong Malcolm nn. fine _— This large offer nr os 
tempted King Richard fo , a5 againe hee contulted with his Councell aboutthe matter, 
and in conclufien was willing to yeeld the ſame to the King of Scots, reſcruing to him- 
ſclfe the Caſtles ; bur that , the King of Scets would not accept, and ſo with much dif 
content departs into Scotland : yer ewo yeares after this , King Richard ſends Hmwbert 
Walter Arch-biſhop of Cant to Torky , thereto treate with the of Scets of a

From Wwmcbefter,King Richard into Normandy with an bundred ſhipsſo that 
his ſtay in England was bur fromthe latter ende of February tothe tenth of May , and 
that time onely ſpent in ing out what poſſible this kingdome could yeeld , ro con- 
ſume the ſame in his of Frence , which tooke vp all the reſt of his Reigne,be- 
iogin the whole but nine yeares,and nine moneths, whereof hee was neuer aboue eight 
moneths in England, Not doe wee finde that exicr his wife Berenguels was heere,or had 
any Doweric or honour of a Queene of England, or otherwiſe ot any regard with him, 
bow much ſocuer ſhee had deſerued. 

And now all affaires that either concerned the Scate in generall, or any mans parti- 
cular, was (to the charge and trauayle of the EI diſpatched 
in Normandve ; and that gaine wee had by our large Dominions + The fuſt ati- 
on that King R«bard yndertooke vpon his comming ouer, was,the relicuing of Yernow/s 
belieged by the King of France ; and there his brother lohw , by the mediation of their 
mother Queene Elioner is reconcid vnto him , — 
France. And to make his the (trenger in thoſe Countryes , he furſt giues bis ſiſter 


er to his Dutchy of Ges, and might moft offend him. Then enters league 
with Baldwin Earle of Flaxders from whom the king of France had taken eArrow, and

in the end, ioyne both'togerher againſt him. - Now to ſupply the charge of this great 
worke , England was fue ſtill ro beare the heauieſt part ; and no ſhift is left vnſought, 
that might any way raiſe meanesto the King from hence. Witneſle the Commſſion grues 
ro the Inſtices ninerants ſent into exery ſhiere of England , for exatton pon pleas of the 
Crowne, for Eſcheates ,Wardſhips, Marriages,Cc.with the impronement of the Demanmer, 
and the order taken for the exatt knowing of the eftates of men, and eſpecially of the lewer, 
on whom the King would bane none to prey but himſclfe : T hen the rai/ing an impoſition vp- 
| pon allowance of [ urnements , which was for enery Earle twenty Marker of fulmer : enery 
Barom, ten, enery K night baumg lands, fonre ; avd for ſuch 44 bad none, two Markes for a 
Licence, The Collection whereof the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury commirs to his bro- 
ther Theobald Walter. Beſides another new ſeale, the old bemyg loſt by the Yce- Chancelor 
at the taking of Cyprus, brings in a new exaCtion. 

Bur the procceding in the pleas of the Crowne and extorting of penalties, Anno Reg.g. 
by Hugh Bardolph, Roger Arundle andGeffery Hatcher, luſtices Itinerants tor Lincolne- 
ſhe, Nottinghamſbire, Darbyſhwe, Torkeſhire, Northumberland, Cumberland and Lan- 
caſter, was of a higher ftrayne of exaRtion,and more profound ,as having more of time, 
and preſumption vponthe peoples ſufterance ; of whom, when once triall was made that 
they would beare , - were ſureto haue more layd on them then they were able ro vnder- 
goe. And with thele yexations (\ayth Honeden) all England from Sea to Sea was redu- 
ced to extreame pouerty , and yet it ended fot heere : another rorment is added ro the 
confuſion of the Subicets by the Juſtices of the Forrefts, , Fiagb Newite,Chicfe Tuftice, 
Hugh Wac and Erniſe de Newile,who not only execute thoſe hideous Lawes introduced 
by the Norman, bur impoſe others of miore tyrannicall ſeuerity , 'as the memory thereof 
being odious,deſcrues tobe vrerly forgotten, hauing afterwards by the hard labour of 
our noble anceſtors , andthe of more regular Princes ; beene aſfwagedand

cauſed him to be hanged at flayed. | 

This was the end of this Lyon-like King,when he had reigned nine yeares, and nine 
moncths, wherein hee exacted,and conſumed more of this Kingdome,then all his prede. 
ceſſors from the Norman had done before him.and yer lefle deterued then any, bauing 
neyther liucd here,neither left behind him Monument of Piety,or of any other publique 
worke,or cucr ſhewed loue or care to this Common-wealth, but onely to get what hee 
could fromit. Neuer had Prince more giuen with lefſe adoc , ahd Ictle noyle then hee. 
The reaſon whereof, as I haue ſayd, was his vndertaking the Holy wars,and the cauſe of 
Chtift, with his ſuffering therein ; and that madethe Clergy , which then might doe all, 
to deny him nothing ; and the people, fed with the report ot his miracutous vilour,hor- 
rible incounters in his voyage abroad, (and then tome victory in France } were brought 
to bearc more then euer otherwiſe they would haue done. 

Then had he ſuch Miniſters here to ſerue hisrurne as preferred his, before the feruic@ 
of God, and did more for him in his abſcnce , then cuer perayuenture hee would , or 
could haue done for himſclfe by being here preſent. For, both, to hold their places and 
his good opinion,they deuiſe more ſhifts of rapine, then had cuer beene practiſed before 
in this Kingdome,and cared not fo he were fatisfied, what burthen they layd on the Sub- 
ie; which rent and torne by continuall cxactions was made the more miterable,in that 
they came betrayed with the ſhew of Xelrgion and Law,the maine fupporters of humane 
ſociety,ordayned topreſerue the ſtate of a people, and not to confound ir. Bur the into- 
lent ouercharging the State in theſe times , gaue occahon to the future , to pronide for 
themiclues;excefſes cuer procure alteration. And the Succefſors of this King were bur 
lictle Iding vnto him ; for out of his and his brothers —_— their boundleſſnes 
cam4o be brought within ſome limits, Yer what this Kiog would have proued had his 
dayes allowed him other then this rough part of War, we know not ; but by the opera- 
tion of a poore Hermirs ſpeech made ynto him,we are ſhewed that he was conuerrtible, 
For being by him vehemently yrged to be mindfull of the ſubuerſion of Sodom, and to 
abſtayne from things vnlawfull,chereby,to auoyd the vengeance of God, he vpon an in- 
luing ficknes (a ſounder Counſailor then health) remembring this aduertiſment, yowes 
areformation of his life; and did afterward ypon his recovery, cuery morning rife early 
to heare Diuine ſeruice.For which FHoweden hath his note: How gloriom it is for 4 Pronce 
to beg mm and end bis attions in him who is begmnmng withobt begmning and wages the ends of 
the Exrth. Beſides, he growes boſpitable to the poore , and made reſtitution of much | 
Church veſſell, that had beene taken and ſold for ranſome. | 

Though thi King had no iſſue, yet was he teld by a Prieſt im France,that be had three exill 
danghters,and admoniſhed to put them away and be/tow thers abraad to anoid the puni/hment | 
of God.T be King gaxe him the lie and ſayd,he knew none he had, Yes Sir,repled the Prieſt, 
three daughters you haue,and they are theſe, Pride, Couctouſneſſe,and Letchery. The 
Kmg callmg thoſe who were preſent about brms,and relating what the Prieſt had ſad, willed , 
thens to be witneſſes how he would beſtow theſe his three daxghters which the Prieſt charged 
bim withall. The 1. which is Pride,I giue to the Templars and Hoſpitallers, Couetoul- 
nefle; to the Monkes of Ciſteaux Octer arti Lewchery to'the Clergy : 7 bis ſudaine re- | 
tortion (hewes 05 bis quickne: ,aud what kmd of men: were then maligned,and out of his grace. 
The end of the Life, and Reigne, of Richard the firſt, 
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& O H N having his brothers Army in the field , with all his Seruants and 
> Followers, cntertaynes them generally with promiſes of large rewards, 
and thereby had the aduantages of rme, power, and opmion, to helpe him 
on to his deſires. Hubert Arch-bilſhop of Canterbary being vpon buſines 
| in thoſe parts,and the moſt porent Miniſter hee could wiſh, for ſo migh- 
ry a workehe preſently diſpatches for England, with liam Marſpell Earle of Strignrl, 
Geſfery Fitz, Peter, &c. to prepare the people to receiue him for their King : who, eſpe- 
cially dealing with thoſe were moſt doubred would oppoſe him, and yndertaking for 
him chat he ſhould reſtore vnto themtheir rights, and gouerne the Kingdome, 2s hee 
ought , with moderation z wrought ſo as they were all content vppon thole condiri- 
ons , to ſweare Fealty ynto him againſt all men. Theſe yndertakers , likewiſe, ſend 
word to :lbam King of Scors (to hold him in, fromany attempt) that hee ſhould alſo 
hauc full atisfation for what hee claymed in England , vppon che returne of their new 
Maifter. And ſo were all things made cleare on this fide. But on the other, the right 
of ſucceſſion, which-was in Arthur the elder brothers Sonne, ftirred affections of ano- 
ther nature, the nobiliry of Anion, Maine, and T arein, maintayning the vſuall cuſtome 
of inheritance, adhere to Arthar,whom his mother Conflaxce puts ynder the ProteCtion 
of the King of France, who receiues him and yndertakes the Since of his right. 
lobn having his chiefe ayme at the Crowne of England, could haue notime of tay to 
cloſe thoſe ruptures that ſo violently brake outthere , but hauing receiued the inueſti- 
ture of the Durchy of Normandy and performed all thoſe rites,be ſpeedily, with his mo- 
ther Eliener (who mult haue her part in cuery aGt of her Sonnes) paſſes ouer into Eng- 
lard, and by way of EleCtionreceiues the Crowne vppon the eAſcention day , at the 
hands of Hubert Arch-biſhop of Canterbury , who in his Oration, (as it is recorded in 


| Mat. Pa.) before the whole afſembly of the State ſhewed, That by all reaſon drnine and 


bumaine, none ought to ſucceed in the Kingdome but who ſhould be for the worthmeſſe of his 
vertues, vniuer ſally choſen by the ſlate, as was this man, &c. which then,ſeemes eſpecially 
vrged in reſpect his rule of ſucceſſion would notcarry it. And the Arch-biſhop after- 
ward, ypon this poynt, being queſtioned, confeſſed to his friends, 7 bat bee foreſaw this 
man would, (what blood and miſchrefe ſoener 1t ſLould coſt) in the end obtayne the Crowne. 
eAnd therefore the ſafer way was, to prenent confuſion , that the Land ſhould rather make 
bim King, then be make himſelfe, and that this eleftion wonld be ſome tye pon him. 

So came /obw to the Crowne of England which he gouerned with as great iniuftice as 
nc gat it,and imbarked the ſtate and himſelte,in whole iniſerable imcombrances,thorow 
bis violences and oppreſhon,as produced deſperate effects,and made way to thoſe greac 
alterations in the gouerniment which followed. The Queene Mother, a woman of an 
high and working ſpirit,was an cſpeciall agent in this pretermeot of her ſonne /obn, in 
reipet of her owne greatneſſe, knowing how ſhce ſhould bee more by him , then ſhe 
could bee by her grand-childe eArrhwr, who had a mother would looke to become Re- 
gent here, and ſo ouer-ſhadow her eſtate, which was athing not to be endured. Be- 
ides, Arthar was a childe, borne and bred 2 ranger, and neuer ſhewed ymothe King- 
dome, ſo that hee had nothing but his right to draw a party , which could not bee ſuch

preſent, though

| derſtanding the time,and his owne aduantages, requires ſo ynreaſonable conditions, as 
| King /ohn could not, without great diſhonour "i wato,and {o they fall tothe ſword. 
| The King of France vnder pretence of working for Arthwr gets for himſelte ; which be - 
; ing diſcouered, Arthur with his mother (onftance, arc brought ( by the perfivaſion of 
| theirchicfe Miniſter ;/ilams de a Roche ) to commit themiclues ro the proteQtion of 
; King /obn,of whom likewile conceiuing a ſudaine icalouſly,(orelſe informed of his pur- 
| poſe ro impriſon them(the next night atter their comming.got ſecretly away and fled to 
' Angiers. Sothis yong Prince,borneto be cruſht berweene theſe two potent Kings (in- 
; tending onely their qyne ends ) gaue occahion by leauing them both, to make both his 
| enemies. After many attempts,and lictle gaine on cither hde,another treaty is mediated 
' by the Popes Legats,whercin King /obn buyes his peace vppon theſe yeelding conditi- 
ons : T hat Louys, eldeſt ſanne ts King Phillip, ſhould marry bus Neece Blanch, daughter of 
' Alphonſo ting of Caltile,and have with her in Dowre the (ty and County of Eurcux with 
| ſundry Caſtler im Normandy and 30000. Markes m filuer. Beſides promiſes of he died with- 
; out 1ſſue,to leane ynto him al his territories in France, And that he won/dnot ayd bis nephew 
; Otho,(lately elefted E mperor)againſi Phillip &rother to the late Emperor Henry 6. whom 
, the King of Frevce fauoured,in oppoſition of Pope nnocent,who tooke the part of Ortho. 
; Airerthis peace made,Orho taking it yukindly to be thus forſaken of his Vncle /obs, 
| {ends his two brothers, Henry Duke of Sax-1y, and Wrllians Winton (lo ticled, for bauing 
| beene borne at Iirchefer ) to require the City of Exrenx and the County of Poitton, 
| and two parts of the Treaſure which his Vacle King Richard had bequeathed ynto him, 
| befides other moucables; but they come too late,the obligation of blood, and rendring 
' of ducs is held to bee of an inferiour narure tothe preſent interefts of State, Tothis vn- 
kind and vnnaturall act hee preſently addes another : Repudiates his Wife (daughter to 
the Earle of Gloceſter , alleadging conſanguinity in the third degree ) and marries 1ſabell 
daughter and inheretrix to the Earle of Ang/oſme fianced before to = le Brax,Eatle 
of March (aPcere of greateſtate and alliance in Fraxce ) by conſent of King Richard, 
in whoſe cuſtody ſhe then was.

| Prouince. For which, and for refufing,vpon ſummons to come yntothis late Treaty in 
| France,the Kings cauſes his Shriefe /ames Potern,to ſeaze pon all his temporalities. The 
| Archbiſhop interdictsthe whole prouince of Tork, and excommunicares the Shrief.King 
| Tohn ſhortly after, makes a Progreſſe with his wife Queene /ſabel, ouer all the North 
| parts ynto Scotlaud,and exaits great fines of offenders in his Forreſts. In his paſſing tho- 
| rough Torkeſhire,his brother the Archbiſhop, refuſed him wine,and the honor of the bels 
| at Bewerley,but by the mediation of foure B B.and fourc Barons,and a great ſum of mo- | 
| ny, areconciliation is made betweene them, with promiſe of reformation of exceſſes on 
| eyther part, Vpon Eaſter day (after his returne from the North)the King againe is crow- 
; ned at Canterbury,and with him /ſabe? his Qucene, by the Arch-biſhop Habert. And 
there are the Earles and Barons of Emgland,ſummoned to be ready with horſe and armor 
to paſſe the Seas with him preſently yppon Whitſontide ; but they holding a conference 
together at Lerceſter by a generall content ſend him word, That wnleſſe be wonld render 
them their rights and libert1es , they would not attend him out of the kingdome.

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theſe Kings are in Aries, The King of Fraexce declares himfelfe for Arthur, to whom |

he marries his youngeſt daughter : requires King oz to deliuer vp vnto him all his ter- 
ritorics in France,and by a peremptory day ſummons him to appeare perlonally at Pars 
to anſwere what ſhould be layd to his charge, and abide the Arelſt of his Court , which 
King /ohz refuſing, was by ſentence adiudgegto lofe all he held of that Crowne, 

Thea is he aflailed on one fide by the King of France in Normandy , on the other by 
eArthur , and the Barons in Amon, who lay ficge ro Mirabe!,defended by Elioner the 
Queene mother, and were ypon the point of taking it ; when King Tohz , with-greater 
expedition and forcethen wasexpected, came and defcired rhe whole Arm y of the 
aſſaylants,tooke Priſoner the Earle eArthar, Hugh le run with the Barons of Poilton, 
and aboue 200, Knights, and men of commaund, all which hee carried ayay bound in 
Carts, and diſperſed into divers Caſtles both of Normandy and England. 

This Victory, which might ſceme enough to haue eſtablithed his Eftate, vndid 


him; for by the ill v{1n g hereof he loſt himſelfe, and his reputation for eucr.eArthrris 


| ſhortly after murther©d in priſon, and thedeede laydto his charge, which, with the 
cruell execution of many his Priſoners and Oftages, fo exaſperates the Nobility of 


Brutaine, Anion, and Poittoy, as they all take Armes againſt him,and fommoncd he is to 
anſwcre1nthe Court of Tuſtice of the King of Fraxce,to whom they appeale : which, he 
refuſing, is condemned both to lole the Dutchy of Normandy (which his Anceſtors 
had held by the ſpace of 300, yeares) and all his other Prouinces in Fravce, whereof the 
next yeare after,cyther though his negligence, bceing (as they write) giuen ouer tothe 
pleaſures of his young wife,or by the reuolt of his o\vne Miniſters (incenled likewile a- 
gain{t him) he became wholly diſpoſſeſſed. | 

And in this diſaſtrous eſtate , hee returnes into England, and charges the Earles and 
Barons with the reproach of his loſſes in France , and fines themto pay tne ſeuenth part 
of all their goods for refuſinFhim ayde. Neyther ſpared hee the Church , orthe Com- 
mons inthis iupoſition, Of which rapme ( ſanh Mat. Par. )were executors, Hubert Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury for the Clergy , and Geffery Fitz Peter [uſt1crar of England for the 
Layzty. Butall this treaſure collefted, amounted not toan{were his wants, or the Fur. 
niſhing of freſh ſupplics for the recouery of his loſſes (for which he yrges the lame to be 
ray{ed) and therefore againe in leſſe then the ſpace of an yeare, another leauy (but by 
a fayrcr way) is made, A Parliament is conuokedat Oxford, wherein is granted two 
Markcs and a halfe of euery Knights Fee tor military ayde : neyther departed the Cler- 
gy from thence, cill they had likewiſe promiled heir part. No ſooner is this money 
gathered , but a way is opened, intothata!l-deuouring Gulphe of Franceto iſſue it, 
through 2reuolt begunnein Britrame, by Gurds (now husband to Conſtence, mother of 
Arthur) 8aneri ds Malleex,and Almeric Luſigman,Confederats with many others; who 
receiuingnotthat ſatisfaction, expected from their new Maiſter , call in their olde a- 
gaine;torfhery vs, that mes private ivtereſts, howſocucr Honour and Juſtice are pre- 
rended, onely ſway their aftetrons, in ſuch ations as thele; 

Aulonerhaſtes King Job», and by the power hee brought, and what he found there, 
won theftrong Caſtle off for Alban,and after the City of Angiers; and was inafaire 
way co haue:recoucred more; but that the{King of Frans; by rhe Fortune of one day

| people,being borh our of proportion, and dit-joyntd in tholc iuft Ligaments of Com- 
| maund and Obedience that ſhould ho!d chem together ; the reducing whereof into due 
| forme andorder againe,colt more adoz, and more noble blood,then all the warres For- 
| raigne had done fince the Conqueſt. 
ewixt ſouecraignty, and ſubjetion (firſt obtayned of this King [ohn , after, of his ſonne 
| Henry therthird (though obſerued truely of neither) was in the maturity of a judicial 
Prince, Edward che fittt , freely ratified eAnno Reg. 27, which was aboue foure ſcore 
| ycares, And was the firlt ciuill diffention thateuer wee finde , fince the cltabliſhing of 
| the Engliſh Kingdome, betweenethe King and his Nobles, of this nature. For the bet- 
| ter knowledge whereof, wee are to take a view of the face of thole time , the better to 
| iudge ot the occaſions giuenand taken of thele rurbulencies. . 
| It was this time, about 1 30. yeares ſince Willie the hiclt had heere planted the Nor- 
| wan Nobility , whoſc iſſue beeing now become meere Engliſh , were growne tobe of 
| great numbers,of great meancs,and great ſpirits,euer exercited in the Warres of: Fraxce, 
where moſt of them were commanders of Caſtles, or owners of other Eſtates , beſides 
| what they held in England; and becing by this violent and vnlucceſfull King ſhut our 
' from action, and their meanes abroad, they practiſe to preſerue what was left, and to 
make themſclues as much as they could at home. Which,by their marriall treedome,and 
| the priuiledges ofthe Kingdome(neceffity now driving them to looke intoit)they more 
| boldly preſume to atrempr,in regard they ſary themſelues,and the Kingdome brought to 
be perpetually haraſſed at the Kings will,and that violence and corruption hath no tacul- 
ty to preſcribe ypon them : wherein their cauſe was much better then their proſecution 
For whillt they (triue to recouer what they had loſt, and che King ro keepe what hee by 
aduantage of time and ſufferance had gotten , many vniuttand infolent courſes are vic 
oneyther fide,which leaue their ttayne to poſterity, and make foule the memory of thoſe 
times. We can excuſe no part heerein, all was ill, and out of order. A diſeaſed head firſt 
made a diſtempered body,which being not to be recouered apart, rendred the 1ckneſle 
ſolong and tedious as it was. Behides, the ſtrange corruption of the ſealon concurred, 
to addeto this miſchicfe ; An ambitious Clergy polluted with auaricce, brought Piety in 
ſhew to be a preſumpriue party herein, and takes aduantages vpon the weakenefles they 
found,for which,the Roman Church heares ill to this day. And the occahon of their in-

were diſtraited from the ſame;and 1 will d+ iff. Bur the Pope retuhng the one,and the E114 
peror not yeelding vnto the other, the ſentence of excommunication is pronounced a- 
gainſt him. And all the States,as well of Germanre as the rett of che Roman Empure, are 
abſolued of theig fealry vaco him. Thus were thele two mighty Princes,the greatelt of all 
the Chriſtian World,left to the mercy of their lubiects ; who,though they were, by this 
meanes,all yntyed from obedience,yet many were not ſo from their attections, or other 
obligacions that held them firme ynto their Soueraignes. For there arc ſo many hgaments 
ina ttarc ws ryc it rogether,as it is a hard thing to diflolue them alkogether, vnleile it be 
by an vniuerfall concurrency of caules that producerh a generall alreration thereof, And 
it 15 ſeldoine ſceneof what temper ſocuer Kings are, buc chey finde art Eminent party in 
the greacelt defection of their people. As this King (the firtt of Exg/and, we find pur to 
this ttreight ) had yer many noble members of power , beſides the chiefe Officers of the 
Kingdome (whom their places confirme ) that ttucke ynto hin, Whoſe naines are re- 
corded in M i, Pay. and other Writers, 
And the becter tohold his reputation,and his people in ation , hauing now no em- 
ploy ment abroad , hee ſeekesto ſecure all other members of the Crowne of England, 
which were vnder his Dominion. And having ranſackt great Treaſure from the ewes, 
| makes an expedition into [reland, vpon intelligence of tone reuole and diforder there. 
Andar his hilt ariuall all the great men which held che maritime Caſtles and the Cham- 
pion Countrics came in,and did homage and fealty vnto tun at Dublin :Auch as innabi- 
ted the remote parts, and faftneſſes o. the Kingdome, kept thernſelues away,and retuled 
to comme, Heere to reduce the Counery into better order, hee ordaines the-lame tg bee 
gouerned by the Lawes and Cultomes of England, cauſes Englilh muny to be coyned 
there ;zand to be of equall value with that of this Kingdome , aad curranc alike in both: 
| With imany other orders,which had they bin with that care continued as they were ad- 
wicdly begun, would (as wiſe men deeme) haue terled that Kingdom in an intue obedi- 
ence,and faued all that great toyle,and expence,which the neglect thereot colt this State 
in lucceeding ages. And now hauing depured /»bn Gray, Biſhop of Norzw«h, lutticier 
there, after onely three moneths (tay , he returnes into England, where preluming now

| ales (that had rebelled) tro his Obedience , and takes cight and twenty children of 
the belt families for pledges of their future [ubietion.Returning thence,exaGts of eucry 
Knight, that attended nor his Army in thatexpedition,two markes ; and at Northamp- 
ton is pleaſed to receiue the Popes Agents , Pandolphus and Duranars ( lent to make 
peace betweene the Kiagdome and Pricſt-hood ) by whole cxhortation , and the con- 
fideration of the Sratc of his Kingdome, hee conſented that the Arch-biſhop and rhe | 
Monkes of Canterbury, with all the exiled Biſhops, ſhould in peace returne to their 
owne. Bur refuſing ro make ſatisfaCtion tor their goods confiſcated , the Agents de- 
art vnſatisfied , to the greater preiudice of the King ; whom now the Pope finding to 
bh yeelding in any thing , talles to bee more imperious to conſtrayne him to all what- 
ſoeucr hee defired : And ablolues all the Kings ſubieCts of what condition focuecr from 
their obedience,ftritly forbidding them, vnder paine of excommunication, his Board, 
Counſell , and Conference, Which norwithi(tanding preuailed not to diuert the Sub. 
ic&s from the ſeruice of their King. Who about this time takes occaſion , yppon the 
breaking our of certaine poore Mountainers of #ales, that makes pillage vpon the Bor- 
ders , torayſcajiother Army to inuade the whole Countrey. And being at Nettwg- 
ham, prepared for this ation (before he would fit downe to dinner ) cauſed thole eight 
and twenty children,the innocent pledges of the welch, tobe all hanged in his preſence. 
But before hee had dyned , Letters came that gaue him intelligence of a Conſpiracy in- 
tended for his owne deſtruCtion ; and that if hee went forward in this Warre, he would 
be eyrher flaine of his owne people, or betrayed to the enemy. Whereupon he returnes 
to London,againe requires, and hath pledges of thoſe Nobles hee ſuſpected , and heere 
Enſtace de Veſcy,and Robert Fuz, Walter, axe acculcd of the Conſpiracy, who fled , the 
one into Scotland, the other into France. 

But now the Pope, forthe laſt,/and greateſt ſentence that cuer yer was giuen againſt 
any Soueraigne King of this Kingdome , pronounces his abſolute depgſition from the 
Royall gouernment thereof-and writes tothe King of France , That as he looked to baxe 
remiſſion of his ſinne? fue ſenld take the charge vpon bins, andexpell King Tohn out ef the 
Kmgdome of England,end poſſeſſe the ſame for bum , and hi; beires for exer, To the ſame 
effect ſends he likewiſe his Letters to the Princes, and great men of other Nations, That | 
they ſhould aide the King of France mm the deiettion of this contumacious King of England, 
m renenge of the intwries done to the V nmmerſall Church ; granting like remiſſion of thery ſing, 
as if they vndertooke the Hole Warre. 

And with this Commiſſion is the Arch-biſhop of Canterberie , and the other exiled 
Biſhops of Exglazd with Pandolpbus, diſpatched ro the King of France for the executi- 
on thereof, Which, norwith(tanding, ſeemes rather dane to terrifie King /ohn,, then 
any way toaduance the King of France, whom the Pope deſired not ro make = 
then he was : howlocuer, to amule the world, hee made ſhew to ingage him in this bu- 
fineſſe. For he gaue a ſecret charge to Pands/phus apart, that if vpon the preparation, and | 
forces gathered by the King of France for this detettion , he could works the King of Eng- 
land, ro ſuch conditions as he ſhould propound; abſolution andreſtorenent ſhoutd be granted 
onto him, 

The King of France,vpon this at of the Pope , and the ſolicitation of his Miniſters, 
commands all the Princes and Nobility within his Dominionsto affemble their forces 
with Horſe, Armour, and all Munition to afhſt him in this bufinefle, and bee ready,vn- 
der paine of exheredation , at the Spring of the yeare : preparing likewiſe a great Nauy 
for the tranſportation of theſe forces into England, King /ohn,vpon intelligence hereof 
ſends to all the ports of his Kingdome commandement, to haucall ſhipping whatſocuer 
poſſible to be made ready with all expedition : Summoning likewiſe all Earles, Barons, 
Knights, and who elſe conld beare Armes of any condition, to be reagy at Douer, preſently 
vpon Eafter, furniſhed wth Horſe, Armour, and all miltarie promſion to defend bim,thens- 
ſelnes, and the Kmgdome of England agaimſt this intended Inyaſion , vnder peine of Cul- 
uertage, and perpetuall ſermit nds. » 
Whereupon ſo great numbers reſorted to Dower, Fexerſhaw , Ipſwich, and to other

ft And ban pen is the InterdiQtion releaſed , hauing continued fixe yeares, three 
moneths, and fouretecne dayes, to the ineſtimable lofſe of the Church and Churchmen, 
whereof an innumerable multitude of all orders now repayre to the Legate for ſatisfa- 
ion of damages receiued by the Kings miniſters during this interdiction. To whom 
the Legate anſweres : That it was not in his Commiſſion to deale for reſtitution to bee 
made vnto them all,bur aduiſes them to complayne tothe Pope,and craue of him plena- | 
ry Tuſtice. Whercupon they depart much diſcontented, holding the Legates proceeding 
(for that he pleaſed not then) inclining onely to pleaſe the Kivg : Who now is recoms- | 
mended to Rome for a moſt traftable , obedient , and indulgent Sofine of the Church, 
and the Clergy heares of blame for their obſtinacy vicd towards him. 

The King hauing referred the ending of all this controuerhie to the Legate, and ſome 
other of his owne minifters ( becing aff ured of the Popes fauour) was now gone into 
Poitton , to aſſayle (according to his former defigne ) the King of France on that (ide: 
whileft his forces with thoſe of the Emperour Otke , by the way of Flanders, invaded 
him on the other. And being with his Queene, landed at Recbell, many principall Ba- 
rons of Poiftow (apter to promiſe then performe their faith ) came and ſwore fealty vn- 
to him : With whom hee marchesforward into the Country , recouers many Caltles 
and peeces of importance. Whereof particularly by his owne Letters from Parthenai, 
hee certifies his luſtices of the Exchequer, And withall , ſhewes them how hee had

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ranted to the Sonne of the Earloof CAarch, his daughter Joan in marriage (though 
Fayd hee, the King of France defired her for his ſonne , - fraudulently,&c, 

After this he goesinto Brittaine , takes in the City of Nantes, prepares to encounter 
with Losys the French Kings ſonne , who was come downe with a mighty army to op l 
poſe his procceving, Bur the Poiftowins diſtuſting his power,or hce them (hauwg diſ- 
couered the forces of the enemy) refuſed to fight : Whereuppon the King of England 
to his extreame griefe, forſooke the field, and make a diſhonourable truce with the King 
of France;and ehis was the laſt of his tranſmarine attempts.His forces into Flanders had 
farre worſe ſucceſſe; for the King of France with all the power hee could poſſibly make, 
incounters them at the bridge of Bowes , and ouerthrew the Emperour Ortho, and the 
whole Army of the Confederates » Wherein are reportedp haue hows an hundred and: 
fifty thouſand foote beſides horſe, andin the bartaile , ſlayne a thouſand fiue hundred | 
Knights, and taken priſoners, Ferrand Earle of Flanders, the Earles of Salubury , and 
Bologne. And (as report the Annales of Flanders, ) the Earle of Sawoy, the Dukes of 
Brabant and Lamburg , and the Earle of L»xembarg :the Emperour Orho the fourth, 
hardly eſcaped,and liued notlong after. 

Vppon theſe misfortunes, . and fearing the outrage of a neceſſitous and diſtempered 
King,the Bari;ns of England aſſemble themſclues at S*, E dmonsburie,where they confer 
of the late produced Charter of Hexyy the firſt, and fworeypon the high Altar, that if 
King {obs refuſed to confirme and reſtore ynto them thoſe hberties ( the rights of the 
Kingdome) they would make warte vpon him yntill he had ſatisfied them therein : And 

agreed thar after Chriftmas next they would petition him for the ſame , and in 

the ineane time prouide thamſclues of Horſe and Furniture , to bee ready if the King 

ſhould ſtart from his Oath made at Wincheſter at the time of his abſolution, for the con= 
firmation of theſe liberties, and compell him to ſatisfic rheirdemaund. After Chriftmas' 

they repayrein a military manner tothe King lying inthe new Temple, vrging their de- 

fire with great vehemency : the King ſecihg their reſolution , and inclinationto Warre, 

made gry [ne hat for the matter they requwed, he would take conſideration till after Eaſter 
next;and m the meane time he tooks pon bim the croſſe(ratber,as us ſaid,throug = then |

And being come to Brack/ywith their Army the King 
ſends the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury,and Wikiam Earle of Pembrovke Mareſchall with 


other grauc Counſellors, to demaund of them . what were thoſe Lawes and Liberties 
B » , 


they required, to whom they ſhewed a Schedule of them,which the Commiſſioners de- | 


liuer tothe King, who hauing heard them read, in great indignation acked why The Bx- 
rons did not li;ewiſe demannd the K ingdome, and ſwore that be won!d newer grant thoſe Lt- 
berties whereby humſelfe ſhould bee made a ſernrt, So harlh athing is ir toa power that 
hath once gotten our into the wide liberty of his will, to heare againe of any reducing 
within his Circle : not conſidering how they who inherit Offices lucceed in the obliga- 
tion of them, and that the moſt ccrtaine meanes to preſerue vnto a King bis Kingdomes, 
is to poſſiefle them with the ſame conditions that he hath inherited them, 

The Barons vpon his an{were, being as haſty as he was avers , refoluc to ſeize on his 
Caſtles, and preſently march rowards Northampton, which they beliege , conſtituting 
Robert Fitz, Walter their Generall, intituling him the Aareſchall of the army of Godard 
boly Church. And after their aſlayle the Cattle of Bedford, where Wilken F4 Beauchamp 
rendring bis charge , receiues them; and the Londoners ſend thither priuy meſſage to 
ioyne with them, and deliuer vp the City to be guarded by their dilcretion, 

And thither they repaire, and are ioyfully receiued , vnder pact of their indemnity, 
where daily increafing in number of new Confederates , they make their proteQarion, 
neuer to giue ouer the proſecution of their defire , till they had conſtrayned the King 
(whom they held periured ) to grant them their rigats. 

King /obn ſeeing himſelfe, in a manner generally forfaken, hauing ſcarce ſeauen 
Knights faithfull ynro him , counterfeits the ſeales of the B B, and writes in their names 
to all nations that the Engliſh were all Apoltats, and wholocuer would come to inuade 
them,he,by the Popes conſcar, would confer ypon them all their Lands, and poſſeſſions, 
But this deuiſe working no effeR, in regard of the little confidence they had in the King, 
and the power of the Kingdome : a new mediationis madeto the Barons by the Earle 
Mareſchall and others, and a Parle is had betweene Windſor and Stanes, ina Meadow 
called Running -Mead (a placeanciently vſed for ſuch Conferences) where atter many: 
meetings and much debate, the King freely conſented, for the glory of God, and emen- 
dation of the Kingdome, to confirme thoſe Lawes and Liberties torimerly reſtored,and 
in part ordayned by Henry the firſt, | 

And tothe end thar all diſcord ſhould yrterly ceaſe, he grants for the intire and firme 
enioying theſe Lawes and Liberties, Security in this manner, That there ſhould be fine 


and twenty Barons choſen of the King dere, ſmch as they would, who ſhould, ts their vemoſt | 


power cauſe the ſame to be beld,and obſerned. And that of either the Kmg or hu chiefe [nſts- 
ciar [hold tranſgrefſe in any Article of theſe Lawes,and the offence ſhewed. Foure Barons of 
the fine and twenty ſhould come to the King ,or m his abſence ont of the Kmgdomsto bus chiefe 
Inftictar and declare the exceſſe yequirmg without delay, redreſſe for the ſame : which if not 
made ,withm the (pace of forty dues after ſuch declaration ; thoſe foure Barons ſhould referre 
the cauſe to the reſt of the fine and twenty, who with the Commons of the land might deſtrary, 
and enforce bim by ai meanes they conld (viz. by ſerzmmg pon bis Caſtles. Lands and Poſ- 
ſeſſumns or other goods ) (bus perſon excepted, and that of his Queene and Children) till 4- 
mend; ſhould be made, according to ther arburation. e And that whoſoener would , ſhould 
take ther Oath for the execution bereof, and obgy the commandement of the fine and rwenty 
Barons berein without prohibition. «And if any of them diſſented,or could not aſſemble, the 
mavoy part to hane the ſame power of proceeding. Belides for more caution , the foure 
Charelaines of the Caltles of Northampton, Kene/worth, Noattmgham , and Sharbrowgh, 
ſhould be ſworne to obey the Commanundement of the fine and twenty Barons ; or the maier 
pert of them, in whatſoener they thought good concerning thoſe Caftler. Wherem none

the Liwery they had not the Ser/in. For preſently the King beeing looſe from the doing, 
which he pretends to be by force , vnlooſes the Deed,and there wanted nothoſe about 
him , who obſcruiug which way his will beat, to turne him more violencly yponthat 
fide; not in regard of his good, buttheir owne intereſts , making more profit by hisix- | 
regularity then etherwiſe they could , of his orderly courſes : 7 ellmy hom he was now 4 
King without a King ome,a Lord without a Dommion,and 4 ſubieft to his Subietts. Wic- 
ked Counſellors,as if it were not enough,to be aboue mca,burto be aboue mankind, as 
thoſe Princes would be,that would bee vnder the Law ; conſidering the preſeruation of 
Kings and Kingdomes is to haue the ballance of fatisfation, both of the one and other, 
equall. But by ſuch Counſailors is he confirmed in his refraRory humour. And wor- 
thily that Prince deſerues to bee deceiued in his executions, who ynderſtands not , as 
well the Counſailors, as the Councell. 

Reſolued he is (giuen ouer to confuſion and reuenge) to diſſoluethis tye,and priuily 
withdrawes himſelf into the Iſle of Yrght, from whence hee ſends his Agentsto Kome, 
(where now hee could doe any thing ) to complaine of this inforced at tothe Pope, 
who by a definitiue Sentence , firſt condemnes and nullifies what was done , and y 
excommunicatesthe Barons : who during this abſence and retire of their King , know- 
ing the violence of his nature,and doubting their owne danger, keepe in, and abour the 
City of Landgn ; and there vnder colour of Turnements and exerciſe of aries, inuite 
thoſe who were abroadetoreſort ynto chem, and fo retaine themſelues together in a 
combination for their owne defence , withour ſeeking farther to interrupt their Kings

courles,cyther by ſurpriſe of his perſon, which they, being of fo great ſtrength, might | | 


calily haue done, or yſing meanes to intercept his Agents , and take from him thoſe 
Limbes of his power that might worke ro offend them. 

\But this muſt cyther argue that their end was onely to haue (but what they had ob- 
tained ) the reſtitution of the Liberties of the Kingdome (which though thus recouered 
by violence they ſeemed defirous to hold with peace) or elſe their negligence; which 
may be thought ſtrange in thoſe wakefull and aQtue times, to be ſuch, as to leaue a diſ- 

leaſed King alone to his owne working, eſpecially remooued to a place, where the Sea 
hi_s apen ynto him, his out-ſendings mightbee without view or noting : vnleſſe either 
they preſumed of his little credit abroad, or their owne power at home. 

But during this his retyrein the Iſle, which was chree moneths , he ſlacks no time to 
put his defires in execution,and beſideshis diſpatch to Rome , ſends the Biſhop of Wor 
cefter,Chancellor of England,the Biſhop of Norwich, and others with his ſeale, to pro- 
cure bim Forraine forces out of ſuch parts beyond the ſcas, as held correſpondency with 
him,appointing them to repaire to Dexer about Michaelmas next. In the meane time, 
without any royall ſhew or ſtirre (attended with ſome borrowed ſeruants of the Biſhep 
of Norwich, and Marriners of the Cinke-porrs , whom hee entertayned) hee, as they 
write,fell to pirecy and exerciſed himſelfe at ſea : whiles various reports are made of him 
bere on land; ſome giuing out, that he was turned Fiſher, ſome a Merchant, others a Py- 
rate.But at the time appointed he mectes at Dower with thoſe Forraine forces, drawne 
together out of Porftow and Gaſcony, vader the Condut of Sawarie de Malcon, Geffery 
and Oliver Butexile brothers; witlrothers out of Lowaine, and Brabant, wnder Walter 
Bucks, Gerrard Sotin, and Godſhall, all deſperateaduenturers, leading an execrable ſort of 
people,whoſe miſcrable fortunes at home,cafily drew them to any milchiefes abroad;and

done) (erting foorth from { afice with 40. thoutand more (men, weomen and. children ) 
beene by a luddainctempelt droyned in the Sea, hee had made an yniuer(4!i onquett 
of the Kingdome, farre more miſerable then the Norman ; conſidering that wwh choſe 
hee had, he wrought fo much as we ſhall heare preſently hee did. 


For, after he had recoucred the Caſtle of Rocheffer , which Wilkaz de Albinet ,with | 


memorable courage, held out three monthes againtt all that mighty power of his (the 
Barons not able or not aduenturing to ſuccour him ) hee marched ouer the moſt of the 
Kingdome, and within halfe a yeare got inal the Caltles of the Barons cuen tothe bor- 
ders of Scotland, and was abfolute Maifter of all Eng/end, except the City of London, | 
on 1which he forbare toaducnture , inregard of 'the clote vnited power of the Barons 
that reſolutely held and vowed to dye together ; and ſeparafe them hee could not, and 
therefore from Rocheſter he marches to $*. Albones, where the futt publication-of the 
Popes excommunication of the Barons is pronounced. 

And here he deuides his Army (conhitting molt of raucnous {trangers) in twa parts :

All Countries ſuffer in zhis afthiGtion , and King ſob» marching as farre as Barwicke, 
had purpoted to haue carried it farther ( threatning Alexander King of Scots, That be 
world hunt the Foxe to his hole , alluding to bs red haire) had hce got beene called from 
that attempt to come backe to theſe parts, vpondiſcouery of new Delignes practiſes 
by the Barons , who ſeeing themſclues depruedof their Eftates (giuen away to Stran- 
gers) their wiues and daughters violatcd, alſtheir ſubitance conſumed, detperately fall 
vpori an other extreame, making out for ſuccour to Lowys the French Kings loune, tolli- 
citing him to take ypon him the Crowne of England, wherein they promiſed by their 
Free cleCtion to inuelt him, and to lend pledges for the performance thereof , becing 
perſwadedrhat thoſe Forces of the French , which King obs had encertayned, would

Wemrdſor Caſtle garded but with 60.men could not be won 
with all the power of the Barons;lome other peeces,as Notrmgbam and Lincolne Caltles 
made yery reſolute refittance. Bur nothing is effected,faue the ruine of the Country. 

The moſt-yecelding and fertill parts of the Kingdome as about Glocefter, the marches 
of Wales, Lincolnſhire, ( ambrid re, Norfolke,Suffolk,Eſſex, Kent andallabour London, 
are the Stages of this Warre,and here they act their miſchiefes, whch continued all that 
Summer; And abour the latter end of October , a burning Feuer makes an end of this 
ficry King, which tooke him ypon an extream griefe conceiued for the lofſe of his carri- | 
ages ſunke in the Sands, paſſing the #afes berweene Lis and Boſton; and was augmen- 
ted by aſurfcit of Peaches,and new Aletaken at the Abbey of Swineſhcad,from whence 
in great weaknes he is conueyed to Newarke,where,after he had receiued the Euchariſt, 
and taken order for the ſucceſſion of his ſonne Henry , hee departes this life , hauing 
raigned 18. yeares, fue monthes, and fourc dayes. 

The Abbort of Crockeffon , a man skiltullin Phyficke , and at that rime the Kings 
Phyſition disbowelled his body, who, no doubt would haue giuen notice, tothe World 
had his Maifter (as it was in after ages vainely bruted)) beene poyſoned by a Monke of 
Swinſhcad Abbay, but the Writers of thoſe times report no ſuch matter.

nARer AgHE Death of King ob», though it much akered, yer xt ended. not 
the miſerable buſineſſes of the Kingdome : For Loxys , votwihtiand- 
ing held his hopes, and his party though much ſhaken by the fud- 
daine Coronation of Hewry ,, cldelt ſonne to King lob», tolemnized 
in a great Aſſembly of State at Glocefter the 28, of Oltober , and 
commurted to the tutelage of the great Marſhall , #+haw Earle of Pembroke, the 
maine Pillas of the Father , and now the preſeruer of the Crowne to his ſoane , a man 
eminent bo h in courage and Councell , who with Gazelle the Popes Legate the Bi- 
ſhops of Wincheſter , Bathe, and Worceſter worke all meancy rodraw the Barons,and as 
mauy of power as they could to their new and naturall King from this Excommunicate 
Arranger, and his adherents. And bred great fluctuation in the mindes of molt of them 
doubrſull what to relolue vpon, in regard of the tender youth of Henry, and their Oath 
made to Loayc, . 

But ſuch was the inſolence of the French, making ſpoileand prey of whatſocuer 
they could faſten on ( and now inuented by Loxys, contrary to his Oath , in all thoſe 
places of importance they had recouered ) as made many of the Engliſh to —_ 
their ſworne fidelicy , and foriake his part.

Butnow, the King being come to ſome yeares of vnderſtanding , was, ina Patlia- 
ment holden at Londew, put in minde by the Archbiſhop of Canterb#ry,jn behalte of the 
State of his Oath made, and taken by others for him , vppon the peace which Zowys for 
confirmation of the liberties of the Kingdome, for which the Warre began with his Fa- 
ther,and being the maine b:ſe whereon his owne good, and that of his people mutt ſub- 
fiſt , without which the whole State would againe fall aſfunder ; they would haue him 


 tokuow it betime , to auoidethole miſerable inconuenicnces, which the difvnion of 


Rule and Obedience might bring vpon them all, which though it were itmptoully there 
oppu ( as Princes ſhall cuer finde mouthes , to expreſle their pleatures in what 
courſe ſoeucr they take)-by ſome Miniſters of his (among ft whom one Willkam Brewer a 
Councellor is named) who yrgedit to haue beene an Acte of conſtraint , and therefore 
noc to be performed ; was, notwithſtanding promiſed at thar rime by che King to bee 
ratified, and cwelue Knights , or other Legall men of euery Shicre,by Writs caarged zo 


examme what were the Lawes and liberties which the Kin gdome emwoyed wnder bus Grand- 
father, and returne the (ame by a cert awe day, and fo by that viuall ſhift of Prolongation, 
the buſine(ſe was pur off for that time, to the greater vexation of that following, For 
during all his Raigne of fixe and fifty yeares (the longeſt of any King of England) chis 
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him to the greateſt imbroylement, made him ill be!oued of his people (euercroſt in 
5 intendements) and far « leſle King, only by ftriving ro be mare then he was : the iuſt 
reward of violations. And euen this firſt , Vpoa the lawful r2quiſition thereof tur» 
ned the blood, and ſhewed how ſenfibleche ſtate was, in the lealt jtoppage of that ten- 
der vaine:For,preſcntly the Earles of Cheffty and Albrmarle with many other great men 
aſſemble at Leceftey with intent to remoue from the king Hugh de Burgh chiete Tufticiar 
and other officers ſuppoſed to hinder thismotion. Bur the Arch-biſhop of Canterbury by 
his ſpirituall power, and the reſt of the Nobility , more carefull co preſerue the peace of 
the Kingdome,ſtood to the King,aud would not ſuffer any procced:ng in this kind , ſo 
as the Lords effected nothing at that time, bur were conſtramed to come in, and ſubmit 
themſelues. And here the King by Parliament reſumes ſuch alienations as had bin made 
by his Aaceſtors,of what had appertained ro the Crowne , whereby hee might hauethe 
more meanes of his owne withour preſſing his ſubie;bur this ſcrued not his curne, 

The nexryeare afrer another Parliament is held at Weſtminſter , wherein is required 
the fiftierh part of all mooueables both of the Clergy and Layety , for the recouery of 
thoſe parts in France withheld from this Crowne by Lowys now King , contrary to his 
oath and promiſe made here in Ezgland at his departure. Which motion,though it con- 
cerned the honour and dignity of his Kingdome , { beeing the inheritance of the King, 
and theettares of moſt of the Nobility, and other the ſubictts, who had Lands and pol- 
ſeſſions in thoſe parts, which no doubt,they defired to recoucr with their vtmoſt means; 
yet would they not yceld to the grant of this Subſidy,but vpon confirmation of their li- 
bertics; which in the end they obrayned, in the ſame words and forme as King /obn had 

them inthe two Chaners before, 

Andewelue Knights, or Legall men are choſen in euery ſhiere , yppon their Oath, 
to diſparte the olde Forreſts {rom the new: And all ſuch as were found to haue beene 
inforreſted fincethe ficft Coronation of Hemry the ſecond to bee diſafforreſted , and dif. 
poſed at their pleaſure, whe were to poſſeſſe them, Wherenpon they were layd open, 
plowed and ine ro the exceeding comfort , and benefit of the ſubicR, whereb 
men, inſtcede of wilde beaſts, were ſuſtayned, and more rocme made for them to vie 
their induſtry. 

Twoyeares with great quietneſſe , and generall content (tha bleſſing of a State, 
theſe liberties were enioyed, when the King at a Parliament at Oxford , &eclaring him- 
ſelfe to be of lawfull age, and free from cuttody , to diſpoſe of the Aﬀeaires of the King- 
dome ; cancels and anuls the Charter of Forreſts, as granted in his Nonage, haning 
no power of himſelfe,or of his Seale, and thereſore of no validity : And caufes Proclama- 
tion to be made, that both the C lergy, and all others, if they would enioy thoſc liberties, 
ſhould renew their Charters, and haue them confirmed vnder his new Scale: For which, 
= were conltrayned to pay, not according to their ability , but the will of the chiefe 
Tuſticiar, Hagh de Burgh, to whom is layd the blame of this miſchiete, which procured 
him the generall batred of the Kingdome ; and breda new inſurreRion of the Nobility, 
who, taking aduantage vpon a breachlately falne out, berweene the King and his bro- 
ther Richard Earle of Cornwall (about the Caltle of Barkbamſted appertayning to that 
Earledome,which the King had committed tothe keeping of one Yelleran a Dutchman) 
1oyned with the Earle, and put themſclues ia Armes. Forthe King maintayning the 
cauſe of Wakleran, commands his brother to render the Caſtle which hee had taken [Jo | 
him ; orclſe todepart the Kingdome. 

The Earle anſwers that he would neither do the one or the other : withour the jade 
ment of his Pecres ; and ſo departs to his lodging , leauing the King much difpleaſed 
with this anſwere, The chiefe Iuſticiar fearing the diſturbance of the peace , aduiſes rhe 
King ſuddainly to apprehend the Earle, aud commit him to cloſe cuſtody, bur the Earle 
eyther through notice, or doubt thereof, flies preſently ro Marleborough, where he tinds 
Wilham Earle Mareſhall his friend,and confederate by Oath, with whom hee haſtes to 
Stamford,and there mcets with the Earles of Chefter,Gleceter # aren, Hereford Ferrers, 


Warmecke, with divers Barons, and men at armes : From whence they ſend to the King, 


aduiſing him toright che iniury done tohis brother, The cauſe heercof, they impure

; without delay of the hibetrics of the Forrefts lately cancelled at Oxford, otherwiſe they

| . The King,ro auoyde this danger}, appoynts them a day to come to an Aﬀſembly at 
| Northampton, where a ccncord is concluded; and to fatisfie his brother, (beſides the 
| rendring ynto him his Caſtle ) hee grants him all chat his mother had in Dowre, and 
| wharfocuer Land the Earle of Britagne helde in England , with tholc of the Earle of 
| Bologne lately deceaſed, and ſo the Parliament brake vp. After this the generall motion 
| for x. holy Wars intertaines ſome time. Which ſo ftrongly wrought in that credulous

The King is ſolicited by Hugh /e Bran Earle of March,who had marricd his Mother, 
and by other great men of Normandy, to come ouer into France to recoucr his right, vp- 
pon the great alterations hapning inthole parts by this occaſhon. 

Lows the eight (who ſucceeded Phillip the fecond) being lately dead, after his great 
fiege of eAwnignon, and his Warres made againſt the Heretickes Albegesis in Prouince,

' taine day,for ſecurity of their alleagiance, But noa&t paſſed in this Parliament though 
diuers Lords came thither,as the Earle of Cornwel,{ befter, Lincolne, Ferrers and others. 

| In regard the Earle Mareſchall,the Lord Gubert Baſſet and other Nobles were not pre- 
ſent. Then were Writs ſent out to all who held by Knights ſeruice,to repaire tothe King 
at Glaceſter by a certaine day : which the Earles Mareſchaltand his aſſociates refufiog, 
the King without the iudgement of his Court and their Peeres, cauſe to bee proclaimed 


Writs to attach their bodies whereſocuer in the Kingdome. 

The Biſhop of #mcheſter to weaken the party of the Mareſchall, wonne the Earles 
of Cheſter and Lincolne with a thouſand markes,and the King had fo pleaſed his brother 
the Earle of {ormwall, as he likewiſe left them. Whereuppon they withdrew them into 
Wales and confederate with Lewelin and other great men in that Country,(whither alſo 
came Hubert de Burgh eſcaping out ofthe Yizs Caſtle, and ioynes with them (raking 
their oath intermurually,that no one without other ſhould make their accord, 

The King goes himſelfe in perſon with an Army , againſt thoſe reuolted Lords, into 
Wales, where hee had the worſt of the buſinefſe, and much diſhonour , rcturnesto Gle- 
ceſter, imployes new forces of [irangers, bur all withour ſucceſſe. © Whereupon a Fryer 
of the Order of Minors is imployed to conferre with the Earle Mareſchall, and to per- 
{wade him to come in, and ſubmit himſelfe to the Kivgs mercy, whom hee had heard to 
ſay, that notwithſtanding his great offences, he would pardon, and reſtore to his eſtate 
vpon ſubmiſſion; and beſides giues him ſo much of Hereford ſhire, as ſhould conuent- 
ently maintayne him. Beſides thg Fryer told him wha ard of other Counſellors 
about the King, concerning the wiſhing of his ſubmiſſioft , and in what forme they de- 
fired it ſhould be imparted in priuat. Andrthen, as of himmſelte, hee vies all inducements 
poſſible to draw him thereunto, ſhewing how it was his duty , his profit and ſa'ery fo 
to doc. Wherewithall the Earle nothing moouec , told the Fryer what iniury he had 
receined , and that hee could nor truft r 4 King , fo long as hee had fuch Counſellors 
about him : who onely ſought the deſtruction of him,and his aſſociates , whoeuer had 
beene his loyall ſubic&ts. And after many gþicions made bythe Fryer with vrging 
the Kings power , his owne weaknefle and the danger ſee was in: the Earle concludes 
| that hee feared no danger : that hee would neucr yeeldetothe Kings will, that was gui- 

; ded by no reaſon : that he ſhould giue anill exampleto relinquiſh the iuſtice of his cauſe 
toobey that will which wrought all injuſtice , whereby it might appeare , they loued 
worldly poſſeſſions more then right and honour, &c. 

Sonoching was done,the Warre continues with much effuſion of blooc, all the bor- 
ders of Wales vnto Shroweſbary, are miſerable waſted , and made deſolate. Atlength 
meanes is vied to draw the Earle Mare/challouer into [relandto defend his ſtate there,

Outlawes, ſcizes vpon all their Lands, which he giues to his Porftowins, and directs out

which was likewiſe ſeized yppon , by authority giuen vnder the Kings hand and Seale, 
and all thoſe great poſſeſſions deſcended vnto him from his Anceſtor the Earle Strong. 
bow (the firſt Conquerors of that Countrey) ſpoyled and taken from him. And heere, 
ſeeking to recouer his liuely-hood, hee loſt his life circumuented by treachery : his death 
gaue occaſion of griefe, both to his friends and enemies. The King diſauowes the fend- 
ing of his Commiſſion into [reland, proteſting hee never knew thereof, and diſcharges 
himſelfe ypon his Counſellor, A poore ſhift of weake Princes. 


Biſhops grauely admoniſh the King (by his Fathers example, and his owne experience, | 
of the miſchiefe of difſenſion berwcene him 2nd his Kingdome , occaſioned through 
the ill Councell of his Miniſters)to be at vnion with his people , to remooue from him 


ftrangers and others , by whole inftigation, for their owne ends, thete diſturbances are

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fotered, and his natura!l Subietts eſtranged from him, to the great alienation of their 
affections, which was of dangerous coaſequence. 
the gricuances of the State, and the abuſes of his Miniſters, which were ſuch as all 
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Wherefore (after recital} of 


cortupted times produce ) they humbly beſought him to gouerne his , according to 
the example of other Kingdomes, by the natiues of the faine, and their Lawes : Other. 
wiſe they would proccede by Eccletiaſticall cenſure,both againſt his Counſellors , ahd 
himſelfe, 

The King ſccing no way to ſubſilt, and getto his ends,but by temporizing, conſents 
to call home thele Lords out of Wales, reſtores them to their places and poſſeſſions , a. 
mouecs thoſe {trangers from about him, and cals his new Officers to account, The Bi- 
ſhop of 1/incheſter, Peter de Rinally and Stephan Segraue thereupon take Sanctuary, bur 
afterward, ypon mediation they obtayned, with great fines, their Liberty, dearely pay- 
ing for thcir two yeares emingncy and grace. 

Things thas appcaled, the King giues his ſiſter 1ſ<be/ in marriage to the Emperour 
Fredericke the ſecond (fucceflour to Orbo, and grand-child ro Freaerich Barbareſſa) the | 
Arch-biſhop of Cologne,and the Duke of Lowame were (ent for her. Shee is Conducted 
by the King her brotherto Sandwich with three thouſand horſe, The marriage is folem- 
nized at Wormes. Shee was the third wife of this Emperour , an alliance that ycelded 
neyther ſtrengthor benefit (though that were both their ends) to eyther Prince, - The 
continuall broyle which this Emperour held withall the Popes of bis time , (/nnocent 
the third, Hora, Innocent the fourth, Gregory the ninth) was ſuchand ſo great as all 
hee could doe , wasnot enough for himſelfe. For not to let goe that held of the Em- 
pire hec had in /zaly , with his hereditary Kingdomes of Napler and Sicile which the 
Popes wrought to draw to the Church, hee was put to be perpetually in Conflict, ne- 
uer free from vexations, thruſt from his owne courſes, enioyned to vndertake the 
Holy Warres , to waſte him abroade , weakned at home by excommunications , and 
fines for abſolutions , for which, at one time hee payde cleuen thouſand Markes of 
Gold. And inthe end the Popes ſopreuailed , that in the Graue of this Frederiche 
was buried the Imperiall Authority in /raly, after hee had thus Raigned foure and 
thirty yeares, leauing his ſonne Comrade ſucceſſour rather of his miſcries, then his in- 
heritance. Hee had a ſonne by /ſabe/ named Hemy , to whom hee bequeathed 
the Kingdome of Sls, anda hundred thouſand ounces of Gold, buthee liucd notto 
enioy it. . 

To the marriage of this ſiſter, the King giues thirty thouſand jmarkes, beſides an 
Imperiall Crowne and other Ornaments of great Value : Towards which,is rayſed two 
Markes vppon cuery Hide Land. And the nextheare after , himſelfe marries Ehoner | 
daughter to &aymond Earle of Prouince, a match in regard of the diſtance of the place, 
with the m:canesand degree of eſtate little aduantagious eyther to him , or his King- 
dom,burthe circumſtance of alliance drew it on, with ſome other promiſes which were | 
notobſerued. So, that hee is neyther greater, nor richer by theſe alliances,but rather 
leſſened in his meanes,hauing no dowery with his wife, full of poore kindred, that muſt 
draw meanes from this Kingdome. 

After the ſol:mnization of this marriage (which was extraordinarily ſumptuous ) a 
Parliament is aſlenibled at London, which the King would hane held in the Tower, 
whither che Lords refuſing to come; another place , of more treedome , is appoynted: 
where, after many thing propounded for the good of the Kingdome, order is taken that 
all Shricfes are remooucd trom their Offices vppon complaint of corruption z and others 
of more integrity , andabler meanes (to auoyde bribery) put intheir roomes , taking 
their Oathes to recciue no gifts, but in victuals, and thoſe without exceſle, 

Heere the King ditplaces his Steward , and ſome other Counſeliors , and offers to 
take from the Biſhop of Chicheſter, then Chancellour, the great Scale , bur the Biſhop 
refuſes to deliuer it, aecging , how hee had it by the Common Councell of the King- 
dome, and without aſſent cf the ame , would not refigne it , and hauing carryed him- 
ſelfeirreprehenſible in his Office , is much fauoured by the people, Peter de Rinatlu | 
and Stephan Segraxe, are againe receiued into grace : An arguaient of the Kings _ | 
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; and icreſolution, mooued, it ſremes,, with any Engine to dae ani vndoe,, and ail out 
| of time aud order, wherein hee-cuer looſes ground. And now faine would hee haye re= 
| uoked , by the Popes authority, ſome grantsof his made heretofaggs beeing done be- 

yond his powcr,and without the coalcne obghe Church , which intention addes 
more tothe already conceived diſpleaſure af the people. , 

Anng Reg. 21. Another Parliainent,or the ſame adiourned is held ay Londen, wherc,in 
regard of the great expence for his Siſters marriage, and his owne , bee requires the 
thirtieth part of all mooucables, as well of the Clergy as: Layety. Whereunto great 
oppolition is made , and recicall of che many Leuies had beene exacted of the Kung. 
dome , now of the twentith , now of the thirtich, and fortich parts : And that it was a 
thing vaworthy and iniurious, to permit a King, whe way ſo lightly ſeduceable, and ne- 
uer did good tothe Kingdome, cither in expelling, or repegſſing enemie , or amplifying 
the bounds thereof, bur rather leſſeving and (| 75 fame to Strangers, that he 
ſhould extort ſo mary pretences , ſo great ſummes from his natural! people ( as from 
{laucs of the baſeſt condition) to their detriwent , and benefit of 4/enr. Which when 
| the King beard,defirous to (tgp this generall murmur, promiſed by Oath that he would 
neuer more iniury the Nobles of the Kingdome , (o that they would benignely relieue 
| him at tnar preſent, with this ſupply tin regard he had exhauſted his treaſure, in the mar- 
| riage of his (iſter,and his 0wpe : whereunto they plainly anſwer, that the ſame was done 
| without their Connſell neither ought they ts be partakers of the pumſhment , who weve free 
| from the ſawlt:Aftcr foure daics conſultation,the King promiting.to vic only the Counlel 

of his naturall ubiccts,diſauowing wid proteſting againit the reuocatiqn lately propoun- 
ded and freely granting the noaleble obleruatinef the Libenies , vnder painc of ex- 
COMMUNICATION , yeclded yato him therhicieth part of all mooucables (reſeruing 
| yet to cuery man his ready coyne, horſe and armour to be imployed for the Common. 
| wealth, For the colleRtiou ef this ſubhdy, it was ordayned that toure Knights of euery 
| Shiere , and ane Clerke of the Kings ſhould vppon theis Oath receiue and deliver the 
| ſame, cyther ynto ſome Abbay or Caſtle, to beereſerued there, thac if the King fayle in

and Wrongers of the State,” and now ate they falne off themſelues, Bur the cauſe of 
this their detection may ſhew., that oftentimes Officers vnder weake Princes arc not ſo 
much faulty , as the World hold them to be: for not yeelding to paſſe a Grant from the 
kivg,made vnto Thomas Earle of Flanders(thie Queens Voncle)ot toure pence ypon cuery 
ſacke of Wooll (an enormious a&t then accounted ) they both loſttheir places, though 
not their reputations inthis ; their fall diſcouering what the Enuy that attended their 
Fortune, hindred men to fee, To this Earle of Flanders, the next yeare after the King 
rants (notwithſtanding) 300.

Now , beſides the great exaRion of the King , and his waſtes." The Sca of Rome 
extorts huge Summes, as if one Gulph ſufficed nor to ſwallow vp the ſubſtance 
of the kingdome., which opened the mouthes of our Clergie ſo wide ; as they let out 
many cxclamations againſt the auarice of the Popes of thar time ; And the Romaine 
FaRtors, who by pexmiſlion of the King , or by his negligence , preſumed fo farre 
vppon the cafie-yceldingnefle of the State, as they wrung out what they lifted, In fo 
much, as beſides the Fleece,they would now haue the bodies of their poſſeſſions.” And 
the Pope ſends his Mandate to hane three hundred Romaines preferred to the bevefices 
which ſhould be firſt vacant in England, which ſoamazcd the Clergy , and efpecially 
Edmond Arch-biſhop of Canterbury , as hee ; ſecing to end of theſe Concuſfions of the 
State, and Liberties of che Church; and himſelfe' (on whom the Scandall of all muſt

. The Clergy , although thus left by their head ,/ generally oppoſe what RIES 
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agamſt the Popes rapine, who to get

| how preiudiciall and derogatory it was to his royalty,andthel 

to ſuffer this proceeding , which none of his Predeceſlors heretofore cuer did ; And of 
| how dangerous conlequeuce it was to his ſucceflors. The King, eyther nor apprehen- 
| fiue of the milchiefe , or content to ioyne with the Pope to puniſh and awe the King- 
doe:ne, notonaly refers them to the Legar, bur offers to deluer the chicle oppolers vp 
vnto him. Whereupon they fecing theinſclues forſaken, and no power to ſuccour them 
but their owne , did what they could to withſtand the Legars proceeding, who now by 
| the Kings animation , preſtines more peremptorily to vrge them to ſupply the Popes 
| prelenc occaſion, and holds a Conuocation at London fot effeCtiug the lame, Wherein 
the Clergy declare how this contribution now required by the Pope for the deſtruction 
of the Emperour , and effuſion of Chriſtian blood was valawfull, hee beceing not an 
Hereticke,norcondemacd by the iudgment of the Church although excommunicated : 
That it was againttche Liberties of the Church of England, beeing required vnder 
paine of Ecclefialticall cenſure, asathing of ſeruitude and Compultion : That they 
had heretofore giuen a Tenth to the Pope , or condition , that never any ſuch exaCtion 
ſhould againe bee made, leaſt it might be drawnets a Cuitome, for as much as Bins 
attie mancat conſuctudnem : That far their buſineſle in the Court of Rome, they were 
to paſſe through the Emperours Countries, and the danger they might baue there- 
by : That it was not fate for the Kingdome to impoueriſh the King, who had many 
enemics , againſt whom hee muſt hane to ſuttayne Warre : And belides , how for the 
furniſhing of divers Ngble men, vndertaking of latethe bulinefſe of the Crofle , great 
contributions had beenc made + That the Church of England was poore , and hard- 
ly able to ſuſtayne ic (elte. 
Councell, &c, — 

Noewithſtanding theſe ceaſons , though at fielk they ſtaggered the Legate, yer ſuch 
courſe was taken by winning ſome of them, ypon hope of preterment, as therelt could 
not without the note of contumacy bur yeceld perforce , fo, by this trealon of deuifion, 
the body of the Councell is cotred into, and the Pope preuailes in this buſineſle, 

The King hathnow a ſonne lately borne,and Richard his brother Earle of Cornewall 
having likewiſc iſſue ( by permiſhon of the State-which heerctofore hee could not ob- 
tayne )yndertakes the Crofle,and with hinins Vncle /:bem Long ſword Eaile of Salu- 
bxry,and many other Noblemen.

And after hauing beene relieued with 
much prouiſion out of Ewg/end , and other impoſition of Eſcuage, hee returnes, puts 
the Iewes to another redemption ; exaQts of the Londoners; is vitited by his wiues mo- 
ther , th: Counteſſe of Prozince , who, bringing with her Zaxchia her daughter,is (to 
adde to his other expenceſſe) ſumptuouſly feaſtcd,and a marriage ſolemnized betWeene 
the young Lady.and Richard Earle of ( ormwall, whoſe wife was late dead, and bee tur- 
ned from the holy Warres. 

The old Counteſſe at her returne is preſented with many rich gifts, hauing beſides, re- 
ceiued an annuall penſion of 4000. Markes out of England for tive yeares paſſed, in 
conſideration of a pat made,that King Henry ſhould, after her deceaſe haue the Earle- 
dome of Prozizce. Burt ſhortly after her returne home , ſhee diſappoints him of that 
hope; and beſtowes the ſame vpon her yoogeſt daughter. Beatrix, on Charles the 
French Kings brother, who was after King of Naples and Stcile. So that ſhe livedfo ſce 
all her fourc daughters Queenes: Richard Earle of Cornewall, comming afterwards to | 
be clefted King of the Komunr. 

Meancs now vypon theſe profuſions , to haue freſh ſupply of Treaſure , was onely 
by way of Parliament , which is againein «Ano Reg. 28: aſſembled art wefftorinſfler, 
and thereinthe Kings wants, and the preſent occaſions vrged for the neceſſary de- |

But whiles _ were in debating , the cnemy of mandkinde and difturber 
of Peace, the Diuell , (fayth Afar Pow. ) bindring the proceeding, by the comming 
of Martin anew Legate (ent from the Pope , with a larger power then euer any be. 
fore , to exa&t vppon the State; which hee ſuppoſed now to have beene fo wrought, 
and ready , as the Kings turne beeing ſerued , his likewiſe ſhould bee preſently tup- 
plyed. But making too much baſte before the firſt had paſſage , hce fruftrates his 
owne defire, and receiues a moſt perem repulſe of the whole Kingdome, in fo 
much as his Agent was diſgracefully returned home , with this diſpleafing meſſage. 
That the Kingdome was poore : bad great Warres,the Church in debt , not able to yeel/d any 
more. Beſides this comrſe was of dangerous conſequence to this Stats , which alone ſeemed 
expoſed to the Poper will, and therefore ſering a generall Connell war ſhortly to be halde at 
Lyons , if the Church would be reliened jt were F- the ſame ſhould be done by a generall con- 
ſent in that Councell, 

Befides,at this time the Emperour Frederieke, by his Letters which were read 
in this Aſſembly, firſt «rrreates, as before be bad oftent imes done, that the Poye might bane 
no ſupplies out of England, which(be ſaid) were only required to renine bim whons comrary to 
all Pity and Inſtice be had oppreſſed,by ſeizing yon his (ities and Caſtles, appertaining to 
the Emprre. And for many year: (notwithſtandeng his often ſubmiſſion and deſire of peace)pro- 
ceeded in all fonle and Hoſtile manner agamſt him, both by the ſword, and vninſt excommu- 
meations, eAnd ſeeing be could obrame no due hearing, bee badreferred bis cauſe to bee 
arbitrated by the Kings of England andFrance , and the Barondge of both Kingdomes, 
«Aud therefore deſires, be might not receine detriment whence he expeited fanour as a bro. 
ther and friend, Adding in the end, that of the King would be aduiſed by him bee would by 
power free this Kingdom from that vninſt tribute which Innocentiys the third , and #ther 
Popes bad laid pen it. Theſc letters pleaſed the Aſſembly and animated them the rather 
to deny the Popes Mandate. 

The interpoſition of this buſineſſe tooke yp ſo much time , asnothing elſe was done 
in this Parliament , onely they granted an ayde to the King , for the marriage of his 
daughter, ewenty ſhillings of eucty Knights fee, and that with much ado and repetition 
of all his former Aydes. 

After this, ypon a light occaſion , the King vndertakes an ex _ of great charge 
againſt Alexander King of Scory, for which cuery Baron which held in (apne, Spiritual] 
and Lay, were commaunded to bee ready withall Military prouifien due for that ſer- 
uice, Whereunto, likewiſe xepaires Thomas Earle of Flanders with three ſcore Knights, 
and a hundred other ſcruants (thitſting for the Kings money) whoſe vnneceſſary com- 
ming was ill caken by the Barons of England, as if the — of the Kingdome with- 
out him, were not ſufficient for that Aftion , which was as ſuddainly ended as vnderta- 
ken, by a faire concluhon of Peace with King Alexander ; a Prince highly commended 
for his vertues, by the Writers of thattime, 

Vpon this returne, againe that Winter he aſſemblcs another Parliament, wherein hee 
mooues for an Ayde,ypon adefigne he bad for Waler,and to ſupply bis wants, and pay 
his debts, which were vrgedto be ſo great, as hee could not appeare out of his Chat 
for the infinite clamor of tuchto whom he owed for his Wine, Wax, and other neceſſa- 
ries of Houſe. Bur they all to his face, with one voice, refuſed to grant him any thing. 
Whereupon other violent courſes are taken. An ancient quarrell is found out againſt 
the City of London, for which they are commanded to pay fifteene thouſand Markes. 
And Paſſelexe the Kings Clerke is imployed with others in a moſt peremptory Com- 
miſſion,to inquire of all ſuch lands, as had becne inforreſted, and either ro fine the Oc+ 
cupyers thereof, at their pleaſure , or take it from them , and ſell the ſame to others, 
Wherein ſuch rigor was vied, as multitudes of people were yndone, Sogmſafe are pri- 


mute mens eftates, where Princes fallinto ſogreat wants. Paſſelene for his pood ſeruicein 
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ſhops withſtood the King therein, Now, in regard to ſhew the King the Eſtate of his 
| Kingdome , and the oppreſſion of Popes ; Inquiry was made of the revenues which 
the Romans and [ta/zens had in England, which was fouad to be annually, fixty thou- 
| fand Markes, being more then the yearely reuenues of the Crowne of England; which 
ſomooucd the King , as hee cauſed the ſame to be notified, wirh all other exaQtions, by 
his procurators to the generall Coutcell now afſembled at Lyons ; which (with the ill 
viage of Martm) ſo vexed the Pope, ashee is ſaydto haue vitered theſe Words ; /t «r 
fit that we make an end with the Exuperenr , that we may cruſh theſe Petty Kings , for the 
Dragon once appeaſed or deſtrojed, theſe leſſer ſuahes will be ſoone troden downe. W hich 
impious ſpeech proceeding from ſuch a mouth, whence the Oraclcs of peace and chari- 
ty ought to bee vttered , was as ill taken, bred great ſcandall, and gaue warning to

The King patiently indures this reprehenſion, in hope to obtayne his deſire , and 
giues them promilc of redreſſe , but pod irebetet ; afrer many meetings and much 
debate the Parliament is proroged till M following , during which timegthey 
would with Patience expect how the King would beare himſclte towards them z that 
accordingly they might obay, and fatisfic his defire, 

Bur this delay wrought no good , the King through ill Councell growes more ob- 
durafe, and harſh to his people , in ſo much as at the next Seſſion he makes his ſpeech: 
Woulld you eurbe the King your Lord at your yncinill pleaſure and impoſe 4 ſermile condition 
upon bum ? will you deny unto bin what exery one of you, as you lift, may do? 1t is lawful for 
exery one of you to v/e what counſellbe will , and exery maker of a Family to preferre to any 
office in he; boat whew be pectin andailene anates when be loſt , and will you raſbly dewy 

Lord and K ing to ds the like? Whereas ſerwants onght not to indge their Maiter, and 
Subiefts their Prince,or bold them to their conditions. For the ſernant i; not abone bis Lord 
nor the I bis Maſter. Neuher ſhould be be your King , but as your ſertants 
who ſhould jo incline to your prong : wherefore he will neither remoue the Chiefe Iuſti- 
ciar, Chancellor, nor Tr ,according to their motion. In like manner finds he aw- 
ſweres to the relt of their Articles, and for the ayde hee required, it concern'd (he ſayd) 
their Rights as well as his. And fo the Parliament brake pin diſcontent, 

The King is aduiſed to furniſh his wants with the ſale of his Plate and Iewels of the 
Crowne, being told that as all rivers haue reflux to the ſea , fo all theſe things though 
ſold and diſperſed would reuert againe vnto him , and therefore it ſhould not mooue 
him, and hauing with great loſſe receiued money for this ware, hee inquires who had 
bought ir, anſwer was made, the City of London, that (ty, ſaid he, ir an 
Gulph: if Octauius treaſure were to be ſold they world ſurely buy it , and there withall in- 
ucighes . _ the City, which had fo often ſerued his turne, and deuiles all meanes to 
yexe the lame, a—_ ſhortly after a new faire to bee kept at Weſtminſter , f | 
vnder great penalty all exerciſe of Merchandize within Londen for fifteene dayes,and 
other Faires in England, and namely that of E/y. This nouelry came to nothing, the in- 
conucnience of the place , -as it wasthen , and the foulenefle of the weather brought 
more affliion then benefit to the Traders. 

That Chriſtmas alſs (without reſpe& of Royall Magnificence ) hee requires new 
yeares gifts of the Londoxers, and ſhortly after writes ynto them his letters imperi- 
ouſly deprecatory, to ayde him with money, which, with much grudging they doe, to

Wooll Thy next yeare after « fifteenth was likewiſe paid m Wool by the Communalty, Arid 
now for the better managing ef this worke abroade ( bauing well accommodated the 
Scottiſh affaires) hee goes ouer into Flanders,rakes with him his Queengand Children, 
lyes at eAntwerp, where, by perſwaſion of the Fleming: he tooke vppon him the Stile, 
Title, and Armes of the King of France , whereby they beld they might che berter iu- 
tifie their partaking in his quarrell ; and diſpence with their Oathe formerly made to 
the French King , hauing beſides bound themſclucs in 20. hundred thouſand crewnes, 
never to beare Armes agaialt the King of France , and thereuppon theleague way —_ 
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bliſhcd berweene them and King Edward. The French King was not behind in his 
preparations and Confederacies , hauing to take his part the King of Bobemne , the 
Count Palatine of Rhene ( who coucnantcd to ſerue him againſt King Edwerdand his 
adhcrents, with 400. horſc for 56000. Flerins.) The Biſhop of Mets, Albert and Otho 
Dukes of eAvuſtrich , Theodore Marqueſſc of Monferat, Ame Earle of Genewa,befides 
many Princes of Eftate , and diuers great Capraines out of G , French-Councy, 
Sawoy, Dauphme , Spaine and other Countryes. So tharall the beſt of the Chriltian 
World, arc eyther in Armes, orayding inthis quatrell, berweene thele two mighty 
Kings. Long were they preparing and making a noyſe before they cameto grapple : 
and much was wrought by the Pope, and the King of Sicue, agreat Aſtrologer,whode- 
uined by skill he had inthe Starresof much furure calamity to France, to haue actor- 
ded them, which wouldnot be. 

The Pretace of this Warre beganne on the Borders of each others State ; On this fide 
King Edward ſets ypon Cambray defended by the French. Philip on the other ,ſeiſes on 
the Duchy of Geyen,and thither ſends Conte Ex Conltable of France withthe Earles 
of Forx and eArminiacg,, who ſurprize many ſtrong peeces thereof : Beſides hee hath a 
great Nauy at Sea which committed much ſpoyle onthe Coalt of E gens King Ed- 
werdenters Fraxce by the way of [A<-\ vert Thoerache, appto necrer@ King 
Philbp: Both Armies were lodge 'Viron fofſe,and La Flamenguere the day of 
the fight appoynted ypon he Friday aftef , the Barrailes on both fides made ready, the 
aluantage of number was on the French ; bur both Armicsfurniſhed with braue men 
of Warre, and circumſpeR, depart without cacounter : The French eſteeming irno dit- 
cretionto put the perſon , and ſtate of their King to the hazard of Bartell within his 
owne Kingdome : And the Engliſh conſiſting of lefſe number;thoughrfir notto affaile 
them : And fo they paſſed the day in Countenarices, and nothing was done. Only this 
accideat fell out, which after gaue matter of ſport : A Hare ſtarting before the head of 
the French Army , a great ſhout was ſuddainly made, which " who were behind 
ſuppoſing to haue beene ypon the on-ſer of a Bartell, diſpoſed thermſelues to fight : ſome 
Elquires for their more incouragertar, are according to thecuttome preſently Knigh-. 
ted, who were euer after called Knights of the Hare. ; 

The next morniug earely both Kings diſlodge,the French retires to Pres; the King 
of Englandints B rabant, where after he had ſtrongly faftened his Confederates, and 
diſpoſed of his Aﬀayres , he leaves the Queene and returyes into Exmg/andabout Can- 
dlemaſſe,hauing beene in Brabant abou a yeare, lands at the Towcr abour Midnight 
(and finding it ynguarded was m'ch difpleaſed) ſends for the Maior of Loxden,whom 
hee commanded to bring before him the Chancellor and Treaſurer, with /#b»S. Panl 
Michael Wath, Philly Thorp, Henry Stratford Clergy men(who it ſeemes were Officers 
for his reccites ) and Job» Sconer Tuſtice of the Beach, all which, except the Chancel-

The tkewiſe grants 12. pence of euery 
Parſon Beneficed ; and of all other Religious 4--pence of the head ; A —_— 
and vnknowne ayde,ſuch as never was to any King of Exg/and before, and be- 
came a Precedent for the next Raigne : wherein it cauſed the firſt and greateſt popular 
Inſurre&ion , that euer was ſeene in this Kingdeme ; So render athing is it to tuxe the

And now hereupon the Parliament ended ; but not the Dukes diſpleaſure againſt 
the Ciry. The Maior and Aldermen are brought before the King at Shene , and adui- 


ſed to ſubmit themſclues to rhe Duke, and craue pardon for their' grieuous offences.

Order,” , and his People the Supreame 
yertues of a Soucraigne. 1. His lout of /af/sce,was ſeenc by the many Starutes he made 
for the duc execution thereof,and the mot? ſtreight binding oath, hec ordayved to bee 
miniftred ynto his Iudges and Iuſticiars : rhe - ſ{hrrent infliedon them for corrup- 
tion in their Offices,cauſing fome to be thrufi out and others greuiovuſly fined, 25 Sir 
Henry Greene,and Sir Wrliam Sk .e Anno keg. 29. Hec _— © a\fotÞat forme of 
publike Tuſtice which his Grand- firſt began (and which remaines 1othis day) 
making alſo excellent lawes for the fave. ' 2, His regard tothe ebſeruation of Oxdes 
ainongſt his people,witnes ſo many lawes,as weren adc toreftraine them ſor Exceſſes 
in all kinds. 3.His loue to his ſubjieQs,wasexpreſt in the ofteneaſing of their greiuances, 
and his willingneſſe to giue them all faire fatis{aCtion,as appeares by the continuall gran- 
ting of the due obferuation of their C barters, in moſt of his Parliaments. And when 
( Anno Reg 4.)they were jealous, ypon his afſuming the title of the kingdom of Fraxce, 
leaſt England ſhould thereby come to bee vnder the ſudieCon of that crowne,as bein 
the greater, he to cleare them of that doubt,paſſed a Starutin the firmefi manner coull 
be deuiſed;that this Kingdome ſhould remaine intyre as before, without violatipn of the

rouident he was in all his actions never yndertaking any thing before he had firſt fur- 
n:(hcd himſcife with meanes to perſorme it. And therein his ſu bicts allowed bim more 
withlefſe adoe,then cucr any of hi fours had : and he as fairely iflued what bee 
| received from them,bauing none private vent of profuſion, then his enterpriſes for 
aduancing the fiate,and bonorot the Kingdome. True it1s, that n:oft attent ard careful! 
he was to get monies,bur yet it was without Sackzpe clzry non, fuch as his grand-fa- 
ther made ypon the Officers of Imſice,the lewes and officers, 

For his gifts we finde them not ſuch aseither hurt his owne Fame and reputotien, or 
any way diftaſted the ftate. To be ſhort,he was a Prirce who knew his worke, and did 
it : and therefore was he better obeyed, berrer reſpcaed and ferued then 21y of bus pre- 
deceſſours,

ouſly Celebrated, with all due Rites and Ceremonies , the'preſervers of Reuetence 
and Maieſty, Toconclude, he was a Prince , whoſe nature agreed with his Office ; 
as oncly made for it. Thoſe defaillances we finde him at laſt , wee muſt not attribute 
to hin but his age, whereia we nouer yet ſaw Prince happy. When their vigor fayles 
them (which is commonly about 50.) their Fortune doth. Whileſt this Prince held to- 
gether, he was indiſfoluable, and as he was then, we take bis Figure. ROAOL 
Fortunate he was alſo in Wite, a Lady of excellent Vertue , who thou 

brought him little or nonc Eftate, him much content, 
liance, and a faire Ifſue. Stwedrew euchly with him in all the courſes of, Honer that ap- 
pertayned to her fide, and ſcemes a pecce ſo juſt cut for him , %s anfwered him rightly in 
eyety ioyne. Gracions and loving ſhee ever ſhewed her-ſelfe to this Nation, aud did 
maay workes of Picry,amonglt which Queenes Colledge in O remaines eſpecially, 
a Monument of her Name and Renowne.

King of 
Caftile/but (he dyed before ſhe lay with him, ' Mery , to ſob» Monford Duke of Brit-
